Inaugural Address delivered by Khwaja Athar Hasan 

Sahib at the U.P. Provincial Medical Conference 
on October 26, 1945: 


I deem it a great honour to inaugurate this Conference 
and to welcome such distinguished members of the Medical 
Profession from all parts of the province. 

I am glad you have selected this ancient town of Saharanpur 
for your conference this year. Saharanpur cannot boast of 
wide roads, good climate or satisfactory sanitation and has 
only few modern buildings to its credit. But it is an important 
railway junction and is fast becoming an important industrial 
town. It is the centre of different industries and has several 
large factories. Its wood carving ‘industry, which is carried 
on as a cottage-industry, gives employment to a large number 
of people and industrial expansion in other directions is also 
proceeding satisfactorily. 

Saharanpur. district enjoys a position of distinction from 
the religious point of view as well. The great Hindu religious 
centres of Hardwar and Rishikesh are situated in this district 
as also the Tombs of Shah Abdul Quddus, Shah Abdul Maali 
and Makhdum Allauddin Sabir, who have been renowned per- 
sonalities of Islam and whose tombs still attract a ‘large number 
of pilgrims every year. The famous Rishikul College and 
Dar-ul-ulum, Deoband are institutions famous all over the 
country and impart special type of education to thousands of 
students every year. Another educational institution of 
importance is the Engineering College at Roorkee, 


whose students have always occupied positions of responsibility 
and trust in engineering services throughout India. 

This conference will, of course, deliberate upon the special 
problems connected with your noble profession, but I will 
request you to constantly keep in mind, during all your dis- 
cussions, the fact that your wretched countrymen who are 
receiving inadequate attention from the foreign Government 
expect much from you. India cannot remain a dependancy 
of the British Empire any longer and is bound to be free in 
the near future. The British Government will leave to the 
popular Government a terrible heritage of insanitary con- 
ditions and epidemic diseases which alone take an annual toll 
of millions of lives. No doubt nearly 4th of all the diseases 
are directly due to bad economic and living conditions and in 
future you will, therefore, not only have to take care of the 
sick but will have to so organise your associations that they 
may be able to undertake the working of the programme of 
the National Government to eradicate the evils and bring 
about the desired improvement in the health and physique ot 
the people of this sub-continent in the shortest possible time 
by a net work of medical and physical culture centres organised 
in the proper manner. This will necessitate legislation for 
creating a national system of social insurance to meet the 
demands of the sick, the poor and the disabled and you will 
be required to make proper suggestions and take active part 
in the enactment of such laws. 

In U. S. S. R. the whole cost of child-bearing is treated 
as a functional expense of the woman in the performance of 
her public duty and is borne by the state. She gets entirely 
free of charge medical care during pregnancy, admission for 
confinement to a maternity Hospital, 12 or 16 weeks’ leave 
of absence on full pay, regular intervals every 314 hours in 
which the infant can be breast-fed and other facilities. The 
service of infant care in the U. S. S. R. is also organised as 
and ubiquitous public function and is supervised by local public 
committees representing the public and the doctors concerned 
and a regular monthly grant is paid for infant’s food till the 
child reaches the age of 7 or 8 years. There is a net work 
of advisory centres to which are attached milk-kitchens where 
infants’ rations of milk are distributed daily. Nurses are 
given special training for nursing the infants and the entire 
organisation is being made more nearly co-extensive with the 
whole area of the U. S. S. R. with the corollary that a con- 
siderable proportion of the feeding, some part of the clothing 
and the whole of the medical care to a great majority of all 
the young children will have become a public charge. 

The Soviet Government has drawn out a comprehensive 
plan for medically serving the rural areas. To this end every 
village centre of considerable size or at least every township 
centre has its public health clinic. There is a system of Flying 
Squads of doctors and nurses who are sent to villages as yet 
unprovided with a permanent centre and they stay a month 
or ‘two in such villages to help and advise the sick and the 
pregnant women. Flying Squads are also sent wherever there 
is an epidemic and for making a sanitary survey of specially 
backward districts. They are equipped with the means of 
setting up temporary clinics including primitive laboratories and 
extensive medical supplies. Treatment is carried on for a 
time and an extensive educational campaign adapted to the 
peasants’ understanding and living conditions. The principal 
diseases are systematically made a subject of special campaigns. 
All sorts of specialists are in periodical attendance at medical 
centres which are kept very well equipped. There are 
restaurants for the invalids which provide daily as many as 
six different invalid diets in separate dining rooms for which 
the patients present doctors’ order. Persons in weak health 
are supplied better sleeping quarters and are given excep- 
tionally nourishing food under medical supervision. This has 
led to a considerable improvement in the health of the people 
with the result that the deaths ascribed to tuberculosis in 
Moscow fell from 39-7 per thousand in 1920 to 11-6 in 1931. 


Tsarist Russia had fewer than 13,000 qualified doctors or 
less than 1 per 7,000 whereas the present Government aims at 
one for each thousand. The training for the medical practi- 
tioner in the U. S. S. R. combines, from the first, an unusual 
amount of practical work with theoretical teaching. When 
qualified, a doctor is offered a post at once and is, therefore, 
always’ able to maintain a minimum standard of living from 
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the very beginning of his career. About 9000 new students’ 
are admitted annually to 62 institutions giving medical training 
which have in the aggregate nearly 50,000 students, the majority 
of whom are women students. How rapid is. the progress in 
the direction of medical research is evident from the fact 
that whereas in 1912 there were 6 Research Institutions in 
Russia, the number rose to 200 in 1935. Adequate facilities 
are also provided for post-graduate studies and every country 
practitioner gets 6 months’ Study Leave on full pay every 3 
years. All doctors, nurses and pharmacists in U. S. S. R. 
are civil servants and all hospitals, sanatoria and drug stores 
. there are State institutions. The nation-wide Army engaged 
. oy — service of the State approaches half a million 
of all r q 


The Soviet Government is not only building human society 
on an economic basis but is trying to mend the human race 
on scientific principles. This Government has made it a funda- 
mental purpose of its policy not merely to benefit the people 
but actually to transform them. They are trying to change 
drastically the human nature and think that man has to be 
remade. Health problems find a due place in their programme 
of work and the object of their programme is to create the 
positive health of the population. 

I beg to be excused for taking your time in describing 
the arrangements in Russia at some length but I have done 
so in order to give you a vivid picture of how things exist 
in Russia to-day so that you may have a clear idea about 
the improvements which can when the time comes 
and to keep yourselves ready for the event as it will be you 
and your associations who will have to shoulder the burden 
and work the programme of medical Swaraj in the country. 
It is really a shame that we have still to depend on foreign 
drugs and scientific instruments. The manufacture of these 
will certainly form part of the national reconstruction pro- 
gramme when the time comes and I am confident that the 
national Government will make necessary arrangements for 
their manufacture at an early date and it will not be before 
long that we will be in a position to use indigenous drugs 
with good results. 

Here is an age which is without beliefs in religion, without 
standards in morals, without convictions in politics and with- 
out values in art. Capitalist exploitation is the official religion 
of some nations and its aim has always been to teach wage- 
slaves to kiss the hand which lashes them. The capitalist 
society is a society of war and crisis, each catastrophe more 
destructive of the essentials of civilization. In the interest 
of humanity, capitalism and imperialism must be ended and 
substituted by a rationally conceived society on correct demo- 
cratic basis which may not compel men to pursue false values. 
A modern man who does not understand revolutionary 
doctrines is a child wandering in a forest at midnight and 
it is essential that one should be acquainted with world con- 
ditions in order to formulate a correct policy in respect of 
his sphere of activity. These are the days of dynamic forces 
and I will request you to go ahead with your programme 
of work at terrific speed in the light of the observations made 
above. It is hoped that your programme will fully cover the 
present day needs of the population and will be in keeping 
with the democratic ideas of the present age. 

I hope and trust that your efforts will be crowned with 
success and your conference will devise means to render real 
service to your unfortunate brethren who are looking forward 
to you for help and guidance.

Presidential Address delivered by Dr. Jawahar Lal 
Rohatgi, F.S.M.F., at the U. P. Provincial 
Medical Conference on October 26, 1945: 


Let me express at the outset my gratitude to you for the 
signal honour you have done me by electing me the President 
of your Association. I shall try my utmost to be of service 
to you although I earnestly feel that there are more eminent 
men in the fraternity who better merited this : 

During the past year, we have lost a number of our valued 
colleagues who have left. us and joined the majority. The 
gap created by them cannot be filled. On your behalf as 
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well as mine, I sincerely mourn their loss and offer my humble 
sympathies to their bereaved families. 

The shape of things in the world has entirely changed 
since we last met. The hostiljties in the West as well as 
in the East have totally ceased but an era of peace has not 
ushered in yet. The terrible years of war have given rise 
to a vast number of problems which will require full atten- 
tion of the medical profession. Some of these problems have 
cropped up only on account of the presence of an alien 
Government in the country. We have been meeting, Ladies 
and Gentlemen, for the last eleven or twelve years, have been 
passing resolutions and drawing the attention of the Govern- 
ment to their various acts of omission and commission. But

we have achieved comparatively nothing. Even this Govern- 


‘ment gan be made to listen to our demands if we make our 


strength felt. I may be pardoned to say that we have not 
yet cultivated the corporate spirit and are not prepared to 
devote even a small portion of our time and energy in trying 
for the fulfilment of the aims of the Association. It is no 
doubt true that we have increased the number of our branches 
but it is pitiable that only a small proportion of the number 
of qualified medical practitioners in the province have joined 
the Association. 

Ours is a progressive science and we have to keep abreast 
of the times and new discoveries. We have to mzke it a habit 
to study up-to-date journals and magazines hold discussions, 
exchange views and have clinical meetings periodically. This 
cannot be achieved without maintaining a first class library 
of books, periodicals and journals in our branches. But 
unfortunately we have only a small number of branches and 
all the medical practitioners do not care to become members 
of those branches. The busy practitioners seldom give any 
time to the clinical discussions and the interest of members 
dwindles with the result that the utility of the branches is 
very much lessened. Unless the members of the Association 
take active interest in the working of the branches and make 
them alive and functioning we may find the condition of the 
profession deteriorating with the result that we shall lose touch 
with modern improvements in the medical science. It. is 
merely lack of organisation on our part that we have not been 
able to divert in an ample measure the attention of philan- 
thropists of our country towards adopting ways and means 
to stem the growth of diseases and epidemics. The first 
necessity for us, therefore, is to organise ourselves and see 
that almost all the members of the profession join the Associa- 
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tion. Only then can we make our voice felt and force even 
this Government to adopt suitable measures for the maintenance 
of the health of our countymen and for the amelioration of 
suffering. 

The number of qualified medical men in India is much 
too small considering the large population of this country. 
The vast majority of the Indian people live in villages while 
the majority of the Indian doctors like to live in towns. Big 
cities and towns have attractions of their own no doubt, 
but the suffering of the poor villager merits our first atten- 
tion. It is no doubt true that the number of qualified men 
is not enough to cope with the requirements of the towns 
and so the villages have not yet attracted our attention. Uptil 
now there were only two medical colleges in this province but 
I am glad to say that the Aligarh Muslim University has 
taken steps to establish another Medical College. But this 
is not enough. There should be more medical colleges and 
the medical education should be made popular suiting the 
purse of the average citizen. ; 


In order to cope with the growing menace of disease in 
the villages about five lakhs of qualified medical practitioners 
with the requisite number of compounders, nurses and other 
assistants are required. In other countries the State takes 
upon itself the responsibility of maintaining the health of the 
people and in looking after the expectant and nursing mothers. 
But it is our common experience that the present Govern- 
ment of this country has absolutely no desire to adopt measures 
to ameliorate suffering among the people. The hospitals and 
the dispensaries which it is maintaining are merely an eye- 
wash. They do not fulfil the needs of the people even in 
a small measure. The amount budgetted for medical expenses 
by the Provincial Governments is simply ridiculous. |The 
Government prefers to spend money on its top-heavy administra- 
tion and in maintaining departments like the police and the 
C. I. D. No attention is paid to the health of the community. 
Our responsibility, therefore, has considerably increased and 
that is why I have drawn your attention to the health of the 
common folk and the villager. Some of the qualified medical 
practitioners have no doubt set up practice in the villages but 
their number is infinitesimal. 

As I have remarked above, other countries, including 
Great Britain which is in charge of our destinies today, are 
busy devising ways and means to make medical assistance 
available to every citizen living even in remotest corners. But 
in India even the recommendations made in the Adarkar report 
have not yet been implemented. Professor Adarkar has pro- 
posed a scheme for the health insurance of employees in a 
limited number of industries. The scheme envisages free 
medical assistance to the labourers in the industries on a 
contributory basis. But the scheme covers only twelve lakhs 
of labourers out of a population of forty crores. In the 
Beveridge Report on the health scheme to be adopted for the 
United Kingdom it is clearly recorded and accepted that the 
maintenance of the national health is an obligation of the 
state while in this country even the fulfilment of the recom- 
mendations of Professor Adarkar is being postponed from 
day-to-day. 

The war has brought in its wake a number of baffling 
problems for the medical men. The man-made famine in 
Bengal and the paucity of food-stuff under the control measures 
has sapped the vitality of the nation and has totally weakened 
the resistance of the people to disease and epidemics. The 
supply of wheat and rice—the two staple food-grains—has been 
reduced to such small quantities that it has become impractic- 
able, particularly for the middle and the poor classes to appease 
their hunger. This combined with a lack of other nutritive 
foods has shattered the health of the people. The medical 
profession looks aghast at the misery all around and finds its 
resources utterly inadequate to cope with the results of the 
inefficiency of the state which is sitting tight on the people’s 
grain without caring to feed the people. The situation is 
growing more intolerable every day and we should condemn 
it with one voice. The whole country has been and is virtually 
living in a state of famine with an indifferent Government 
unmindful of the miseries it has brought about. There is no 
end of irresponsibility and. mismanagement. Tons and tons of 

food-grains have been allowed to rot in the Government 
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godowns while vast numbers of people have perished and are 
perishing for want of them. The corruption that is such a 
common feature of the control departments is not to a small 
degree responsible for the deterioration of the situation. Even 
after normal food supplies are restored it will take time before 
the health of people is restored to its original sub-normal state. 
Our duty in the matter is very clear. We should openly 
protest against the malnutrition of the people. 

Another problem before the country is the want of pro- 
perly equipped hospitals. A large number of hospitals have 

built in the country for the needs of the military. These 
hospitals will now be thrown out of use after the withdrawal 
of the military operations. The decision of the Government 
of this country and of the United States about the future of 
these hospitals is awaited with keen interest. Let us hope that 
better sense will prevail and these hospitals and their equip- 
ments will be handed over for the use of the people of the 
country. 

Another great difficulty which the medical profession has 
to face these days arises out of the absence of suitable remedies 
and the introduction of spurious drugs. From year to year 
we had been impressing upon the state the necessity of making 
researches in the use of indigenous drugs and the encourage- 
ment to pharmaceutical industries in the country. The Govern- 
ment as usual was apathetic. But the difficulties experienced 
by everyone in getting drugs after the outbreak oi war due 
to import difficulties is a well-known fact. If we had not 
wholly relied on foreign drugs and had encouraged the estab- 
lishment. of the pharmaceutical industry on a sound basis we 
would not have suffered as we, did during the war. This 
should be an eye-opener to us. We should make researches 
in and strive for the increased use of indigenous drugs in 
which this country abounds and should also try to strengthen 
and improve the Indian pharmaceutical industry utilising the 
vast resources of this country. j 

The introduction of spurious drugs in the market should 
be put a stop to. The Governmental machinery in this 
direction also is moving very slowly. The Drugs Act was 
passed in 1940. The rules thereunder took a number of years 
to formulate. But even now the Act has not been introduced. 
It is not intelligible as to what auspicious event the Government 
desires to happen before bringing this much needed Act into 
operation. 

_The setting up of Provincial Analytical laboratories for 
testing and analysing drugs and preparations and testifying to 
their purity is another crying necessity. These provincial 
analytical laboratories attached to one central laboratory are 
necessary in the country to check the inrush of spurious drugs 
which have been menacing the country for long. All these 
measures about the control of import and manufacture of drugs 
were recommended by the Chopra Committee as long ago as 
the year 1931 but they have not been adopted yet. 

I must say a word to the members of the medical pro- 
fession also with regard to their attitude to the Indian phar- 
maceutical industry. We have fallen into the habit of prescrib- 
ing foreign patent drugs as we do not desire to utilise the 
results of the most recent researches in the medical science 
and giving our own prescriptions. There is a panicky and 
unfounded prejudice against the Indian manufactured drugs 
and we do not encourage them. This is a very unsatisfactory 
state of affairs which we have got to improve. The establish- 
ment of analytical laboratories will no doubt give an impetus 
to the Indian manufactured drugs by removing unnecessary 
doubts but till these laboratories are introduced we have to 
exercise our unprejudiced judgment instead of making our- 
selves a tool in the hands of foreign manufacturers. 

I cannot close the chapter of the duties of the state 
towards its people without saying a word about the medical 
administration in the jails and the jail diet. Much has been 
said about the inadequacy of the diet given in the jails and 
the utter absence of nutritive value in the diet of the ordinary 
prisoner. Dr. Jivraj Mehta, the President of the All-India 
Medical Association, has also referred to this matter in his 
Presidential Address delivered at the last All-India Medical 
Conference. At the instance of Mahatma Gandhi, a few 
years ago a number of eminent medical men put their heads 
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together and made an elaborate survey of the diet given in 
jails and insisted on its being reformed and supplemented. 
I do not want to thrash out those findings once more. 

propose to point out to you today that even the inadequate. 
diet prescribed by the jail manual does not reach the prisoner 
in its full measure. And I cannot adequately describe the bad 
quality of the food that is served. Apart from being corrupt 
from top to bottom, the jail administration is inhumanly callous 
and treats the inmates of their prison-houses like herds of 
cattle—even the cattle keeper tries to give unadulterated fodder 
to his herd. The evil begins at the very source. The jail 
authorities connive at the bad and adulterated grain and other 
supplies made by the various contractors. But the evil does 
not end there. Even these adulterated supplies are not served 
in their full measure. Almost every jail has a vegetable garden 
attached to it. The vegetables are meant for consumption by 
the prisoners. But as long as the vegetables are good and 
fresh they are sent to the kitchens of the jail officials beginning 
right from the superintendent down to the warder at nominal 
or no payments. Only the stems and leaves are cooked and 
served to the prisoners and that too after they become rotten 
or too ripe. In short, even though the food prescribed by 
the Jail Manual is quite inadequate in itself, the inadequacy 
is further heightened by reducing the quantity and by adulter- 
ating the foodstuff. There is no provision or arrangement for 
the supply of milk to prisoners in general. But milk is 
provided for the prisoners who are admitted into the hospital. 
The white liquid which is served is only an apology for milk. 
Half or in some case even three-fourths of it is plain water. 


The most distressing feature, however, is the utter 
transformation of the members of our noble profession who 
are placed incharge of the jail dispensaries and hospitals and 
whose duty it is to testify to the quality of the food and to 
look after the health of the prisoners. It appears that they 
totally forget the high moral standard which every medical 
practitioner sets up before himself. They totally associate 
themselves with the officers of the jail as if they were never 
taught that the primary duty of a medical man is to alleviate 
suffering and to serve the afflicted. I do not accept the 
argument that these brethren of ours are so circumstanced that 
if they raise their voice of protest they are likely to be 
trounced. I have known of medical officers who have risen 
to the occasion and have succeeded in making some reform. 
’ And if our brethren attached to the jails realise their sense 
of duty and raise their voices, the evil will be minimised to 
a large extent without any harm coming to them because in 
such matters it is only a weak-kneed policy which fails. 


Now a word about the medical administration in this 
province. The abolition of the I. M. S. is long over due and 
the recruitment of the army medical officers in the civil 
administration should be totally. stopped. But I see no signs 
of it. For instance, there is a dangerous move on the part 
of the U. P. Government. The present Provincial Govern- 
ment which is responsible to nobody has placed before the 
public a bill for a change in the administration of the King 
George’s Medical College and its Associated hospitals. An 
indecent hurry has been shown about the promulgation of this 
bill because it was feared that popular governments may soon 
come into being. And no popular government could tolerate 
the introduction of such a measure. The chief purnose of the 
bill is to place all the powers into the hands of one man, 
the Governor of the province, in order to enable him to intro- 
duce military medical men, mostly foreign, at the helm of 
affairs. Strong protests have been voiced by eminent public 
men including medical practitioners. the Indian Medical Asso- 
ciation and the Lucknow University court. The bill stands 
self-condemned. But the trend of the present Provincial 
Government is to refuse to listen to reason and to crush public 
opinion at every step. The administration of the State-managed 
hospitals also needs a good deal of reforms. In foreign 
countries the co-operation of capable honorary physicians and 
surgeons is welcome indeed. But somehow it is not encouraged 
in Indian hospitals. If the honorary service of the members 
of the profession specially qualified in different branches of 
the medical science is utilised, wherever available, the efficiency 
and utility of the hospitals will increase considerably, But 
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this is not being done. Apparently there is an unfounded fear 
of competition which is standing in the way of the much 
desired step. 

The rules regarding the work of honorary physicians and 
surgeons in hospitals are so vague and indefinite that it becomes 
very difficult for them to carry on their day-to-day work. 
There is so much official routine and direction that an honor- 
able medical practitioner finds it difficult to work in that 
atmosphere. The bureaucracy-ridden administration of the 
hospitals in these provinces forget that an independent medical 
practitioner does not find it congenial to work in an atmosphere 
of red-tapism and suspicion. In foreign countries and even in 
some parts of this country like Bombay, the honorary medical 
practitioners attached to hospitals are treated with respect and 
honour and the valuable assistance rendered by them is not 
hampered by red-tape formalities and by undue interference 
by the stipendiary medical staff. But unfortunately in these 
provinces [ have heard bitter complaints of scant courtesy 
paid to honorary physicians and surgeons. The result is that 
they find the atmosphere in the hospitals highly uncongenial 
to useful work and drop out of the hospitals much to the 
disadvantage of the efficiency of these institutions. The 
necessity of encouraging honorary medical experts—physicians 
and surgeons—to assist in the work of the ill-equipped state 
hospitals cannot be stressed too much. The interest of the 
public should not be allowed to be sacrificed on account of 
an unreasonable fear of competition. 

The medical officers in charge of hospitals and their 
assistants are not able to devote their full time to the hospitals 
because their private practice takes most of their time. The 
medical officers incharge of hospitals and their subordinates 
should not be allowed private practice. A special allowance 
may be given to them in lieu thereof. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I cannot close without requesting 
you once more to set our own house in order. In the very 
beginning I have laid stress on utilising to their fullest scope 
the services of the branches wherever established and also to 
start new branches. I am glad that the effcrts to unite the 
two Associations are likely to succeed soon. It will be a 
happy day indeed when the two Associations will become one. 

membership should be increased and we should form a 
compact and corporate body in order to make our strength 
felt. The necessity of a strong organisation has increased 
considerably in the present circumstances. The responsibilities 
on our shoulders are very heavy. The entire burden of keeping 
the nation healthy is on us. And we can do nothing unless 
we organise and unite and put our shoulders together. 

I thank you Ladies and Gentlemen for hearing me so 
patiently, I assure you of my unstinted services to the Association 
and I hope I will have your fullest co-operation.

(c) Dr. Bhola Nath, Muttra; (d) Dr. H. N. Trivedi, 
Cawnpore ; (e) Dr. N. N. Chatterji, Cawnpore; (f) Dr. 
Morari Lal, Benares; (g) Dr. J. P. Patel, Jhansi; (h) Dr. 
S. B. Mathur, Gonda. 

2. This Conference resolves that in future a Ministry of 
Health be created both at the Centre and in the Provinces 
to care for the physical necessities of human life and that it 
should be a separate portfolio. 

3. This Conference resolves that the U. P. Post War 
Development Draft Scheme as drawn up by the U. P. 
Government is unsatisfactory. The Conference requests the 
Government to draw up their scheme on the lines suggested 
by the Indian Medical Association, U. P. Provincial Branch 
in their Memorandum. 

4. This Conference resolves that the U. P. Provincial 
Branch of the Indian Medical Association be requested to 
appoint a Health Enquiry Committee consisting of the following 
members and with terms of reference as follows :— 

(a) To go into the existing Medical and Public Health 
Laws and to suggest alterations, improvements and

amendments so as to bring them up-to-date 
and suggest means of promulgating them. 

(b) To review the present state of sanitation and suggest 
a national minimum which may be necessary and 

practicable and suggest means for carrying it out. 

(c) Causes of ill health and mortality of the nation and 
to suggest ways and means of meeting them. 

(d) To draw up a standard diet for residents of U.P. 
which may be possible economically and also supply 
the proper nutrition and calories of energy. 

(e) To suggest such other measures, the adoption of 
which may be conducive to the advancement of 
life and betterment of health for the rich and the 
poor alike. ; 

The Health Enquiry Committee to consist of the following 
members : 

(i) Dr. Jawahar Lal, Cawnpore; (ii) Dr. H. G. D. 
Mathur, Lucknow; (iif) Dr. B. Vardya, Lucknow; 
(iv) Capt. S. K. Chowdhuri, Benares; (v) Dr. H. Hukku, 
Lucknow; (vi) Capt. H. N. Shivapuri, Lucknow ; (vit) Dr. 
S. C. Banerji, Saharanpur; (viii) Dr. A. J. Faridi, Lucknow, 
Convener. With power to co-opt. 

The Committee to submit its report within six months to 
the Provincial Working Committee of the I. M. A. 

5. This Conference resolves that the present executive 
arrangements in the Medical and Public Health Departments 
are antiquated. In the interest of the health of the Province 
the following reforms are a minimum necessity and should 
be carried out as earlv as possible :— F 

(a) The two Departments should be combined under 
one head known as Di.ector of Health. 

(b) The Director should be an Indian who has a stake 
in t Province and he must have previous 
experience of the Province. : 

(c) There should be one common service with the 
minimum starting pay of Rs. 250 p. m. and no 
division in classes T and IT is necessary, as every 


entrant should be able to go to the highest post, if. 


- he so merits. 
(d) All present members of the various medical services 
merged into the new service. ? 

(e) Everv member of the service should have special 
training in Preventive measures, so that he may 
be able to function as a complete village unit as 
laid down in the memorandum submitted by the 
U. P. Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical 
Association to the U. P. Government. 


6. As the war is now over, this Conferenc reiterates its . 


oft-repeated demand that the I.M.S. should be totally abolished. 
Its place should be taken by the I A. M. C. which should 
be a purely military service on the lines of the R. A. M. C. 
All reservation of Civil posts for members of the Military 
Medical Services be abolished. The reserve for war can be 
had by giving better terms and better training to the A. I. 
R. O. (Medical) or by making 2 years’ military training com- 
pulsory for all members of the future Civil Medical Service. 

7. This Conference records its disapproval of and dis- 
appointment at the Council of Physical Culture as constituted 
by the U. P. Government. It is of vital importance to have 
adequate representation of the Indian Medical Association on 
the Council as also on other bodies dealing with Health 
Problems such as Anti-Tuberculosis Association, Red Cross 
Society, Sanatorium Committees. Improvement Trusts, Boards 
of Management of various Hospitals and Public: Health Com- 
mittees of Local Boards and requests the U. P. Government 
to rectify these omissions at a very early date. 


8. This Conference recommends to the Government :— 
(i) That no one should be allowed to work as a chemist 
or a druggist unless, 
(a) he holds a license for the purpose; 
(b) he employs a pharmacist (dispenser) with regis- 
tered qualifications for dispensing the prescriptions 
(c) and no prescriptions are disnensed unless signed 
by a aualified medical practitioner. 
(ii) That facilities be provided for the training of a large 
number of pharmacists (dispensers) as earlv as possible and 
at as many centres as practicable in these Provinces. 
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(iti) This Conference further recommends that no one 
else should be allowed to keep pharmacopoeial and proprietary 
drugs unless he holds a license as recommended in para (#) 
above, except qualified Medical Practitioners provided they 
dispense medicines to their own patients only. 

9. This Conference resolves that the U. P. Government 
be requested to invariably issue permits to all qualified Medical 
Practitioners to use Canal Bank and Tube Well Roads etc., 
throughout the year as it is very essential in the interest of 
public health. 

10. This Conference recommends to the Government to 
invariably issue licenses for Pistols and Revolvers to all qualified 
Medical Practitioners as they have to go out at uncertain hours. 


11. The Conference thanks the Chairman and the members 
of the Reception Committee, particularly the indefatigable 
Organising Secretary Dr. S. C. Banerji, and other workers 
in organising the Conference. The Conference further thanks 
the American Presbyterian Mission, Saharanpur for placing 
the Hall. the Boarding House and the grounds at the disposal 
of the Conference. 

12. This Conference thanks Dr. Jawahar Lal and Captain 
S. K. Chowdhuri for having presided and for having so ably 
guided the deliberations of the Conference.

The question 
of giving some allowance and medicine to registered doctors 
for treating poor patients may be taken into consideration.

In view of the difficulties experienced by the Andhras ir. 
Orissa at present this council requests the Government of 
Madras to make some provision for admission of Andhras 
residing in Orissa in the Medical Colleges of the Madras 
Province. 

BIHAR PROVINCIAL BRANCH—Fourth meeting of 
the Working Committee held on 20-4-46 at the residence of 
Dr. R. Saran, Exhibition Road, Patna, when the following 
opinions on the Public Health Bill were recorded: 

I. The Bihar Branch of the Indian Medical Association 
congratulates Government for sponsering the Bihar Public 
Health Bill 1946 and welcomes the Bill as a measure long 
overdue. The association on examination of the Bill con- 
siders the provisions therein on the whole inadequate and not 
sufficiently comprehensive and offers the following comments :— 

II. It is understood from the provision of the Bill that 
it is chiefly meant for the prevention of communicable diseases. 
It is felt, however, that the Bill should be made more compre- 
hensive and should embrace provisions for safeguarding the 
health of the school children and of labour population and 
general nutrition of the people of the province. 

In regard to the clauses of the communicable diseases and 
their segregation and their use of. public conveyances, it is 
suggested that those clauses should not be enforced except in 
areas where adequate provisions for segregation and convey- 
ance of such patients are made available. 

Clause 7, Sub-Clause 3 in page 10—The following changes 
are recommended :— 

To protect the public health staff from oppression of any 
unjustifiable action. Such member or members of the staff 
should have the right of appeal and further he should be 
protected from any unjustifiable dismissal’ or punishment. 
There is no justification for compelling the local bodies 
to accept a staff and compel them to meet its pay etc. out 
of the funds. The enforcement orders of the Director of Public 
Health should be limited to occasions’ of emergency and gross 
neglect of duty on the part of the local bodies concerned. He 
should mostly exercise advisory functions and should not be 
armed with powers that may tempt him to indulge in unneces- 
sary interference with the autonomy of the local bodies. 

Clauses 17 & 18 re. Water Supply in page 16— 

Why Government will not allow local bodies to take 
water but Government will take water from local bodies? 
It is rather vague and should be clarified. 

Clause 39, Sub-Clause 2 in page 33 appears redundant and 
is unpractical and it should be deleted. 

III. 1. The operation of the Act throws heavy financial 
responsibility on the local Authority concerned, without due 
regard being given to the need for ensuring that such authority 
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possesses adequate funds and personnel to enforce the Act. 
The total resources of a local authority under Government 
orders, are at present distributed or alloted as minimum to 
be spent on different head. Such allotments leave little margin 
for diversion of expenditure or Supplementary budget provisions 
té meet the increased demands on enforcement of this Act. 


The association therefore, suggests that in Section 92(1) 
of the Act the following be addded:— 

“But in all cases these funds earmarked or allotted by the 
local authority subject to the general or special orders of the 
Government and with due regard to discharging the obligation 
of the local authority to meet the other civic needs, are found 
to be inadequate, Government shall supplement the expenditure 
from its own revenue to implement fully the various provisions 
of the Act, or may take over and run the health activities of 
the local authority entirely as a Government measure with the 
help of such funds as be allotted by the local authority under 
Government orders.” 

2. In dealing with food control under Chapter VIII of 
the Act provision has not been made to license markets, 
bakeries and dairies etc. 

The association suggests that the following be added as 
clause (C) under Section 72(1) of the Act:— 

“(1) Notwithstanding the provision of the Bihar and 
Orissa Local Self-Government Act 1885 or Bihar & Orissa 
Municipal Act 1922, no person shall open, establish or run 
market for the sale of meat and fish or for the manufacture 
of ice, aerated water, milk or milk-product or bakeries, sweet- 
meat shops, hotel or eating houses, and dairies in an area 
of a local authority without obtaining a license from it. In 
granting the licence, the local authority concerned shall lay 
down such conditions as it deems necessary to ensure the 
effective observance of health standards.” 

'3. The provisions of Bihar and Orissa Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Act 1919 although enforced in most of the 
areas of the province, have not been rigidly. applied because 
of reluctance of the local authority concerned to provide funds 
for the enforcement of the Act or failure to institute prosecution 
under the Act or tendency to compromise the cases under the 
Act outside the court. To obviate the aforesaid difficulties, 
it may be mentioned that in the Province of Madras all the 
executive powers under the Food Adulteration Act have been 
transferred, under the provisions of the Madras Public Health 
Act 1939 to the local Health Officers. This is partly covered 
in section 15 of the Act but is not fully stressed or clearly 
laid down. 

The association therefore suggests that the following be 
added as Clause (3) of Section 73 of the Act:— 

“73. (c) In an area where provisions of the Bihar and 
Orissa Prevention of Adulteration Act 1919 are enforced and 
a local authority of such area fails to take action under the 
Act or is deemed to be slow or reluctant to take adequate 
action under the Act Government may by order general or 
special transfer all the executive powers under the Bihar & 
Orissa Prevention of Adulteration Act to a local Health 
Officer.” 

Small pox cases occur in sporadic or epidemic form in the 
whole province practically throughout the year, but inspite 
of the provisions of the Bengal Vaccination Act enforced in 
most part of the province, making primary vaccination com- 
pulsory, very few of the local authorities or Government main- 
tain agency to carry out vaccination throughout the year. At 
the present in most areas vaccination is carried out by licensed 
vaccinators only for 6 months in a year, subject to realisation 
of vaccination fee, with a result that bulk of the children born 
year to year are left unvaccinated or unprotected. These 
children fall easy victims to the infection and among them the 
highest mortality is caused when epidemic of small pox occurs 
during the summer months. / 

The association therefore suggests that the following be 
added to clause (1) of Section 11 of the Act:— 

“And Government may also appoint adequate number of 
Public Vaccinators to carry out vaccination and re-vaccination 
free throughout the year as a compulsory measure in any 
specified area or in the entire province.” 

Under section 102 of the Act, persons authorised under 
sections 93 95, 96 and 99 are alone declared as Public servants 
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within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code, but the aforesaid 
sections. from part. of the Emergency Provisions under 
Chapter XI which are not intended to be enforced at present. 
No. provision has been made to declare other personnel 
appointed by local authority or Government such as Health 
Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector, Health 
Inspector or Public vaccinator as public servants within the 
meaning of the Indian Penal Code 

The association therefore suggests that the following be 
added as Clause (2) under section 102 of the Act:— 

“(2) Notwithstanding any thing contained in any other 
Act or Acts Governing the local authority or authorities con- 
cerned, all personnels such as a Health Officer, an Assistant 
Health Officer, a Sanitary Inspector, a Health Inspector or a 
Public Vaccinator, appointed by Government or a_ local 
authority under the Bihar Public Health Act 1946, shall be 
deemed to be a public servant within the meaning of the Indian 
Penal Code.” 

IV. Referring to Para Section 9(2) the services of private 
medical practitioners if obtained to meet an emergency in an 
area it should be and when the person concerned is not pre- 
pared to work honorary he should be adequately compensated. 


V. The association feels strongly that for the efficient 
administration of medical and public services it is desirable to 
place both the Departments under one minister designated as: 
minister of health. 


NELLORE BRANCH—Meeting held on 23-2-46 at the 
Government Headquarters Hospital, Nellore, Dr. Md. Ismail 
presiding : 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

Dr. K. P. R. Hebbar, Hony. Eye Specialist, attached to 
the Headquarters Hospital, Nellore read a paper on the diseases 
of the conjunctive. The paper was short, simple, impressive 
and instructive from the point of view of practical utility. 

Dr. Raghunath Singh was elected Vice-President in place 
of Dr. E. M. Morris who left for home. Dr. M. V. Krishna 
Reddy, M.B.B.s. was elected to the Executive Committee in 
place of Dr. Mrs. Kuppuswamy transferred.

Conference’ was held at Bijapur under the auspices of the 
Maharashtra and Karnatak Provincial Branch of the I.M.A. 
on the 24th May, 1946, Dr. S. B. Gore of Hubli. presiding. 
Dr. V. L. Suryawanshi, Chairman of the Reception Committee 
having read his Welcome Address, Dr. V. R., Khanolkar 
inaugurated the Conference. 

Inaugural Address by Dr. V. R. Khanolkar, B.Sc. (Lond.), 
M.D., (Lond.) at the VIII Maharashtra, and Karnatak Medical 
Conference: 

I am glad to have this opportunity of inaugurating the 
8th Maharashtra and Karnatak Medical Conference. I take 
pride and interest in the success of these conferences. The 
medical men in a big province like ours are separated by long 
distances from their colleagues. These conferences bring them 
together. The doctors from big. towns get to know the pro- 
blems of isolated practitioners and the doctors in small places 
get drawn into the stream of recent medical progress. .As you 
will soon see our colleagues in this famous city have made a 
great effort to make our stay with them both pleasant and 
instructive, and it is up to all of us to give to this conference 
the best that is in us of good will and good feeling. 


I do not believe in making speeches for their historionic 
effects. I would refrain from discoursing on the vast field 
of socio-political problems which have been with us for so 
many years and which no amount of ineffective talk is going 
to solve. We all know that our country is on the threshold 
of big decisions and that these decisions are sure to affect the 
future of our profession and possibly the health and happiness 
of our people. Let us hope that the decisions will be wisely 
taken and that a new era of a youthful and vigorous culture 
will blossom on our own soil in our own life time. I do not 
believe in harping on the failures of others, and the short- 
comings of those who have been here before us. The ques- 
tion is not what others have done or left undone, it 
is what we are going to do with our work, about our educa- 
tion and for our people. Just take one example. An All- 
India Committee has worked for nearly 3 years under the 
chairmanship of Sir Joseph Bhore and has tried to survey 
our health problems and has offered recommendations for 
future developments. I have read their four volume report 
carefully and I must confess that it is a document embodying 
the sincere effort of many men who were actuated by a keen 
desire to get things done. Now you will find all sorts of 
men, and I blush to think that many of them are leaders 
of our profession ridiculing and criticising adversely the whole 
effort, without having even taken the trouble of reading 
through the Report. Let me state that I was not a member 
of the Committee, nor do I hold any brief for the Report; 


all that I wish to state is that a lot of very useful informations — 


has been made available to us, and also to the people who 
will direct the future health development of our country. It 
is upto them to give careful thought to the various recom- 
mendations contained in the Report before being led into 
nebulous and unproductive schemes based on emotion and 
dreamthinking. 

Other people have shown what concerted effort, led with 
intelligence, directive and good will, can do for the health of 
the people. A recent example is worth our notice. Not very 
far from the north-west corner of our country is a small Asiatic 
Republic, 64,000 sq. miles in area, with just over 6 million 
inhabitants. For centuries, the people were a prey to invaders, 
robbers and exploiters. The peasants were pitifully poor and 
lamentably ignorant. Only 2 per cent of the population could 
read and these wre mainly the Mullahs. The women lived 
in mediaeval servitude ‘and were stoned in public squares. if 
they discarded the veil. Those of you who are acquainted 
with Persian poetry must have had romantic visions of Samar- 
kand and Bokhara from the beautiful verses of Shaikh Saadi 
and Hafeez. The romance and quaintness was a flimsy cloak, 
barely concealing the canker beneath the surface. The extreme 
poverty of the people, the devastating prevalence of infectious 
diseases, the totally insanitary living conditions could well

have reminded us of some of our very backward areas. But 
that was twenty-five years ago. Two decades of planned effort 
by the Government and co-operation by the people have con- 
verted this land of festering disease into one of the most 
progressive and prosperous Republics in Asia. Just look at 
the condition of health services:

Can we not take a leaf out of the book of these people 
and try the methods which have been eminently successful 
with them. I believe we can, at least in two respects. First, 
we should train many more doctors, pharmacists, nurses quickly 
and, at the same time, create a keen desire in our people for 
cleaner living and better health. How did these people strive 
to achieve this two fold aim. I believe that their greatest 
contribution in this direction was the evolution of a concept 
of “positive health”. This concept implied the simultaneous 
and conjoint action by the medical authorities of the State 
and also by its every individual component. They considered 
that it was not only desirable to improve the health of the 
people, but that it was the duty of every citizen of the Republic 
to remain healthy and combat disease-promoting conditions. It 
was not only incumbent on the State to provide facilities for 
this purpose, but it was also obligatory on every citizen to 
assist the State in the total utilisation of all such facilities. 
This concept was the opposite of a few weary, disillusioned 
officials, forcing health measures on an uwnco-operative and 
unsympathetic population. As you are aware, there is a wide 
divergence of opinion regarding educational methods. People 
in Turkmen S.S.R. have approached them by training their 
people in their own language. Twenty-five years ago there 
were 8,000 Hakims without any pretension to a knowledge 
of modern medicine in the Bokhara Khanate. There was 
only one doctor who attended the Emir, his harem and his 
court. _ They attempted to control Malaria, which was a 
terrible scourge in the country, by paper pills with holy or 
mystic inscriptions. In 1937 there were 481 doctors. All 
children attended schools and there were 25,000 students in 
higher educational institutions being trained as Agronomists, 
Engineers, Doctors and Teachers. The upsurge in the cultural 
advancement of the people followed an equally phenomenal 
progress in the language of the region. Books, journals and 
newspapers were published to meet this ever increasing demand. 
When we compare this roaring river of progress with the thin 
trickle of our own advance, we are not surprised that people 
still discuss and orate on the unsuitability of our languages 
for scientific education. I hope you will permit me to digress 
for a moment into this question of language as a vehicle of 
human progress. 

Man probably made the most momentous stride in his 
intellectual development when he began to name the objects 
with which he came in contact in his daily life. He created 
an instrument which enable him to peer through the sense 
barrier of time and space which was closely hemming him in. 
An animal has no cognition of time, before or after the span 
of his own life, nor beyond the local portion of space in which 
his body moves about. Man has been able to visualise great 
stretches of space and to speculate about the happenings in 
widely separated periods of time by creating a system of symbols 
which we call language. The other day Prof. Athavle was 
able to narrow down for us the date of one of the happenings

vivid description of the happenings from Ur to Hastinapur 
round about that time. The use of e however, has 
been a double edged weapon in our feeble hands. Very early 
we began to confuse . word or the symbol with the object 
which was meant to be symbolised. We began to bestow 
attributes to the word which it could never possess. We 
imposed the devious pattern of our own words on the natural 
order of things. All this has resulted in confusion, supersti- 
tion and misery for human beings. Take the case of medical 
education. We in this country strive to learn books and not 
subjects. We fail to distinguish that which has been woven 
by our imagination from that which exists in the outside world. 
The idea of verifying verbal explanations and understanding 
scientific medicine is lost in a babble of canned phrases. The 
words go round and round in our head, as a convenient cur- 
rency for passing examinations or pacifying patients, without 
conveying any productive information. It is evident that we could 
never contribute to scientific medicine unless the meaning of 
what we read and hear is correlated with what we perceive 
with our senses and deduce with our reasoning faculty. I believe 
that this would be only possible when we start learning medi- 
cine in our own language rather than just memorising foreign 
texts. 

The next consideration is that there should be an altered 
outlook and a complete change of heart in our own profes- 
sion. Our ideas regarding the measures for combating disease 
are an outcome of the conditions prevailing in our country 
and abroad some five centuries ago. In both places, 
existence of a class or caste system in the people was an 
accepted fact. There was the highborn, the rich and the power- 
ful and there were the poor, the unprivileged and the unfor- 
tunate. It was natural that the former should get better treat- 
ment, special consideration and specialist attention. Treatment 
in. charitable institutions mainly carried out by the honorary 
effort of doctors was “suitable for poor persons”. The argu- 
ment was often advanced that if the staff, equipment and 
remedies in these institutions were hopelessly inadequate, the 
charity patients neither desired nor deserved anything better. 
If the food was bad, the treatment uncivil, the beds uncom- 
fortable and insanitary, the poor were accustomed to nothing 
better in their chawls. It is not surprising that our rich 
elected representatives on legislative bodies always referred 
to hospitals as white elephants. None of us had even stopped 
to think and find. out why it was necessary to have palaces 
and chawals.. Why there was abundance and waste an one 
hand and hunger and famine on the other. If we had reflected 
for a moment we would soon have realised that so far as 
medical profession was concerned there could only be one prin- 
ciple “equal treatment for equal needs”. “In many fields we 
can fairly salve our consciences, at any rate for the time being, 
by _applying the principle of the “national minimum” below 

ich no one is to be followed to fall; we can tolerate large 
differences above the minimum. It does not so much matter, 
except in times of special scarcity, if some people eat too 
much, or have too many clothes, provided everybody has a 
tolerable allowance of these things. But in the case of medi- 
cine the minimum. is bound to approximate to the standard; 
for medical attention, save in quite exceptional cases, is not 
a luxury. but a need”. The health of the whole .community 
and the best available treatment of a sick person is our col- 
lective responsibility from which we could neither shrink nor 
shirk behind safeguards, reservations and privileges. 

T have ventured to state opinions, debatable opinions, I 
hope they will give you a few sleepless nights.

Presidential Address by Dr. S. R. Gore, L.M.S.: 

I am a great believer in pe, 
and ‘progress. And for these, introspection is necessary, at 
least in man. Evolution according to my conception is guided 
by intelligence, however latent it may be in the primary stage. 
At our human stage, some one must see the pitfalls and point 
them out to others. To me personally, this is of no practical 
value. Perhaps in a future reincarnation this may be 
But that is a very distant event. An individual’s life is not of 
much consequence in the considerations we are making now. 
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But I can see an immortality even in the present; am I not 
living in each one of you? From the mistakes of our generation 
the next will profit and I am sure that at least some young men 
will undertake self-discipline, do sacrifices and gird their loins 
up to avert the catastrophe of a fall. Nay, I expect that 
they wil even add to the glory of our profession. 

There are two ways of looking at life. While some will 
take life to be a battle field, others will look on it as an 
opportunity to realise the Unity of life through service. This 
is according to the temperament of the person. But while 
taking the view that suits your temperament you can not afford 
to be completely blind to the other view. Both views are 
right. So far as our work is concerned, however, the ideal 
of service ought to suit the majority. Still, we also have 
to battle in order to overcome obstacles, not for private gain 
in money or honour but to be more and more useful. 
good of the profession will naturally follow. We have taken 
upon ourselves the arduous task of working life-long for the 
alleviation of human suffering due to disease or accident. Our 
duties are a curious mixture of the duties of the Brahmana 
and the Shudra. The Bania does not come any where near 
us. Though some are of opinion that ours can also be an 
industry. I can not agree with them: Our profession can 
at its best, be an art that will be a matter of joy; but industry 
in the sense of making huge profits it ought never be allowed 
to be. Certainly we organise and associate to be of better 
and wider use to humanity and we may see that we get a 
decent living. The definition of that word decent however, 
I leave to you individually. If by industry is meant only 
association and team work I do not object to it; but then 
it is a clear misnomer to call it industry. 

To be able to acquit ourselves efficiently, there must pri- 
marily be a strong desire to serve; then there must be adequate 
scientific and practical knowledge and some skill. The more 
of these we possess the better our qualification will be; at 
the same time our responsibilities will grow proportionately 
greater. In the discharge of these an idealistic view of life 
and a determination bordering on asceticism will be necessary. 
Granted, that all can not and will not be ascetics, still in 
viewing our ideals and in determining their fullest scope we 
must consider the sacrifice that it is necessary to make in 
order to come as near them as possible. At least a few from 
among us should be the votaries of the ideals; these will be 
of two orders. One of these will take up scientific pursuits 
while the other will apply the science to human service. 
Unless we have such ardent men among us the profession 
will surely deteriorate. It is these priests of our ideals that 
give nobility to our profession. 

It is clear that all cannot attain to this height. But all 
have to reach a certain level in knowledge and there should 
be a clear recognition of the ideal. Just as the boy scout is 
sworn to do at least one act of goodness every day, I would 
urge upon every one to do at least one free service to the 
needy. No doubt, you must be doing much more than this 
but what I mean is that there should be daily act done with 
sense of duty or as a religious ceremonial of our own. The 
stage when good actions happen of themselves without atten- 
tion on our part is very high and seems to be practically out 
of our reach, engaged as we are in worldly affairs. 

We acquire scientific knowledge in schools and in the 
University but for a practitioner a comprehensive view, of the 
sciences learnt, is necessary. This ought to be obtained in 
practice but for this care has to be taken not to fall in the 
habit of using the rule of the thumb. 

I would here like to make certain observations about the 
scantiness and inadequacy of our knowledge of Man as a whole. 
The young practitioner is likely to feel that he knows much. 
He is dazzled by what he has learnt of the many different 
sciences like chemistry, physics, biochemistry, anatomy, physio- 
logy and pathology etc. Most of these deal with demonstrable 
objective problems. These are very often expressible in symbols 
and formulae. But midwifery and surgery are more arts than 
sciences. In these and more particularly in medicine, whose 
scope is deep as the sea, one has to deal with many factors 
that are not objective, but are as important as, or more so 
than, the objective body and the sciences pertaining to it. 
Physiology professes to study the normal active processes of 
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life but it is unable to express the whole of man and psycho- 
logy is only a science in its infancy. It is but too true that 
the young man thinks that he knows enough and more to be 
able to practise medicine. And it is well he does so. I would 
not burden him at the beginning of his career with the weight 
of the knowledge of the vast ignorance about man that 
experience will disclose if he is not engrossed in material 
success. 

It is with the desire of making him look at medicine in 
a new light and from a different angle that I have referred 
to this ignorance. Medicine requires such a comprehensive 
view of many sciences plus a touch of an intuitive direct 
knowledge of the life force, that an ideal physician, if such 
is possible, will be the nearest approach to the Superman. 


As a great author says, the investigation phenomena of 
life is lost in an enchanted forest whose trees are so countless 
and curious that they are imperceptibly, and slowly but unceas- 
ingly changing their shapes and places; they are not content 
with this but they must change in structure also. 


In studying the complex called man we take the help 
of the various sciences named a short while ago. It is impos- 
sible to obtain a view of the whole so that simultaneously 
you can look at the parts of man and also at the relations 
he bears to the world. We study the indivisible whole through 
parts. We obtain different conceptions through different tech- 
niques of the sciences we study. We superimpose these sections 
of knowledge one above the other and try to construct a 
view of the whole. But all the abstractions added together 
are far short of the real man. These sciences leave out of 
conisderation many things, because of their intangibility, but 
these are not negligible. Man as known to the specialists 
in these sciences is far from being the real man. He is a 
corpse to the anatomist, an automaton governed by chemical 
and physical forces to the physiologist ; objectively he is an 
amusing community of cells suspended in nutrient media which 
are ultimately formed of complex chemicals. But above all, 
man is personality which we feel to be ourselves; and this 
certainly is not a negligible factor, though science can make 
very little of it. This personality is made of tissues and 
organs, formed and held together in their particular places 
and relations, doing particular functions, by a magic power 
called the Life-force. Add to this consciousness, the all 
important factor without which man is not man at all; all 
evolution is, as it were, striving to aid consciousness to express 
iteslf more and more efficiently. The Behaviorists would have 
us believe that this consciousness is a product of the mechanism 
we call the body. We need not here, enter into discussions 
about the nature and origin of consciousness. Whatever be 
its nature or origin, it is the most important factor distinguish- 
ing man from animals and even man from man. Being trained 
in sciences that deal with objective things we deal more with 
the organs and the tissues and turn our blind eye towards 
the conscious entity. We know little about the working of 
the life force and still less about the mind, the representative 
of the consciousness. But we have to treat patients who have 
all these factors in them; they are not only tissues and organs. 
I would, therefore, like the young practitioner to remember 
that the life-force and the mind are important factors whose 
aid could be obtained in the treatment of disease. It is essen- 
tial to make oneself acquainted with the working of the life- 
force as much as it is possible for us. In man we clearly 


‘see two different energies working. One is the chemical energy 


that holds inorganic elements and even their electrons and 
protons together, in particular positions and relations, so as 
to give particular properties to particular substances. The 
other energy is that of the life-force which uses chemicals for 
its own purposes, creating new forms of chemicals, the organic, 
and of these, building, organs and tissues, held together to 
form a unit with an individuality subject to the characteristics 
peculiar to the species. In these two energies reckoning is 
not made of the mind which is a factor requiring separate 
consideration. y 

-In medicine we use the 


chemical © to influence the 
chemical energy of the body and also

the life-force. We do not even touch the mind. Our know- 
ledge of the possibilities of that factor is very meagre.

This reminds me of the threé Purushas of the fifteenth 
chapter of the Bhagwat Gita, The Kshar the changing, the 
Akshara the unchanging and the Uttam purusha the over Lord 
who is in all and who sustains all. We are dabbling with 
a part of the Kshar Purusha; the other two are not in the 
field of our vision. When we will begin to sense the existence 
of these, their influence can be courted for the good of the 
personality. 

I would like every practitioner to ponder deeply on the 
defensive mechanism of the body and on the process of repair 
keeping at the back ground of his mind the development of 
the body in the embryo. In the defensive mechanism I include 
the process of inflammation. He will then obtain a partial in- 
sight in the working of the life-force. In order to be fully 
aware of the wonderful working of this force one must con- 
sider the building of the body from a single cell, the fertilised 
ovum; one then wonders how such a complex as the human 
body could evolve out of one tiny cell! It is, as it were, a 
single brick, a magic brick, building the whole structure. It 
manufactures not only other bricks but different kinds of them. 
It creates the mortar and the cement and also the timber. 
These without waiting for the architect’s plan assemble them- 
selves and contsruct the whole house. This house is so wonder- 
ful that it possesses the power of repair and has a defensive 
system of its own. -We are ignorant of how the cells are 
able to work this wonder. But in the process of repair and 
in the experiments of tissue culture we are able to observe a 
few ways of this life-force. In the study of embryology we 
see how the house is built but we cannot know the nature 
of the force behind it. We observe in the process of repair 
a circulatory system being constructed before our very eyes. 
Different cells, mainly the leucocytes, take up different posi- 
tions and assume different functions and capillaries are con- 
structed which soon establish connection with the general cir- 
culatory system. 


There are reasons to believe that the mind has a separate 
existence and that it could influence the body for good or 
for bad. In the paper I propose to present to the conference 
I have dealt with one side of this question. I am of opinion 
that the life-force could be influenced through the mind or 
even through a higher power of the spirit. The mathemati- 
cians might object that the arrow of the direction of centropy 
cannot be reversed and specialised cells cannot inherently 
possess the power of the original germinal cell of constructing 
tissues that are destroyed or altered by disease beyond what 
is seen to be every day being done in repair. I cannot enter 
into this controversial question here but I may mention that 
I feel that it ought not be impossible for the spirit to so guide 
the life-force that even reconstruction of the tissues and organs 
can be achieved. 

The endocrine specialist will tell us that the mind is the 
expression of the effects of the endocrine secretions of the 
whole body. He will show that particular endocrines will 


- affect the mind in particular ways. But what he teaches about 


the actions of the autochoids upon the mind is one side of 
the question. He does not concern himself with what the 
mind can do with the body. He has specialised and is thus 
blind to the other side of the question. But the physician 
can not afford to be so. He will always profit by the study 
of the mind; we are as yet ignorant of the nature of the 
mind but we have every day to handle that part of the patient 
with due care and respect. [I mention this to create in the 
mind of the practitioner a desire to study the processes of 
life and to impress upon him the importance of making a 
friend of that factor in man called the mind. 

So far as treating a patient is concerned one must have 
in the mind not only the pathology but also the way repair 
takes place. Try to picture to yourselves how the battle 
between the disease and the patient’s power of overcoming it 
is progressing. You will with some practice, be able to judge 
the real condition. We have to judge from the signs and 
symptoms shown by the individual. I feel that intuition does 
appear in this effort and it guides us. We are thus able 
to decide how best we could help the process of nature. We 
must always desist from doing things that will throw an addi- 
tional burden on that Divine force, that is doing the cure. 
The mechanism is already taxed and, before using potent, drugs, 
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we must weigh in our minds the help likely to be obtained 
from them and the extra burden they are likely to throw on 
the system of their excretion, along with the waste due to the 
ailment. The specific action of those drugs on different tissues 
is another important consideration. If a habit of doing this 
is established medicine will be rational. 

Of course some harmless medicines will have to be given 
to satisfy the patients and their relatives. But the physician 
must know how much the medicine is working and how much 
is the natural process that brings on the cure. In treat- 
ment we have two objects; one is to inhibit the growth ofthe 
infective agent, the other is to help the natural defensive mecha- 
nism of the body. I admit the great advance made in therapy 
by the introduction of the modern chemotherapy. But even 
here judicious use and restraint are the factors where the 
physician’s power of visualising the strife going on in particular 
cases is of the utmost importance. By the use of sera and 
vaccines and also by the use of foreign protein: shock we try 
to influence the defensive mechanism, but, I am afraid, we 
are still in the stage of groping our way, in this matter and 
success is but limited. Going a little out of my way I would, 
here, warn the newcomers in the profession against the use 
of preparations compounded for us by manufacturers ; this has 
an adverse effect on practice. Our own thinking is inhibited 
and we lose the art of prescribing. The ideal should be to 
use the least medication and we must learn to depend on a 
single drug as far as possible. I would recommend the new 
graduate to study his Materia Medica again. 

In spite of all the advance in medicine and hygiene it’ has 
to be admitted that men are still dying in larger proportion 
from degenerative disesaes. Alexis Carrel, an investigator 
in tissue culture and the author of “Man The Unknown” 


‘and a Nobel prize winner, observes that what we have gained 


in checking infection we are dearly paying for by the long 
sufferings and lingering deaths caused by such chronic affec- 
tions as diabetes, cancer and heart troubles. We are still 
liable as in former times, to chronic nephritis, brain tumours, 
arteriosclerosis and more so. to hypertension, neurosis and 
lunacy owing to the constant worry, noise and the general 
rapid living that modern living has brought in its train. 
These are some of the ills that can be cured. Yet we 
could do much if we possess the right temperament and if 
we secure a right approach ot the mind of the patient. An 
impressive personality also helps much. These are inborn 
qualities in some, but much can be acquired by earnest con- 
scious effort. Without being sentimental we should feel for 
our patients. It is as much our duty to cultivate these qualities, 
as it is, to learn medical sciences. The importance of. these 
is often greater than of drugs. We have in most chronic 
cases to impress upon the minds of the patients the importance 
ofa regulated life and of proper diet. This is the most import- 
ant factor in the treatment of these cases. We have to train 
patients to return to the ways of nature as far as possible. 
This cannot be done unless there is a fellow feeling between 
the physician and his patient and also confidence on the part 
of the patient in the physician. What I mean by the acquisi- 
tion of these qualities is not a show of personality or an 
affected manner of approach. These will not be of much use; 
there must be a real desire to help and the patient’s mind 
will unconsciously read it and will then readily co-operate. 
It must be borne in mind that though we learn of diseases 
in books we have to treat individuals. The disease is an 
abstract idea while the patient is its concrete presentation. 
In fact, there are as many diseases as there are patients. We 
have, thus, to learn as much about the individual patient as 
ible. We must know his nes his previous history, 
training, his mental make up, his reaction to infection 
petviotaty, his intelligence and many other personal factors. 
Even then it is difficult to judge about his vitality; the know- 
ledge of the abstract can then be applied to the particular. 
There are different ways in which individuals react to the 
same stimuli or exciting causes. It is here that the Ayurvedic 
Tridosha theory is likely to be of service. I have paid some 
attention to this problem and I am of opinion that the study 
of this theroy in the light of the present knowledge and with 
the present of direct observations clinical and experi- 
mental is likely to yield important results. Suffice it to say, 
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for the present that there are groups in men that react in 
different but distinct ways. Pavlev, the great Russian physio- 
logist, has found that even among the dogs, he uses for his 
experiments in conditioned reflexes for the tion of 
behaviour, he finds four distinct groups that react differently 
to stimuli, The manifestations of diseases will be different in 
these groups and the remedies for the same disease but in 
different groups will be different. The ideal is to know the 
individual patient as well as we can; but this is well nigh 
impossible and the study of the groups will help us in the 
study of the individual by directing our attention to certain 
group reactions and eliminating a vast number belonging to 
other groups. 

The Ayurvedic enthusiasts believe that they know more 
of the ways of the life-force than what we of the western 
school do. I am unable to agree with them; all I concede 
is that. the ancient authorities have made ‘the utmost use of 
the microscopic view of man. With the help of the 
Vaisheshikh and the Sankhya schools of thought, the 
sciences of the olden times, they have, with good logic and 
plenty of imagination of the right sort built up a system that 
deserves full consideration. It is true that they have in their 
own way tried to approach the life-force but they also are 
still as iar from it as we are. The modern have paid more 
attention to the microscopic; we have better ways of measur- 
ing; our observations of all objective things are more precise 
and we have made many a thing that was only an idea to 
the ancient’s objective today. The knowledge of bio-chemistry 
is a great aid today. It will pay no one to shut‘his eyes to 
the advance of science. What we have to avoid is that the 
macroscopic view. should not be neglected in paying attention 
to the microscopic. The whole is greater than the part, though 
we have to know the parts for knowing the whole. We also 
must use our imagination ; progress is not possible without 
it. What the ancients say should be examined with care 
and what is useful should be adopted. 


I shall now turn to the task of the physician, which does 
not end with prescribing some medicine or with dispensing 
it. It is the least part of his work. His work is mainly 
educative, persuasive and of providing courage. He has also 
to see that the circumstances around the patient are condu- 
cive to his recovery and not harmful to him. In short the 
physician must be the friend of the patient who has some 


specialised knowledge which his other friends lack in. 


I do not want you to suppose that I have myself been 
all that I am preaching. This knowledge is the result of the 
introspective examination of myself and of my shortcomings. 
It is an after-thought. I wish I had been a friend of my 
patients and not a detached person looking at the patient as 
a case. Constituted as I am, I can now clearly see that, 
I was not fit for practice, | had more of a scientific inclination. 
I had little of the devotional aspect that is essential for a prac- 
titioner. But in the absence of training in scientific work and 
for lack of opportunities I became a misfit. I tried to 
create opportunities but somehow failed. I tried to build 
up an institution where I hoped others would get opportunities 
for doing scientific work and also for serving humanity; but 
for want of certain qualities in me I ultimately failed. The 
greatest want in me was a sense of humour. I considered 
myself, to have sufficient patience but when it failed I could 
have tided over the situation that made me quit, if I had the 
sense of humour in me. But that is beside the point. . 

I strongly appeal to you all and particularly to the young 
to cultivate human virtues. They are of the utmost import- 
ance even in the profession. If you are able to establish a 
rapport between your mind and that of the patient you will 
help him much more than by a detached scientific attitude. 
I do value science but you get that knowledge in the college, 
school and hospital. I take it for granted that you keep 
yourselves in touch with the advance in the science, for that 
is absolutely essential. But humanness is what you have to 
cultivate yourselves if you mean to be the servants of suffer- 
ing men and women. We must, at least, be able to, as Bertrand 
Russel says “shed sunshine on their path, to lighten their 
sotrows by the balm of sympathy,....to instil faith in hours of 
despair”. Here comes the necessity of ipline and character. 
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I will now leave this consideration for you to ponder over; 
it is sufficient that I have pointed it out to you. 

I am now approaching a more difficult task, the under- 
taking of which is nothing short of presumption on my part; 
and I crave indulgence from the highly qualified among you. 
I am not qualified to criticise them; I have not had the 
advantage of higher medical education beyond what I have 
gathered by my own efforts; but I have some experience. 
What, I say is from the common sense standpoint and there 
I claim to be on equal footing with them. The responsibility 
of the highly qualified section of our profession is great. They 
are the teachers, the guides of the post graduates, examiners, 
consultants and operating surgeons. They are the idols looked 
up to by the young. Are they doing their work consciously? 
I am extremely sorry to observe that the sliding down referred 
to previously seems to have started at the top; the domes 
and the minarets are seen to be toppling. 

I propose tc say something for their consideration. What 
I say is as the mouth piece of the general practitioner. That 
we have among us persons highly qualified, some of them 
with intelligence and skill above average, is a great asset 
to the country. Most of them have been educated here but 
have taken foreign qualifications in addition. They have spent 
many years and large sums for their education. They deserve 
honour and no one need grudge them monetory return. We 
should be proud that there are such men and women in India. 
But there are certain duties that they must not neglect. It is 
the least that the country expects of them. Leaving aside 
the idealism that I have been advocating (it would have been 
to the glory of our mother-country if the ideals were still 
shining) and coming down to the practical let us see how 
these duties are carried out. 

Is every thing right about medical education? The teachers 
are well qualified and the students admitted are of high merit. 
It is impossible for any but first class and high second class 
inter science students to gain admission. How is it then 
that hardly a few from these can pass successfully without 
a single failure? It is said that the arrangements of the sub- 
jects for the examinations are faulty and there is a crowding 
of subjects at the final. But who made this arrangement? 
Surely the teachers and the Fellows in the Syndicate had 
a hand in it; how and why were they induced to accept 
such a faulty arrangement? And surely the suggestion for 
the cure of this state should have come from the teachers and 
not from the students. In our days things were otherwise. 
More first-timers got through than the failures. Our students 
that go to England and spend five years at the London 
University do comparatively well. _ Why should it be so 
difficult to pass the Bombay M.B.B.S.? Evidently there is 
something wrong; either too much is expected of the students 
or little is taught to them. Why is it that practically no 
one appears for the M.D. in medicine in Bombay?” Why is 
it that so many fail; only of late in the M.S.? The post- 
graduates require only proper guiding and it seems that they 
do not obtain it. There seems a tendency in addition to be 
too strict at the examinations. Do the examiners always 
remember all the detail they expect from the student? To 
my mind what should be tested is the grasp the student has 
on the subject; and for class I would find out the capacity 
for independent thinking. If one or two points of detail are 
missed it ought not to matter. But I am not in touch with 
the teaching institutions and I do not know any thing about 
the nature of the questions asked and I may be wrong in 
having made any remarks about this. It is up to the young 
graduates, that have come out of the mill only lately, to pass 
a judgment. The wearer knows where the shoe pinches. 
From our position away from the seat of teaching, we only 
hear the wails of the failures. May I request the highly 

lified teachers and the examiners to consider this point 

ispassionately ? 

These failures reflect adversely even on them. They are 
solely responsible for the teaching. I do not know how matters 
stand now but in our days those who failed in the L.M. & S. 
had only to cross the seas and in six months most of them 
would return as L.R.C.P. & S. better qualified’ in the eyes 
of the Government than us poor L.M. & S. people: Evidently 
the standard expected in England then, was not very high, 
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for a registrable qualification. But we are proud of our 
University and we are trying to keep as high a standard as 
the London University. There is nothing wrong in it except 
that our graduates do not get the same honour. I am afraid 
a class feeling is developing among the foreign returned; and 
they would like to preserve that class. But surely the time 
has come when this must stop. I do not complain about going 
to foreign countries to obtain more knowledge. I can clearly 
see that we have yet much to learn from other countries. But 
I ask, what have these foreign returned specialists been doing 
so long?? They have had the education of this country in 


. their hands sufficiently long; their pupils should, by now, be 


the equals of the pupils in foreign Universities. How is it 
that there is no one among these yet who has an international 
reputation Conceding, in spite of this, the necessity of going 
to foreign lands for higher education; I would again question, 
why should we strive to gain foreign degrees? We should 
honour our Indian degrees. By catering for foreign qualifica- 
tions we are indirectly lowering the standard of our M.D. and 
M.S. degrees. I am of opinion that the qualification of one, 
who should be allowed to go to foreign lands to acquire know- 
ledge in a particular subject, should be one of the highest 
qualifications of our universities plus five years practice. Such 
a student will know what to learn and will quickly pick up 
the finer points in the science and the art. He should not 
hanker after any degree. Arrangements should be made for 
such students in foreign hospitals and with learned professors 
for training in particular subjects. Trying for a foreign 
degree should be considered as an insult to our nation; surely 
at least this much of self respect our Universities should by 
now deserve. This does not preclude going to foreign lands 
to obtain specialised knowledge in such subjects, as Ortho- 
pedics, brain surgery and for’ medicine in its higher aspects. 
I am afraid we are still lacking in experts in these. 

I strongly feel that there is a want of men of the standard 
of university professors. Most of our foreign returned experts 
have taken to earning money and the progress of knowledge 
has suffered; there must be a few exceptions; but our pro- 
vince is not fortunate in possessing any such, outside the 
Government Laboratory. We want real searchers after know- 
ledge and persons who love teaching. These professors neces- 
sarily become specialised and this is a drawback. To correct 
this there should be a class of seers who have dedicated their 
lives to learning in diverse aspects so that they have a com- 
prehensive view of medicine and other sciences. This means 
that they have to devote at least the first forty years of their 
lives to study alone. Alexis Carrel, about whom I spoke a 
while ago, is of opinion that fifty years of life are necessary 
for this. But he does not confine himself to medicine; he 
has all human activities in view. Confining ourselves to 
medicine I think forty years will be enough. Necessarily these 
persons will be like the monks of old; they will be the real 
Brahmins who will guide us from the top of our profession 
to the lowest rung of the ladder. They will have a com- 
prehensive view of things, as their vision will not be contracted 
by specialisation. But this evidently is a day dream, when 
men of the standard of university professors are wanting. 

Surely some young persons of the next generation will be 
fired by the enthusiasm of acquiring knowledge. In our pro- 
fession also we want Dnyanis as we want persons of 
devotion and a missionary spirit who represent Bhakti and 
Karma. All these three aspects are necessary for perfection. 

As for the usefulness of the consultants to the patients 
and practitioners from the mofussil, I am afraid, that as 
things stand at present; that use is very limited. The patients 
cannot often go to the cnosultants nor can their medical 
attendants afford to do so. And the consultants will not give 
any advise to the cases seen once by correspondence; they 
cannot remember them. The only use then. is in labelling 
the disease; and it is not of much practical value.: If the 
consultants engaged an assistant to attend to note taking and 
finding data when referred to by the moffussil practitioners for 
further ‘advice, they could give some guidance; but the con- 
sultant has only one office boy on his staff. If the ideal 
of service was not lost sight of they would certainly .have 
found some mieans to be able to serve their clients. As it 
is, no’ sooner the back of the patient is turned ‘than he is 
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forgotten, unless he has some scientific interest. This 
I call prostitution. There is no bond of fellow-feeling. I 
may be a visionary and I know that I am exposing myself 
to the charge of impracticability; but this is how I feel. In 
blaming others I blame myself also for I have not behaved 
any better. So this is only a penitent wail. Surely some 
way must be found to correct this state of affairs. It is 
very likely that in the near future even mofussil towns will 
have consultants and the same mistake should not be repeated 
in cases of patients coming to them from distant villages. 
The whole question then both in the case of consultants 


and the general practitioners can be summed up in the view. 


one takes of life, its purpose and of its duties. If this view 
is grossly materialistic then what is going on is in the natural 
course. Money is the God that every one worships ; all means 
of earning money are fair if they do not come in the clutches 
of the law or if they are undetected. Still every one will 
criticise others for doing what the critic himself does. This 
only clearly shows that in our heart of hearts we are con- 
scious that everything is not well. 

On a little thought it will be seen that money is but a 

return for the hard work one does all through life. 
We have even no time to enjoy. Many are burning the candle 
at both ends in this hunt for money. Hypertension kills many. 
Of contentment and happiness we obtain but little: Why then 
this madness? Would it not be better to take an idealistic 
view of life. Even one who cannot believe in God can still 
be an idealist for utility and the good of humanity in general 
are ideals that should appeal to the seeker of truth. Life 
then will be full of interest, it gives joy at every turn. Can 
the satisfaction due to the acquisition of money equal the ‘joy 
of having done ones duty, bringing into full use all ones 
faculty and gm jaoy the very exercise of which is a matter 
of joy? ie joy one sees in the expression of patients who 
have received help through him finds its echo in his heart. 
That simple joy is unobtainable even in the emotional surge 
due to winning high stakes at the race-course or in the share 
bazars or caused in the amusements of the rich. The surgeon 
enjoys divine joy in his art. But there is one essential 
condition for being participants in this Satwika Sukha 
of the Bhagavatgita. He alone can share who can forget 
himself in his work. This is Yoga in a way. The surgeon is 
more fortunate than others, for his wrok requires a high 
degree of concentration. He forgets everything in his work. 
But I believe that every one who could manage to be in tune 
_ with his patient can also be in tune with the Infinite’ He 
could thus share the joy that is the very nature of the Infinite. 
That such reorientation of values is possible is seen from 
Bertrand Russel’s “Vision of A New Life.” He says— 

“The world we must seek is a world in which Creative 
Spirit is alive, in which life is an adventure of joy and hope, 
based rather upon the impulse t6 construct than upon the 
desire to retain what we possess or seize what is possessed 
by others.” 

“At present respect is secured by wealth; in a society 
where wealth was unobtainable and poverty not to be feared, 
less material standards would prevail... . In such an atmos- 
phere, art might revive and science might cease to be prosti- 
tuted. . . . The human spirit free at last from its immemorial 
bondage to material cases might display fully for the first time 
‘all the splendour of which it is capable. Life might be happy 
for all and intoxicatingly glorious for the best.” 

I was glad to read this after I had finished writing the 
address. I am quoting this to show that brilliant men of 
intellect like Russel also hope that the tide of materialism 
will “pass away burnt up in the fire of its own passions; and 
from its ashes will spring a new and younger world full of 
fresh hope, with the light of the morning in its eyes.” 

Friends, what I have said might not be palatable to you; 
-but I have unburdened myself. I am conscious of the many 
failings in me that render me absolutely unfit to talk of Ideo- 
logy and ideals. But three is some thing, some unseen force 
that compels me to say what I do and believe me that like 
Khalil Gibraun’s Prophet, I also am a listener to these words 
along with you. 
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friends, if any one will take the trouble of putting ones 
self under discipline, in order to acquaint himself with what 
are considered eternal values in life, he will be convinced that 
what is neglected as the most obvious is all that really matters. 

We are meeting at a time. when things are happening; 
great changes are likely to take place in India. Many new 
problems will be arising. If India gets self-government we 
New life is flowing 
great enthusiasm and readiness to 
sacrifice. Shall we be able to enthuse some few from the 
younger generation that is now bubbling with enthusiasm in 
the political fields?: The task before those who turn our way 
will be more difficult than facing bullets. There, persons are 
swayed by emotion. ‘Here, they will have to use considerable 


‘restraint and reason. Here the sacrifice will be slow. The 


votaries to science need more perseverance and on our way 
there are no slogans to cheer; on the contrary there are many 
disappointments and failures to face. But we need young 
men with courage to face even privations in the beginning. 


-They will form a brigade of pioneers who will put the future 


and the progress of our science and the profession on a sounder 
basis. They will supply the University Professors and even 
the- seers. Need we despair of obtaining these recruits? 

We are sure to have new Universities; first in Maha- 
rashtra which is in the process of being born; then ‘the 
Karnatak which is in conception. There should be teaching 
Universities manned by energetic teachers. They will, I hope 
be away from the lure of the presidency towns. In planning 
these new Universities the ideals must first be clear. The 
building of character along with the gaining of scientific and 

be aimed at. Knowledge without 
character is dangerous. 
_" In matters concerning medical curiculum it is but natural 
that we as the Provincial Association should expect to be 
consulted before the course of studies is fixed. I wonder if 
in India of tomorrow the provinces will get enough latitude 
and freedom from the influence of the Centre! We must 
from now make our existence felt. There is no need of 
following close in the footsteps of the London University. 
Let us see if we could bring out India’s idealism and indivi- 
duality in our universities. I know that it will not do to be 
national in science; it is essentially international. But a 
country has its individuality which should be preserved as far 
as possible. 

Taking the immediate needs of Medical Education into 
consideration we shall have to provide for the education of 
many. Our country as a whole, needs at least five times the 
number of medical men now available. So it is said by statisti- 
I do not feel diffident about the maintenance of this 
large -—, for, by the time that number is trained our 
country Will have ‘progressed industrially. India is potentially 
rich; riches lie in raw material and labour. Of these we have 
plenty, but they are not properly harnessed. Thus we are 
actually among the poorest. The education of this vast number 
of medical men is a vast problem and to start on it with our 
present resources we shall have to make the utmost use of 
facilities now at our hand. We can not afford to wait matters 
to improve and then have big teaching institutions. We can 
use small institutions like the Belgaum Hospital, The Dhanraj 
Girji Hospital, at Sholapur, The Cooperative and Maternity 
Hospitals at Hubi. Arrangements could be made i in these and 
like institutions for the clinical teaching of senior students. 
By taking physicians or surgeons on the staff as necessary 
in these different institutions they could be made useful for 
the purpose of clinical teaching. The teaching of anatomy, 
physiology and such other subjects should be undertaken by a 
central college. This will serve the community in both ways: 
the hospitals will be well-manned with both physicians and 
surgeons; pathologists and laboratories will naturally be in 
these hospitals. The country will thus have well equipped 
hospitals in widely distributed places rendering aid to the 
neighbouring community and some students could be diverted 
there for clinical training. 

I have not got any cut and dry scheme; NG a 
heads. together it should not be difficult to draw up a scheme. 
It is evident that the medical education needs rearrangement ; 


I may be blamed for having put a solemn colour on it. But 
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it is so crowded at the end. The subjects must be rearranged 
as to time of teaching and examinations. I would, therefore, 
suggest that the conference should form a committee to study 
this problem in detail and from all sides; we may prepare a 
scheme to be presented to the University and the Government. 
We should then strive to get it recognised. 

It is but natural that our association should expect to be 
consulted by Government in matters medical; in discussions 
relating to various subjects connected with medicine, it does 
not ‘seem essential to me that only persons in medical services 
or those with foreign qualifications only should be recognised 
by Government as fit to consult. We have among us foreign 
qualified as well as persons who have taken the highest degrees 
available in India. These and even some of the general practi- 
tioners could take part in these discussions. What is required 
is a wide general outlook and common sense. The general 
practitioner knows the needs of the mofussil much better than 
the specialists in Presidency towns. He will be able to supply 
a good deal of information in these deliberations. 

It is high time that the medical associations in big cities 
and district places organise clinical centres that will help in 
keeping the members in touch with higher branches of the 
science; these centres must necessarily be equipped with 
laboratories; I would go further and urge the necessity of 
establishing research laboratories. The committee suggested 
above or a separate one should study this problem and draw a 
plan for its achievement. How to finance this is a question, 
but I am sure it generally solves itself. But the committee 
should consider means and ways also. We may consider their 
suggestions at a future conference and the branch associations 
can then do what is possible for them. Great co-operation and 
sacrifice are needed to carry such schemes out, I feel sure 
that we shall not be found wanting in these. 

These are some of the things you will have to consider 
sometime if not now. Let us hope that what we could not 
do, the next generation will achieve. If our eyes were blinded 
by the glitter on the materialistic tide we have also seen the 
devastation brought on by it. The ideal of power, pleasure 
and money has brought in its train a supreme catastrophe. 
Along with the world we shall have to retrace our steps and 
look at life from a different angle. We must learn that our 
sacrifices alone will add to the happiness of the world......... 


Resolutions passed at the 8th Maharashtra and Karnatak 
Provincial Medical Conference, Bijapur, 1946: 

(1) This Conference records its deep srorow at the sad 
and untimely demise of the following members who during 
their life-time contirbuted great help in developing the Maha- 
rashtra and Karnatak Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical 
Association :— 

1. Dr. V. R. Huilgol, Gadag. 2. Dr. R. N. Karode, 
Bijapur. 3. Dr. D. C. Vaidya, Sholapur. 4. Dr. G. L. 
Pathankar, Poona. 5. Dr. R. V. Padbidri. 

(2) This Conference accepts its demand with all emphasis 


to debar members of the Indian Medical Service from being . 


engaged in the Civil side of the profession, as such employment 
is not only unfair and unjust encroachment on the rights of 
the Civil profession but is also an undeserving concession 
shown to I.M.S. 

(3) This Conference totally condemns the continuation 
of the L.C.P.S., and L.M.P. courses which have created 
undesirable class distinctions and consequent evils among the 
members of the profession. This Conference, therefore, requests 
the authorities that these courses should be abolished forthwith. 

(4) This Conference fully agrees with the Health Survey 
and Development Committee’s observation regarding the 
appalling health conditions in India and fully supports their 
recommendations that it should be a statutory obligation on 
Government to spend a minimum of 15 per cent of their 
revenues on health activities. 

(5) This Conference after mature consideration and 
observation strongly recommends to Government to establish 
one or more Drug and Food Testing Laboratories in the 
Province to prevent effectively dumping on the market of 
innumerable spurious drugs and adulterated food articles 
causing waste of money and harm to the population. 

(6) This Conference notes with satisfaction the approval 
of Government tu establish regional Universities in the Province 
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and requests that early steps be taken to establish such 
Universities at an early date. 

(7) In view of the difficulty which is oftern felt in the 
mofussil places to secure vaccines sera and similar 
medicines, this Conference recommends to Government to 
establish state-owned Drug Depot in each district town with 
sufficient stock of such material as require cold storage. 

(8) This Conference feels dissatisfied at the insufficient 
number of trained Nurses, Midwives and Health Visitors and 
urges upon Government to revise, remodel and reconstruct 
courses of education and standards of admission to the Nursing 
Course, so that a large number of women may be attracted 
to the profession to render nursing help to the General Popula- 
tion. This Conference further requests Government to revise 
the Constitution of the Bombay Nursing Council and until 
this is done, to hold in abeyance the ensuing elections to that 


ly. 

(9) This Conference strongly feels after mature delibera- 
tion, that time has come after the experience of working of 
the Medical Practitioners Act of 1938 for the last 8 years 
and the working of the combined Western and Ayurvedic 
medical schools for the last 15 years, to evaluate the working 
of the system of mixed Western and Ayurvedic medical 
education in schools recognised and sponsored by the Govern- 
ment of Bombay and is of opinion that the time has arrived, 
if real progress is to be made in the medical science in the 
Province to determine once for all, the basis of planning of one 
universal minimum standard of medical education in 
Province. This Conference therefore demands in the name 
of the Public and Profession, that Government immediately 
appoint a Committee of inquiry on which the Indian Medical 
Association, be given due representation. 

(10) This Conference accepts the invitation of Dr. Potdar 
to hold the next ssesion in Belgaum in May 1947. 

(11) This Conference draws the attention of the Minister 
in charge of the Medical Department to the great scarcity 
of quali ‘ed Compounders, which is greatly enhanced by the 
policy of Government, in making the Matriculation examina- 
tion compulsory and in training of probationer compounders 
partly at Civil and partly at City General Civil Hospitals. 
This Conference is of opinion that this policy has not only 
produced an acute scarcity but has led to an enormous increase 
in the wages of qualified compounders, which is not practi- 
cable for a very large number of Medical Practitioners to 
pay, compelling them to engage untrained persons. This Con- 
ference, therefore, urges on Government that in view of the 
fact that A. V. III standard is the minimum qualification for 
General Nursing, the same qualification should be deemed 
sufficient to qualify a candidate to take the Compounder’s 
Course which should be of one year’s duration at a hospital 


of 25 beds or at a dispensary of a prviate practitioner of 


10 years’ standing and that the examination be held at 
hospitals of not less than 60 beds. 

(12) This Conference notes with regret the utter disregard 
of the University of Bombay in meeting the demand of this 
Conference for an inquiry into the cause of the large percentages 
of failures in degree examination inspite of the high standard 
of students at admission. This Conference therefore strongly 
urges upon Government to appoint such an inquiry committee 
on which the Indian Medical Association is represented, to 
investigate into this question from all its aspects and to report 
thereon, as early as possible. 

(13) In view of the appalling condition of Public Health 
this Conference urges upon Government that Minister of Health 
should have charge only of the Portfolio of Health and should 
not be burdened with the responsibility of any other Department. 

(14) This Conference invites the attention of Govern- 
ment to the extreme difficulty in obtaining Government 
Publications regarding Health nad requests that early steps 
be taken to see that a sufficient number of copies of such 
publication is printed so as to make them available to the 
public as in pre-war days. 

(15) This Conference urges upon Government to establish 
a Medical College in Karnatak to meet the growing demands 
of such facility in that region. 

(16) This Conference urges upon the University. of 
Bombay to allow post-graduate students for the Diploma 
courses, to keep terms for more than one subject in the 
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intervening period between the keeping of terms for one subject 
and the appearance at examination in that subject or to allow 
such students to appear for the diploma examination imme- 
diately after the keeping of such terms. 

(17) This Conference places on record its grateful thanks 
to the Bijapur Branch Indian Medical Association and to the 
Reception Committee for the excellent arrangements made by 
them to hold this Conference specially in view of the present 
abnormal conditions.

After discussion it was decided that Dr. Jawhar Lal, M..a., 
Cawnpore, be appointed in U.P. for the purpose of collecting 
further donations to the I.M.A. Research Fund from doctors 
in U.P. and that Dr. S. N. Saxena, m.z., B.s. of Cawnpore, 
Provincial Joint Secretary, U.P. Provincial Branch of the 
I.M.A. will assist Dr. Jawahar Lal and will work under his 
instructions. 

Indian Nursing Council Bill—The Working Committee 
referred the Bili to a Sub-Committee consisting Dr. M. Abdul 
Hameed and Dr. H. N. Shivapuri for submitting the opinion 
on this Bill to the Government. 

U.P. Government Nutrition Committee—The President 
Dr. Jawahar Lal had brought a message from the U.P. Govern- 
ment at Naini Tal that the Government wanted a representative 
of this Association on the U.P. Nutrition Committee. The 
proposal was accepted. 

_Dr. Jawahar Lal suggested the name of Dr. H. N. Shiva- 
puri. It was supported by Dr. M. Abdul Hameed and was 
unanimously accepted 

The secretary was asked to inform the U.P. Government 
accordingly. 

Proposed Plague Regulations: in U.P—The Honorary 
Secretary placed before the Committee a U.P. Government 
draft order containing Plague Regulations in which proposed 
regulation (No. 18) made it obligatory on all occupiers of 
tenanted houses to make the houses ratproof. The secretary 
pointed out that it was not possible for tenants to make the 
houses rat-proof but it should be obligatory on house owners 
to make their houses ratproof on information being supplied 
by the tenant. The Working Committee agreed unanimously 
with the secretary and he was asked to address Government 
of U.P. on the subject accordingly: }

The Working Soman wit again at 3-30 p.m. on Sunday 
23-6-46 to carry on the previous day’s adjourned session. 
Dr. Jawahar Lal was in the chair. 

Fees authorised for Railway Department Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons—The secretary placed before the Committee 
Chapter IX of the Railway Establishment Code Volume No. TI, 
in which the Sub-Assistant Surgeons are allowed only -/12/- 
and -/8/- in scales A & B respectively as their fee for visiting 
families and children of the Railway employees. The secretary 
suggested that these fees were ridiculously low. The better 
method was to abolish the fees altogether and pay a monthly 
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compensation in lieu of the fee. That will also be in keeping 
with the Bhore Committec recommendations or to make the 
minimum fee Re. 1/- in the day and Rs. 2/- at night as on 
the civil side. 

2. The secretary also placed before the Committee the 
unsatisfactory method of forwarding names by the D.M.O. 
for selection grades of the Sub-Assistant Surgeons to the 
Selection Board in the E. I. Railway. The Committee agreed 
with the views of the secretary but as question No. 1 was 
an all-India question, it was decided to forward the matter to 
the Headquarters of the I.M.A. who would deal directly with 
the Railway Board. 

It was decided to refer question No. 2 also to the Head- 
quarters of the I.M.A. as they could deal in Calcutta with the 
authorities of the E. I. Railway whose Headquarters was 
also in Calcutta. 

Calcium in Atta—The secretray pointed out that Delhi 
Provincial authorities had decided to issue Atta reinforced with 
Calcium in view of the present deficient diet and suggested 
that the Government be approached to adopt similar measues 
here. He pointed out that in England bread was being issued 
to the public reinforced not only with Calcium but also with 
vitamin B. 

The Committee agreed with the suggestion but the secre- 
tary was asked to find out from Delhi in the first instance, the 
details of their scheme, before putting it up to authorities 
in U.P. 

U. P. Local Self-Government Amending Bill—The Pro- 
vincial Secretary brought to the notice of the Working Com- 
mittee that the U.P. Government were bringing an amending 
Bill to amend the present Local Self-Government Act, in 
which nominations by the Government were being abolished 
but special constituencies will be created for representing 
special interests. The secretary suggested that we should 
press for a special constituency of the I.M.A. in places where 
our Branches existed already and such special constituencies 
to be created in future in other places when the branches are 
formed in those places for a representative to be elected to 
all Local Boards. Allahabad Branch already had such repre- 
sentation and it should be extended to our other branches 


SO. 
The Committee agreed unanimously and asked the secre- 
ans to send the suggestion to the Government at an early 

te. 


P.M. S. II—The Honorary Secretary placed before the 
Committee the copy of the Government Orders creating a 
P.M. S. II on the scale of 120-4-160-8-200 consisting of— 

1. All Licentiates with war service. 

2. M.B., B.S. who are not taken into P.M.S.I (the 
present P.M.S.) and 

3. Some selected licentiates to be promoted from the 
present P.M.S. 

The secretary pointed out that it may benefit to a limited 
extent a few licentiates for the present but on the whole it 
was a very retrograde measure dividing even the graduates 
into two classes. Besides this scheme is completely opposed 
to the Bhore Committee recommendations. 

After consideration and discussion it was decided to write 
to the Government opposing this scheme and pointing them 
out the defects of this scheme and that the whole question 
should be reconsidered in the light of Bhore Committee 
recommendations and in the meantime this G.O. creating 
P.M.S.II should be suspended. 


Emergency Standing Committee—The Provincial Secre- 
tary pointed out that with the re-establishment of Popular 
Ministry, lot of health. questions are bound to come up and 
the Government of ten asked for urgent action or urgent 
opinion which does not give the secretary time to call even 
a meeting of the Provincial: Working Committee. This throws 
the whole onus of reply on the Provincial Secretary. He 
suggested that the Working Committee should appoint a 
Standing Committee at the Headquarters with whose advice 
the secretary can take action, provided that all such matters 
will'-come up -for approval the Provincial’ Working 
Committee at its next meeting. , 

After discussion this was agreed to and the following 
Standing Committee was appointed for the current year :—

Proceedings of the last meeting of the U.P. Provincial 
Branch Council of the I.M.A. held on 10-2-46—The proceedings: 
have already been circulated to all members. 

The Honorary Secretary placed before the meeting that 
Dr. N. C. Banerji had objected to the language of our resolu- 
tion as put down by the sceretary in one or two places. 
(Question of Epidemics). 

The language was gone through and the meeting unani- 
mously confirmed the secretary’s version and the proceedings 
were thereafter unanimously confirmed. 

Headquarters Circular No. C-7/45-46 dated 1st March, 
1946—The recommendations of the Provincial Working. 
Committee as well as the views of the Local Branches were 
placed before the meeting by the Provincial Secretary. 

After discussion the following recommendations were 
finally adopted 

1. This Provincial Branch Council is in favour of shifting 
the Headquarters permanently to Lucknow. There is only 
one other alternative—Delhi, which has the advantage of being: 
the seat of the Government of India, but now with the consti- 
tution as proposed by the Cabinet Mission, there will be a 
very weak Centre and Health will not be dealt with by the 
Central Government. Therefore there is no argument now 
in favour of Delhi. On the.other hand, Lucknow is more 
centrai, better organised and Lucknow Branch has offered the 
building on a very open and central piece of land of good 
dimensions. This offer should be accepted at once. There is 
place for furniture expansion also, whereas Delhi Medical 
Association Land is a very small piece and will not bear 
further expansion. Lucknow Branch is willing further to 
discuss the details. 

The date of transfer, of course, can be mutually arranged 
and should be as early as convenient. 

2. This Provincial Branch is in favour of a full time 
paid General Secretary and not an Assistant Secretary. The 
appointment of an assistant secretary will not serve the pur- 
pose as he will not feel responsibility, will only carry out 
routine matters and may even result, as is likely, in friction 
between an Honorary General Secretary and a paid assistant 
secretary. 

3. This Provincial Branch is in favour of paying II class 
T.A. both ways to both members of the Central Working 
Committee as also the Central Council. 

4. C.F.C. should be increased to Rs. 7/- per member per 
year payable in advance every October and Rs. 4/- for six 
months (for those who. join in the 2nd half of the year). Out 
= this amount Rs. 2/- should be paid to the Provincial!

5. The Central Council should be reformed as follows :— 
(a) 10 members or below—No repre- 


(b) each having 11 to 100 members—one repre- 


sentative. 
(c) Graded having 101 and more members—two 
representatives. 

6. The Journal to continue in Calcutta at present and 
to remain a monthly for the present. But effeort should be 
made to improve its scientific value to the General Practitioner 
as also its advertisement side. 

Later, the matter can be reconsidered and the Journal 
changed into a fortnightly or even a weekly, if possible. This, 
of course, will require an independent Editorial Staff as also 
a Press. These should come out of improved Journal funds. 

These answers complete the consideration of all important 
questions regarding the future of the I.M.A. Remaining 
questions are only minor details and depend on the adoption 

main items and can be easily adjusted according to 
circumstances. 

The secretary was asked to send the above reply to the 
Headquarters along with a summary of the opinion received 
from Local Branches. 

The secretary then placed the report of the Lucknow 
Zonal Committee as amended by the Provincial Working 
Committee in respect of Para 235, page 62 (Vol. IV of the 
Bhore Committee Report) adding a course in Pathology and 
Bacteriology to the list in this para. 

After discussion the recommendation of the Working Com- 
mittee was adopted unanimously and the secretary was asked 
to forward the same both to the Headquarters at Calcutta 
as also to the Provincial Government for further action at an 
early date. 

In this connection the following resolutions suggested by 
the President and recommended by the Provincial Working 
Committee were also adopted unanimously :— 

1. This Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical Associa- 
tion recommends to the U.P. Government that immediate action 
be taken on those parts of the Bhore Committee Report which 
can be put immediately into effect. 

2. This Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical Asso- 
ciation expects that the U.P. Government will earmark at 
least 20 per cent of the revenues of the Province for 
expenditure on Medical Relief and Public Health programme 
as laid down in the Bhore Committee Report. 

3. This Proyincial Branch of the I.M.A. suggests to the 
U.P. Government that a committee be formed for putting 
before the Government a definite working programme of 
different schemes as enumerated in Bhore Committee Report 
and that on such a committee this Association should be 
represented by at least two representatives. 

4. This Association recommends to the U.P. Government 
that immediate extensions of the Medical Colleges, Hospitals 
and Nursing training (both male & female) be undertaken. 

5. This Association recommends to the U.P. Government 
that every Municipal Board should statutorily be made to 
spend at least 30 per cent of its revenues on Public Health. 

6. This Association recommends to the U.P. Government 
that a Nutrition Institute be started in the Province as early 
as possible in order to study the nutrition problems of the 
Province and that a Nutritio Committee be associated with 
the Institute and that such a Committee should have at least 
two representatives of this Association. 

7. This Association resolves that it should be compulsory 
for all industrial concerns to have suitable medical arrange- 
ments for their employees consisting of medical officers, 
componnelers. dressers etc. and other facilities as follows :— 

(a) Concerns employing below 500 men—Part-time 
doctor. 

(b) Concerns. employing 500 or more persons and upto 
2000—Full-time doctor. 

(c) Concerns employing over 200 men—Two doctors. 

Other staff should be proportionate. 

This Association further considers it necessary that all 
Labour Colonies. must have a Dispensary attached to the 
colony. The Dispensary should be attended by a qualified 
medical man, who may be either’ part time or whole time 
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depending on the strength of the colony. Other Public Health 
amenities as Maternity and Child Welfare Centre should also 
be attached to the Dispensary. 

8. This Association further recommends that a Testing 
Laboratory in U.P. should be started as early as possible 

so that a strict control may be kept on various Pharmaceutical 
sidaateunioute and those firms whose preparations are found 
properly standardised should be helped and patronised. 

9. This Association brings to ‘the notice of the U.P. 
Government the importance of starting schemes of Health 
Insurance at a very early date for Industrial Workers and 
for other concerns having large number of employees. 

10. This Association also emphasises the importance of 
taking over all surplus medical equipment and appliances 
both from American Army as well as from Indian and British 
Army. This should be done as soon as possible. 

The Secretary placed before the Council that Bareilly 
Branch had withdrawn their invitation to hold the next Pro- 
vincial Medical Conference and the Working Committee had 
recommended that the Muzaffarnagar invitation be accepted 
for the purpose as they were still willing to hold the 
Conference.

In connection with confirmation of the proceedings of the 
last meeting of the Working Committee, discussion on item 
No. 15 (e) took place and the Hony. General Secretary was 
requested to submit a scheme on Benevolent Fund for the 
families of the members of the Association. 

With regard to item No. 15 (f), Dr. Jivraj N. Mehta 
pointed out that the words “ Affiliated to the British Empire 
Cancer Campaign” in the Letter Heads of the Association 
should be deleted. 

The Working Committee after discussion in the matter 
resolved that unless it is mandatory it should be deleted other- 
wise it should be refered back to the Working Committee. 


2. Business arising out of the proceedings of the last 
meeting: 

Arising out of the proceedings of the last meeting, the 
Hony. Asstt. Secretary reported as follows :— 

(a) that a total sum of Rs. 200 approximately, would be 
required as Insurance Premia, per annum, for taking out 
Fidelity Bonds for the employees of the Central Headquarters

(c) that the South India Provincial Branch was duly 
informed of the acceptance of its invitation to hold the next 
Conference of the Indian Medical Association. The Hony. 
Asstt. Secretary further stated that he had received a com- 
munication from the Provincial Secretary of the South India 
Provincial Branch, intimating that it had fixed Madura as 
the venue for the next Conference. 

(d) that the balance of Rs. 683-14-0 lying in the “Mrs. 
T. Wells Fund” was sent to the Bombay Provincial Branch 
to be forwarded to Mrs. T. Wells.

Bill now under circulation. The Working Committee further 
resolved that a Committee be appointed as under and be 
empowered to go into the details of the Bill with a view 
to making it a comprehensive measure; taking into consi- 
deration the opinions already received from the Provincial 
Branches and authorises it to forward the necessary amend- 
ments to the Government of India by the due date and send 
a copy to the President.

“Dr. Weingarten having become a naturalised Bikaner 
subject, he can be called an “Indian” by naturalisation; and it 
can be reasonably said that he is therefore an Indian National.

Dr. K. S. Ray’s residence (130, Lansdowne Road, Calcutta) 
on 28-10-46 at 6 p.m. with Dr. K. S. Ray in the Chair : 

Dr. B. Banerjee informed the Committee of the needs of 
the situation at Noakhali and Tipperah districts as gathered 
fromm a conversation he had with Dr. Shyamaprsoad Mukherjee 
(President, All-India Hindu Mahasabha) who had recently 
returned from a visit to the affected areas. Dr. Mukherjee had 
expressed the opinion that medical relief was urgently required 
in the Refugee Camps which had been established at Chandpur, 
Comilla, Chaumuhani and other places and also in the interior 
of the affected areas. He had, therefore, requested Dr. Banerjee 
to arrange to send medical relief squads to these places, as 
early as 

Dr. K. S. Ray and Capt. P. B. Mukerji also acquainted 
the Committee with, information they had gathered from 
different sources and stressed the urgent need of organising 
medical relief parties to be sent to the affected areas without 
any delay. 

After considering the needs of the situation and the money 
available in the Distress Relief Fund of the Association, the

As a result of the visit of Lt. Col. T. S. Sastry, the 
then President of the South Indian Branch of the Indian 
Medical Association. the Ex-South Kanara District Medical 
Association at its 15th Annual General Meeting, held on 
22-9-1945, decided to convert itself into The South -Kanara 
Branch of the Indian Medical Association, with effect from 
1-10-1945. At the meeting, a Committee was appointed, con- 
sisting of the office-bearers of the ex-Association to draft 
the bye-laws of the new Branch. It was also decided that 
all members of the District Association who were on the 
rolls, on 30-9-1945, will: be members of the newly formed 
Branch of the. Indian Medical Association if they enrol them- 
selves in October, 1945. At a final meeting of the. District 
Association held on 15-2-1945, the South Kanara District 
Association dissolved itself, after passing the audited. state- 
ment. of accounts. as on 30-9-1945, and after resolving. that 
all the assets and liabilities were: to be handed over to. the 
newly. formed Branch of. the Indian.

The Hony. General Secretary. informed the ‘Committee 
that the Government of India have recently appointed a 
Committee with Sir. R. N. Chopra, as the, President, to enquire 
into and make recommendations on the following points:— . 

(1) the provision that should, be made for research in 
and the application of scientific methods for the investigation 
of the, indigenous systems of medicine such as Ayurveda and 
Unani Tibbi, with reference to maintenance of health and the 
prevention and cure. of disease; (2) the measure to be taken 
to improve facilities for training in Indian Systems of medicine ; 
(3) the desirability of State control of the practice of. those 
systems of medicine; and (4) the other measures to be taken 
to increase the usefulness of the systems to the public as part 
of a comprehensive plan, 

The President.explained that this Committee was appointed 
as a natural corollary to the recommendations of the Bhore 
Committee on the subject. 

Discussions, went on as how best to approach the subject, 
keeping in view the interest of public health of the country, 
uppermost, and the Hony. General Secretary, Drs. K. K. Sen 
Gupta, Chamanlal M. Mehta, B. V. Mullay, Tirumal Rao, P. 
Gurumurti, M. V. Krishna Rao, A. K. Sen, P. N. Sinha, Col, 
Amirchand and Dr. B. Banerjee principally took part in the © 
discussions. 

The Hony. General Secretary urged that public opinion in, 
the country should be mobilised and it should be the duty of 
the Association to explain, in il the merits and demerits 
of the Indigenous Systems of Medicine with. regard to their 
curative and preventive aspects: How the Indigenous Systems 
of Medicine could tackle the preventive types of diseases and 
what remedies they could offer in this respect?, The main line 
of his argument was that the Indigenous Systems of Medicine 
which were very old and suited the then conditions, should. not 
be given undue regard in the age of scientific systems, ave 
landmarks in all branches of medical science were being reached 
through strictest analysis by observation and experiment. The 
old method. should not be acceptable to people of modern age 
and the people must get best possible medical advice based on 
scientific experiments. After all, health is dear to all and every 
one should be given the opportunty to have the best advice. 

The President agreeing in general with the views of the 
Hony. General Secretary opined that his proposal of the Indian. 
Medical Association undertaking to explain the merits and 
demerits of the Indigenous Systems of Medicine could only be 
practicable after the Committee appointed by the Government 
had submitted their report. He proceeded to say that the 
Committee should be allowed to carry on its. work which 
was of great magnitude and would require the. expenditure of 
a great deal of time and money which the Indian Medical 
Association could hardly furnish. The Committee which would 
have the finances and resources of the Government of India 
at their disposal, would doubtless be in a position to assay in 
all their details, the various claims made by these systems of 
medicine. The Committee was expected to go on tour all. 
over the country, inspect the training institutions of these. 
systems and collect valuable data relevant to the study of the 
problems with which it was entrusted. That is why he 
suggested that action by the Indian Medical Association should 
be taken on the publication of the Report by the Government 
Committee, containing all necessary information on which an 
authoritative opinion could be based.

PUNJAB PROVINCIAL BRANCH—Annual Report for 
the year 1945-46: 

The year under report 1945-46 commenced on _ the 
28th October, 1945 and ended on October, 27th 1946. The 
15th session of the Punjab Provincial Medical Conference 
was held on Sunday the 28th October 1945 at Multan in the 
spacious lawns of the D. A. V. High School. 

Dr. Chuni Lal Bhatia, Lrcp. & s. (EDIN.) was the 
president for the year. The scientific exhibition held in con- 
nection with the conference was opened on the 27th Oct. ’45 
in which firms of repute and good standing exhibited their 
products to the members gathered. After the inauguration of 
the Conference on the 28th Oct. 1945, Dr. K. K. Mehta the 
chairman of the reception committee delivered his welcome 
address and extended a cordial welcome to all delegates and 
members of the Conference. This was followed by the 
presidential address by Dr. Chuni Lal Bhatia. 

The annual report was presented by Dr. Dina Nath 
Bhatnagar the senior assistant secretary and the statement of 
accounts by the treasurer, Dr Sain Das Vohra and both of 
these were adopted by the Conference. 

Then followed the election of the office bearers. A resolu- 
tion of the Provincial Executive for the election of the two 
vice-presidents was adopted. 

The scientific session which comprised many interesting 
papers was an unqualified success. 

There were at the end of the last year 37 branches with 
a total membership of 854. Thanks to the untiring efforts of 
the President Dr. Chuni Lal Bhatia and the very sincere 
co-operation of all the organising secretaries; the number of 
branches stands to-day at 42 with a total membership of 1058 
showing an increase of 5 branches and 204 members over last 
year’s record. New branches having been formed at Rewari, 
Kasur, Quetta, Srinagar and Khanewal. Efforts were made 
to start branches at Jhelum Jammu and Campbellpur but did 
not materialize. Further efforts should be continued in this 
direction. 

Meetings—Altogether 8 meetings of the Provincial Council 
were held at Multan, Amritsar, Lahore, Amritsar, Sargodha, 
Lahore, Amritsar and Gujranwala. 

The Working Committee met twice at Gujranwala and 
Lahore to consider the important question of Trade Employees’ 
Act and took the decision to submit a memorandum and to 
lead a deputation to the Hon’ble L. Bhim Sen Sachar, Minister 
for finance and industries. 


A Sub-Committee was formed at the 15th Punjab Provin- 
cial Medical Conference to consider the scale of pay of the 
licientiates and the allied services, consisting of Lt. Col. Amir 
Chand (Chairman) and Dr. K. R. Chaudhari (Convener), 
Capt. R. C. Goulatia, Dr. Luthra and Dr. Sham Sunder 
Nijhawan. They submitted their report recommending that 
the scale of pay should be from Rs. 150-10-300. The report 
was adopted by the Provincial Council and submitted to the 
authorities concerned. 

An important resolution showing deep concern at the 
policy of the Punjab Govt. in relation to the appointment of 
medical officers in the P.C.M.S. service as contained in the 
Chief Secretarys circular letter No. 5809-G 45/45-449 of 12th 
Nov. 1945 recommended that merit alone should be the criterion 
of filling up the vacancies and that at least the policy of the 
Central Govt. in reserving 30% of seats for temporary incum- 
bents be followed by the Punjab Government. 


Dr. K. R. Chaudhari was nominated by Provincial Council 
of the I.M.A. to contest the seat on the Punjab Medical 
Council in the. vacancy caused by the expiry of term of 
K. B. Khawja Abdul Rehman and after a hard contest the 
I.M.A. candidate won the election. Thanks are due to the 
voters who showed great confidence in the Indian Medical 
Association nominee and voted for him. 


A committee consisting of the President, Lt. Col. Amir 
Chand, Dr. Khem Singh Grewal, Capt. R. C. Goulatia and 
the Hony.

(1) This Conference places on record its sincere expressions 
of sorrow on the demise of:—l. Pandit Malavayaji; 2. Sir 
U. N. Brahmachary; 3. Dr. N. Kutuhbarao; 4. Dr. K. 
Komannair; 5. Dr. V. D. Nageswararao; 6. Dr. T. Ganga- 
ramayya; 7. Dr. Tananthasastry, and conveys its sincere 
condolence to the members of the bereaved families. 


2. (a) This conference urges on the Government to take 
the services on part time or Honorary basis, of retired 
specialists, teachers and administrators in the Medical and 
Public plans, special training or research institutions and 
clinics and postgraduate and refresher courses. 

This Conference appeals to such ladies and gentlemen 
to place their valued services at the disposal of the people in 
the country through organised channels as far as possible. 

3. This Conference urges on the Government (#) to con- 
tinue to provide for 30 per cent admission to Medical Colleges 
as recommended by the Bhore Committee on merit, (i#) to 
provide a 10 per cent admission into Medical Colleges to 
qualified children of Doctors among the rest and (iii) that 
a larger number of women students may be admitted into 
Medical Colleges, tution free, with scholarships for the deserv- 
ing on their entering into a contract to serve the state for 
a period of at least five years after completion of training. 

4. (a) This Conference urges on the Madras Government 
to speedily accord official recognition to the Andhra and South 
Indian Provincial Branches of the Indian Medical Association. 

(b) In formulating and implementing the Health Develop- 
ment Plans in this Province, this Conference urges the Govern- 
ment, to provide for suitable machinery to secure the advice 
and co-operation of the organised Medical Profession in the 
Province. 


5. (a) The certificates issued by independent Registered 
Medical Practitioners be recognised without making invidious 
distinction between independent and Government paid practi- 
tioners and the procedure of obtaining second medical opinion 
on certificates issued by independent and paid medical practi- 
tioners be abolished. 

(b) The Conference appeals to all the Registered Medical 
Practitioners independent as well as in Government Service to 
strictly adhere to high ethical standards in issuing Medical 
Certificates, and to the public and profession to co-operate with 
the Medical Council, in bringing to book those guilty of abuse, 
of the rights and privileges conferred by Medical Registration 
Act in respect of issuing certificates. 

6. This Conference urges on the Madras Government to 
expedite the implementation of the reorganisation and improve- 
ments planned for the Andhra Medical College and King 
George Hospital and arrange to admit 100 students by running 
shift system by July 1947 and request the President of the 
Andhra Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical Association 
to submit a Memorandum to the Government on this subject 
and on the subject of adequate representation for Andhra 
Medical graduates in the Madras Medical services. 

7. This Conference authorises the Provincial Council to 
prepare a Memorandum on Health Development in our pro- 
vince for the next five years and submit it to the Government, 
as early as possible, taking into consideration, the Bhore 
Committee proposals. 

This Conference urges on the Government to start 
regional state drug and pharmaceutical industries in the Pro- 
vince as early as possible to supply the hospitals, public and 
the profession, with standard products. 

9. (a) This Conference requests the Government that as 
a tentative measure till primary Health Units are started 
under the direct control of the Government, the subsidised 
practitioners both under Government and Local Bodies be paid 


Rs. 100/- per mensem as subsidy, Rs. 8/- per mensem as 
contingent allowance, Rs. 10/- per mensem as House Rent 
for the dispensary, and a Midwife and a servant be appointed 
to each and every subsidised dispensary. 

(b) This Conference suggests to the Government that 
during the interim period before the Government gives effect 
to the comprehensive reorganisation plan, no subsidised dis- 
pensary under Government or Local Fund be converted into 
an Local Fund Dispensary but only into a Government 
Provincialised institution. . 


(c) This Conference requests the Government, that as in 
case of Government Sub-Assistant Surgeons, the subsidised 
Medical Practitioners of not less than 10 years, may be absorbed 
into the Government service as Medical Officers whenever 
the Government are in need of personnel in the Medical 
services. 

10. This Conference requests the Madras Government to 
give effect to the resolutions passed at the recent Health 
Ministers Conference as expeditiously as possible. 

11. This Conference requests the Government to conduct 
refresher courses for general practitioners for 2 weeks at 
Vizagapatam and Madras once every year during the month 
of June. This Conference is of the opinion that extending the 
course over a period of three months and charging fees from 
the candidates as contemplated by the Government will defeat 
the very object for which the course is sought to be conducted 
as it may not induce intending and prospective candidates to 
apply for the same. 

12. This Conference sympathises with the students of the 
Guntur Medical College who suffered during the recent Andhra 
Christian College students strike and requests the Government 
to make suitable arrangements so that their interests do not 
suffer finally. 

13. (a) This Conference requests the Government to 
empower the Health Officers to exercise the function of the 
Executive Authority in matters relating to Public Health as 
contemplated under Section 16 of the Madras Public Health 
Act and that the local control and co-ordination of their 
duties may be vested in the Chairman of the Municipalities 
and Presidents of the District Boards and not in the 
Commissioners as at present. 

(b) This Conference further requests the Government to 
see that the Health Officers take more interest in matters 
relating to preventive aspects, health survey and laboratory 
services and other activities. 

14. This Conference requests the Government to enact in 
the interests of the Public that Western Medicine (as per 
Indian Medical Degrees Act) should be practised only by 
persons holding qualifications recognised by the Government. 

15. The Conference requests the Government to provide 
adequate hostel accommodation for the medical students at 
Guntur and Vizagapatam and also for pupil nurses at their 
centres of training. 

16. This Conference requests the Government to pro- 
vincialise the entire Medical Service in the Local Bodies as 
early as possible, and pending provincialisation, the powers of 
the local bodies with regard to the medical services, should 
not be increased. 

17. (i) Resolved to request the Government to make the 
House Surgeon Course available for all Medical Graduates for 
12 months on a subsistence allowance of not less than Rs. 100/- 
per mensem. 

(i) That all House Surgeons at present selected or working 
also should be given a subsistence allowance of not less than 
Rs. 100/- per mensem. 

(t%) And that residential quarters should be provided for 
all house surgeons. 

18. This Conference urges on the Government to recon- 
sider the cases of Medical Officers including House Men, 
against whom desciplinary action including dismissals, was 
taken during the period of war from 1939 till the resumption 
of office by the popular Ministry. f 

19. This Conference requests the Government to adopt the 
subsidised milk scheme as was done by the Government of 
Bombay. 

(a) By providing for increased production and control of 
prices and equitable distribution of milk to the valuable 
sections of the people (¢.g.) mothers, children, sick. 
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(b) This Conference further suggests to the Government 
that the skimmed milk with preservatives which is considered 
to be deleterious to health, may be discontinued. 

20. This Conference appeals to the Medical Profession to 
contribute liberally and to help in raising funds for the Indian 
Medical Association Relief Fund to be utilised for the relief 
of the suffering public in the areas affected by communal riots. 

This conference further appeals to the Medical Profession 
to use all their influence for promoting Communal harmony 
in the country. 

21. This Conference brings to the notice of the Govern- 
ment that about 40 Andhra Medical Students of the Calcutta 
Medical Teaching Institution are in a miserable condition, 
hindered from continuing their medical studies due to frequent 
communal riots and request the Government to make arrange- 
ments for their admission in one or other Medical teaching 
institutions of other provinces, and if that is not practicable 
to admit them in the Medical Colleges of the Madras Province. 
provided they have the requisite educational qualifications.

1. Condolence. This Conference places on record its deep

2. Appeal to Members of the Profession. This Conference 
brings to the notice of all qualified practitioners in this Province 
the paramount importance of joining Indian Medical Association 
in view of the fact that tremendous changes are taking place 
in the medical administration of the country and it is very 
necessary to strengthen the Association in order to guide the 
medical administration on proper lines and also to safeguard 
the privileges of the profession. 

3. Bhore Committee Report. This Conference welcomes 
the Report of the Health Survey and Development Committee 
(Bhore Committee) and hopes that the Government of India 
and the various Provincial Governments will implement the 
recommendations at a very early date in consultation with the 
Indian Medical Association and the Provincial Branches con- 
cerned leading to improved health and better nutrition of the- 
inhabitants of this country. In carrying out the recommenda- 
tions the following basic principles of the Scheme should be 
carried out as early as possible :— 

(i) Amalgamation of the Medical and Public Health 
Departments under one Director of Health. 

(ii) One unified service without division into. classes I or 
II or any other compartments. | 

(iit) No private or consulting practice to be allowed to 
members of the various medical services and to the fully paid 
teaching staff of the Medical and Research Institutions. 

(iv) Rural and Urban Primary Units. 

(v) of improved housing. 

4. Council of Physical Culture. This Conference requests 
the U.P. Government to reconsider its decision regarding the 
inclusion of representatives of this Association in the revised 
constitution of the Council of Physical Culture U.P. and hopes 
that the omission will be rectified at an early date. 

5. Drugs Rules. This Conference is thankful to the 
Government that Drugs Rules under the Drugs Act 1940 are 
to be enforced at last from April 1, 1947 and hopes that there 
will be no postponement on any plea. But this Conference at 
the same time points out to the government that the training 


of compounders and dispensers is very “unsatisfactory and 


arrangements for training them in large numbers should be 
launched at a very early date. 

6. U.P. Tuberculosis Association. The members of the 
profession in the United Provinces have been observing for 
last several years with utter disappointment the working of 
the U.P. Tuberculosis Association. They feel that there can 
be no improvement until there are radical changes in the 
constitution of the Executive (Managing) Committee of the 
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U.P. Tuberculosis Association and recommend to the ern- 
ment that such changes should be undertaken at an early date. 

7. ‘U.P. Medical Council Act. This Conference recom- 
mends to the government to amend the U.P. Medical Registra- 
tion Act (Act III of 1917) as it has become antiquated, 
particularly the following reforms are overdue :— 

(i) that the U.P. Medical Council should have an elected 
President, 

(ii) that the Council be enlarged to provide for a larger 
representation of independent members of the profession, ~ 

(iii) that the privileges of registered practitioners be laid 
down clearly, 

(iv) that it should be obligatory on the Chairman to reply 
the interpellations of members, provided, however, that if he 
should find it necessary to adopt a contrary course, he should 
state his reasons in writing for the same, 

(v) that there should be a common register. 

8. Reorganisation Committee. This Conference is grate- 
ful to the government for announcing the appointment of a 
Reorganisation Committee for Hospitals in U.P. and hopes 
that the composition of the Committee will be such as to 
inspire confidence and will have sufficient number of representa- 
tives of Indian Medical Association, U.P. Provincial Branch 
as its members and that such representatives will be elected 
by the Indian Medical Association, U.P. Provincial Branch. 
The Conference further hopes that the Committe will start 
functioning at an early date. 

9. Nutrition. This Conference notes with alarm the 
continued deterioration in the health of the people of this 
Province, particularly women and children due to poverty of 
the masses, increased cost of living and scarcity of the essential 
and protective articles of diet such as milk, eggs, fish, ghee, 
meat, cereals, fruits and even fresh vegetables and recommends 
to the government that suitable steps should be taken at a 
very early date to investigate the problem by a separate 
Nutrition Committee including experts and a representative 
of the Indian Medical Association, U.P. Provincial Branch, 
in order to find out proper remedies for securing sufficient and 
unadulterated food. - 

10. Prevention of Manufacture and Marketing of Spurious 
Drugs. This Conference notes with deep concern the number 
of spurious drugs that are being put into market by unscrupul- 
ous persons and firms and suggests that the following measures 
be adopted at an early date:— 

+ (a) No firm or individual be allowed to manufacture 
any pharmaceutical or patent medicines without obtaining 
license for the same. 

(b) That the licensing authorities should make such rules 
as will preclude the possibility of manufacture and marketing - 
of either spurious or understandardised drugs. 

(c) There should be one or more testing laboratories 
where adequate testing facilities exist for the purpose of helping 
licensing authorities. 

(d) All proprietary medicines should show the formula on. 
the label of the container, 

11. Representation of the I.M.A. This Conference recom- 
mends to the Government that the U.P. Provincial Branch 
of the Indian Medical Association or its Local Branches should 
be represented on the following bodies as the case may be— 

(a) Boards of Management of K. G. Hospital, Balrampur 
Hospital and other district and important hospitals in the 
Province. 

(6) Countess of Dufferin Fund Provincial Committee and 
Committees of various Dufferin and other Female Hospitals. 

(c) Railway Advisory Committees. 

(d) (i) Red Cross Society and St. John’s Ambulance 
Association. (i) Sanatorium Committees. (iii) U.P. Tuber- 
culosis Association and Anti-Tuberculosis Leagues. (iv) Board 
of Public Health, U.P. (v) Intermediate and High School 
Examination Board. (vi) Universities with Medical Faculties. 

(e) All Municipal and District Boards and Notified Areas, 
—— Development Board and other Town Improvement 

rusts. 

(f) Post War Planning Committees or other Committees 
dealing with Medical and Public Health Departments, 

(g) Council of Physical Culture, U.P. 
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(h) Provincial Epidemic Board. and. other. bodies to 
created in future where questions affecting the health of oe 
public are likely to be discussed. 


12. National Health Insurance. In the opinion of this 
Conference it is essential to formulate a comprehensive scheme 
of National Health Insurance at an early date for industrial 

population and offices having large number of employees. Such 
scheme or schemes should include a wife and children of the 
employees. 

13. Quackery. This Calherenes notes with alarm the 
rapid increase in quackery in the Province and requests the 
Government to take immediate suitable steps to stop this in 
consultation with the U.P. Provincial Branch of the I.M.A. 
The Provincial Working Committee be asked to consider ways 
and means for the purpose. 

14. Independent Selection Committee. This Conference 
recommends to the government that the appointments of fully 
paid teaching staff of the Medical Colleges in U.P. be made 
through an Independent Selection Committee of five persons, 
in which at least one person should be independent and senior 
medical man from outside the province and one representative 
suggested by the U.P. Provincial Branch of the I.M.A. and 
this principle be enforced forthwith. 

15. Excise Department. This Conference brings to the 
notice of the government the harrassment to which the members 
of the independent medical profession are sometimes subjected 
to by officials of the Excise Department and recommends to 
the Government that steps be taken to rectify the same. 

The attention of the government is also drawn to the new 
rules made by the Excise Commissioner, U.P., without con- 
sulting the I.M.A. regarding the keeping of Accounts of 
Dangerous Drugs. The enforcement of these rules has resulted 
in unnecessary increase of work of the practitioners and has 
caused great dissatisfaction without bringing any benefit to 
either the government or the public. It is requested that these 
rules be modified in consultation with the U.P. Provincial 
Branch of the I.M.A. 

16. The Licentiates in Services. This Conference requests 
the Provincial Government that in view of the fact that no 
further licentiates will be available in future, the present senior 
members of the Provincial Subordinate Medical & Public 
Health Services be given accelerated promotion to the Provin- 
cial Medical and Public Health Services and junior members 
of the services be given special opportunity to undergo a short 
course of training at either of the medical colleges in U.P. 
in order to qualify for their M.B., B.S., and D.P.H. Degrees 
= thus get entitled for promotion to the respective Provincial 

rvices. 

17. Pension. This Conference brings to the notice of the 
U.P. Government that certain officers of the Provincial Health 
Service and Provincial Health Subordinate Service are not 
entitled to pension like other services and that such treatment 
entails very great hardship to members of these services as 
there is no provision for their old age which is very necessary. 
This Conference, therefore, recommends to the Government to 
reconsider the matter and grant pension to all such officers of 
these services. 

18. Amendments to Local Board Acts. This Conference 
has learnt with satisfaction that the government is going to 
amend the U.P. Municipal and District Board Acts and recom- 
mends to the government that in the amended Acts the following 

matters should be included :— 

(i) In all matters of Public "Health and the bye-laws 
governing Public Health, the Medical officer of Health should 
be given full powers including disciplinary authority over his 
subordinates subject to the right of appeal to the Board in the 
case of senior subordinates 

(i#) The D.P.H. & A.D.P.H. should have the powers to 
enforce the carrying out of their recommendations on the 
Board in the manner provided for the District Magistrate and 
the Commissioner. 

(iii) The Chairman of - Health Committee of the Board 
should as far as possible be a qualified medical man with 
registrable qualifications. 


(iv) That there should be a member “4 the various Local 
Boards elected by the: local branch of the 
Association.

D. Sindhwani, u.x.c.p. (London), m.R.c.s. (Eng.), F.8,S., D.7,M, 
& H. (London), at the annual dinner held on 7-12-46: 


Ladies & Gentlemen, 


‘8° Tt gives.me great pleasure to find the members of the 


Medical Profession of Peshawar, Nowshera and Mardan, join 
together to-night to sit at a dinner which is the first Annual 
Dinner in the history of I.M.A., Peshawar Branch. 


I. M. A. in this Province as well anywhere else in India 
had been stigmatised, in the beginning as a Political Body 
and the Government Medical Employees were not allowed to 
become members. It was after a great effort on the part 
of some of the great zealots of the I. M. A. that this undeserv- 
ing ban has been lifted and big Government Officials openly 
patronise it. Though in this Province few Government 
employees have joined it, probably they still continue to labour 
under that apprehension. I. M. A. in India stands as a. par- 
rallel body to the British Medical Association “in England and 
Ameri Medical Association in the United States, acting on 
similar basis, fighting for the rights of the medical profession 
and taking interest in the redress of the ailments of the 
suffering humanity, though unfortunately it is handicapped here 
very much due to the medical people having no one voice, and to 
the Government attitude being very unsympathetic towards it. 
With the change of time and change of mind of the officials, 
the position of the I. M. A. has been felt to be very important,

every province feels the necessity of having a Provincial Branch 
of its own in order to mitigate its difficulties, relieve its multi- 
farious burdens and facilitate its working with greater efficiency. 
Though the Peshawar Branch of I. M. A. has existed 
since long and so have the branches in Dera Ismail Khan, 
Bannu, Kohat, Mardan and Nowshera, yet, we have not been 
able to form a Provincial Branch of ours so far. Since int 
year our best efforts have been directed towards this end, afid 
much spade work has been.done but owing ‘to certain mis- 
understandings amongst the different branches, the matter is 
still in the melting pot. But I have a full faith that with 
a little perseverance on our part we shall soon be able to 
establish a feeling of good will and a Provincial Branch. 


Now about the activities. So far the members have been 
meeting once a month only except for two or three summer 
months when the meetings could not take place owing to 
many members being away to hills. We have no place for our 
meetings and we have depended on the courtesy of some 
members procuring the use of a garden. The matters for 
discussion in these meetings have been to formulate a “Code” 
for the Medical Practitioners here, the necessity of maintain- 
ing “Medical etiquette” considering and trying to solve the 
difficulties in the way of their practice, creating a sense of 
fellow-feeling and good-will amongst themselves and enroll- 
ing new Members. In a way we have been so far busy, this 
year as well in setting right our internal affairs. The literary 
side of our Association and external affairs still remain to 
be attended to. It is so encouraging to find some of our 
Members very keen and ambitious. How I wish, the spell 
of such zeal and ambition could take hold of the hearts of 
the Members one and all, and every qualified medical man 
felt a bounden duty to strengthen this Association, making it 
thereby a stronghold for themselves. 


The first and foremost ambition with every one of us 
should be to possess a house for our Association where we 
can meet with impunity every time and any time. Let the 
house be a rented one, for the time being does not matter, 
but it should be big enough to possess a small library, an 
office rom and at least a recreation room to start with. 
Besides some books of real worth, we should be having a 
good few Medical Journals, which could go round the Members, 
in due course of time. To do all this we require funds and 
I am sure, no Member will grudge to offer some donation. 
Here I offer Rs. 50|- as a “Donation” for it and I appeal 
to every Member to open the strings of his purse and, give 
a liberal donation. Let this Annual Dinner night be the 
foundation day of the house of Peshawar Medical Association. 


Another hard task before our Branch, is to grapple with 
the mushroom growth of quack practitioners. In our Province 
any person, who likes to become a “Doctor”, needs only to 
term himself as such and open a Chemist Shop, with a few 
dozen coloured bottles arranged on shelves and go headlong 
in it as an “Eminent” Specialist, with scores of testimonials 
in credit of his speciality. Such advertisement boards, will at 
once catch your attention, as you happen to pass any bazaar; 
The ignorant public impressed with his credentials on the 
advertisement board, feeling convinced to find a relief from 
their hidden ailment get into their cob-web. Some friends or 
relatives start sympathising with the “Budding Doctor” and 
often patronise him with a selfish motive to gain advantage 
of his free medicines. Equally no less is the pest of 
Compounders and Laboratory. Assistants who fortify them- 
selves with bogus homceopathic degrees, and style themselves 
as big Doctors, after they have been discharged from Service, 
or have voluntarily come out of it having gained confidence 
that they could do well on their own. 


Such quacks with big “Degrees” behind their name put a 
small “H” in a bracket and mostly that too illegible. Recently 
in one of our Meetings a chit was produced before me by a 
Member. 
Compounder in Lady Reading Hospital and now discharged 
from Service and practising actively. He wrote therein his 
Degree as “MBBS” and some illegible letter in bracket. The 
third type is a Vaid or Hakim of the “Khandani Type”. 


Certainly we won’t mind him, provided he sticks to his own 


guns and does not shoot into the domains of the Allopathy. 
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That was a prescription written by once a 
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I cannot help remarking on one point more and that is on 
the “Sale Agents” of different manufacturing companies, who 
in order to secure good sales for their companies, visit such 
quacks, supply them with cheap literature and often training 
them to quack practice. We will have to take steps to stop 
that. _All said about this much beaten topic, we are indeed 
at our wit’s ends as to how to tackle successfully this quack 
problem. If only the Government could take this matter up, 
a satisfactory solution can be expected. Meantime, let us unite 
together, make our future practice more elegant, increase its 
standard and engender more humane hearts for the suffering 
millions. 

. To sum up, I may say that I.M.A. is the only repre- 
sentative body of the Medical Profession as well as the Public 
in all respects of health, both the “Negative” and the “Positive 
Phase”, and nutritional matters. Every qualified medical man, 
whether a Government Employee or a Private Practitioner 
should not only join it but be proud to do so, in order to 
contribute to its prosperity. 

2. We, in the N.W.F.P. must create a Provincial Branch. 
All the District Branches, should come forward and join hands 
leaving selfish motives behind. 

3. We should approach the “Health Minister” to give 
every credit and value to the I.M.A. and enlist the help and 
support of its Members in all the problems of National Health, 
and post-war schemes. 

4. We must possess a house for our Association, a Library 
= Nursing Home, for which I am starting a donation 
un 

5. We should approach the Government to take steps as 
early as possible to put an end to quack practitioners, and we 
should have a Medical Council of our own Province. 


6. Last but not the least, my advice to you all, is to 
come closer, unite in your efforts, take more pains to make 
this a success as big as it deserves.

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BOMBAY BRANCH—Sth Annual Report for the year 
a 30th September, 1946, as presented by the Hony. Jt. 
ecretaries 


The Managing Committee of the Bombay Medical Associa- 
tion has great pleasure in submitting its 8th Annual Report to 
the members. We are unfortunately passing through the times 
when the city is almost continuously in a state of disturbance. 
This has certainly hampered the working of the Association 
to a great extent. 


Membership—Twenty-six new members were enlisted during 
the year, bringing the total to 320. . 

It is desirable that the members, one and all, should endea- 
vour to achieve the goal of bringing every member of the 
Medical Profession into our fold before the end of the ensuing 
year. 

Obituaries——We are very much grieved to announce the 
loss of one of our members Dr. P. E. Haivai who died during 
the year under report. 

Meetings—The Managing Committee met ten times during 
the year and the average attendance was good. 

The six Sub-committees which were appointed by the 
Managing Committee met from time to time to transact busi- 
ness and did useful work. 

The Managing Committee appointed five Sub-committees 
at the outset viz.: 

(1) Medico Political Sub-committee, (2) Library Sub- 
committee, (3) Clinical Sub-committee, (4) Finance Sub- 
committee and (5) Sports Sub-committee. 

A further sub-committee was appointed to investigate into 
the grievances of the doctors attached to. the Insurance 
Companies. The Committee has laboriously gone through the 
matters and submitted its report stressing the need to agitate 
the Medical Profession and organise them with a view to 
solve the problem. 

The Managing Committee, appreciating the suggestions, 
has with a view to find ways and means to achieve the object, 
appointed a new Sub-committee. 

Doctors-V olunteers—The Government of Bombay had 
sought the help of our Association to enlist volunteers to 
work at emergency medical centres in the district during the 
then impending famine. A good number of our members 
and non-members had responded to our appeal and volunteered 
for the cause. Fortunately such an emergency did not arise. 

A large number of our fraternity responded to our appeal 
by vounteering themselves for the relief work in Bengal famine. 

Bombay Sales Tax Act 1946—The Sales Tax Act as 
promulgated by the Government of Bombay was made applic- 
able to our profession. By so doing the Government put the 
Medical Profession. among the category of ‘dealers’. With the 
co-operation of our Provincial Branch a vigorous propaganda 
was launched against this and our opposition to the same was 
strongly put before the Government Authorities. We have 
ultimately succeeded in extricating ourselves out of the calamity 
and the Act is no longer applicable to us. 

Health Survey and Development Committee.—The Special 
Committee which was appointed last year to go through the 
Report of the ‘Health Survey and Development Committee’ 
has done so and submitted their observations in the form of 
a memorandum to the Central G@ouncil, I.M.A. 

Social Work—At the request of the Social Workers 
Society of Bombay five of our members were sent to represent 
at the Conference of Social Workers held in Bombay. The 
representatives took part in the deliberations. 

Relief Work in East Bengal and Bihar—On request from 
the Head Office, appeals were issued for funds and volunteers 
for relief work in the disturbed areas of East Bengal and 
Bihar. The members and the rest of the profession in the 
city has again responded very promptly on the occasion. 

octors in Government ‘Serco special committee has 
been appointed to investigate into the grievances of and service 
conditions of the Medical Men employed in Bombay Medical 


ce. 
The Committee has embarked upon its task. 
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The above mentioned Committee has also been entrusted 
with the task of considering the need of Bombay Hospital 
Services Commission for stirveying the existing condition and 
preparation of five year plan for the post-war organisation of 
unified and comprehensive Hospital Services. The Committee 
has taken the work in hand. 

Foreign Education Advisory Bureau—With an idea of 
starting Foreign Education Advisory Bureau our branch has 
entered into correspondence with the branch of our Association 
in re It is hoped we shall succeed in our endeavour 
shortly. 

Clinical Meetings—One meeting was held where Dr. H. 
A. Choksey spoke on Urticaria. Owing to the continuous dis- 
turbances in the city it has not been possible to arrange more 
meetings. 

Medical Education—A very interesting lecture discussion 
was held on “Place of Training Abroad in the Planning of 
Medical Relief, Education and Research and Public Health” 
when Dr. J. G. Parekh presided, Drs. Jivraj N. Mehta, R. 
N. Cooper, B. B. Yodh, Chamanlal Mehta, B. C. Das Gupta 
and others participated. The meeting was very largely attended 
by doctors and students. A very lively and instructive debate 
took place. 

Telephones.—A large number of complaints were received 
from the members about the difficulty in getting telephone 
connections. “After prolonged correspondence with authorities 
we have succeeded in getting more connections to doctors. 

Quack-practice—A Special Committee was appointed to 
go into the advisability of suggesting proper legislation to stop 
quack practice in the province. 

Library—Owing to the continuous disturbances in the 
various parts of the city it has not been possible to work the 
circulating library section as satisfactorily as possible. We 
have now subscribed more Journals for the members. 

Head Office Circulars—Our Branch has tendered its 
opinion on various circulars issued by the Head Office from 
time to time. The important ones include ‘Change of Rules’, 
‘Location of Head Office’, and ‘Publication of the Journal’. 

Our Branch had extended its invitation to hold the All- 
India Medical Conference in Bombay. The I. M. A. has 
accepted our invitation and the 24th All India Medical Con- 
ference will be held in Bombay in December 1947. 

Bombay Provincial Branch—With the co-operation of 
Bombay West Suburban Branch ‘the Bombay Provincial Branch’ 
has been established in October 1945. Our Branch has 
co-operated in every. respect to make the endeavour a success. 
Almost the whole brunt of the expenses of the Branch has 
been borne by us. 

Our Office—Dr. Chamanlal Mehta has kindly permitted 
us to use one of his rooms at the Shri Niwas, Sandhurst Road, 
for our office and hence we have now shifted our office at 
the above mentioned address.

Annual for 1943-46 as by the Secretary: 
This year under review (i.c. 1945-46) showed a steady 


_ progress in all aspects of its activities like previous years and 
’ had several important features. 


Membership :—It registered an appreciable rise. On 30th 
Sept. 1946, we have got 88 on roll as against 63 on the same 
date in 1945, out of this 66 are local and 22 mofussil. 

We are delighted to place on record that 3 of our members 
were selected by the Government of Jaipur for higher studies 
at Government cost. 


_Executive Meetings—Six meetings were held in which 
various important problems relating to the medical profession 
as well as management of the Association were considered— 


Resolutions for (i) establishing a library for Jaipur Medical 
Association and (ii) organizing the Rajputana Provincial 
Branch and (iii) on representation to the Government certain 
problems were adopted. 


Out of these, one meeting was held on the occasion of the 
annual function in March in which delegates from various 
branches of I.M.A. in Rajptana participated and discussed the 
question of the formation of the Rajputana Provincial Medical 
Association. 


Ordinary General or Scientific Meetings—As a routine 
we had one meeting in every month except in the months of 
May and June when the Association was in recess. 


In all 10 meetings and a Scientific Sessions on the occasion 
of the Second Annual Function were held. Besides case 
demonstration, some meetings were devoted to bed side clinics 
which were taken by the various heads of departments of the 
Lady Willingdon Hospital. 

Five such clinics were had and demonstrations were given 
by Drs. G. N. Sen, Robert Heilig, H. C. Mehta, J: P. Taunk 
and Raj Narain. 

In the whole year we had eight lectures by eminent 
physicians and surgeons and 74 case demonstrations. 

In the Scientific Session of the annual function lectures 
were also delivered by delegates from outside viz., Prof. H. 
G. D. Mathur of the University of Lucknow and Dr. M. L. 
Jairath, Eye Specialist, Kotah State. 

Annual Function—It was celebrated on 2nd and 3rd of 
March 1946. We invited delegates from all the branches of 
I.M.A. in Rajputana States and from States where there is 
no Medical Association as well as from Lucknow and Delhi. 
Eighteen persons including the P. M. O. Jodhpur, C. M. O. 
Karoli, Dr. H. G. D. Mathur, Director of Provincial Hygiene 
Institute, Lucknow, Surgeon S. K. Sen and Dr. Ved Prakash 
from Delhi participated. They were accommodated at the 
State Guest House and a Dinner was given in their honour by 
the Prime Minister Sir Mirza who also inaugurated the con- 
ference. An At Home and photograph were arranged on the 
evening of 3rd March, 1946. His Highness the Maharaja 
Sahib Bahadur who could not attend the function due to some 
previous engagement sent his message of good wishes and 
blessing which was read by the President—all standing. 

Special Features—This association has always been 
struggling for the rights and privileges of its members and this 
year its most important and notable achievement which I have 
to express with a sense of pride was the revision of the grade 
and scale of salaries of the Sub-Assistant Surgeons of Jaipur 
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State Medical Services. Our worthy Vice-Patron and 
President Dr. J. F. Robinson and Dr. H. Heilig respectively 
actually fought for it with the State authorities and this success 
goes entirely to the credit of their personal interest and influence 
for which we fail to find adequate words to express our 
gratitute. 

Besides these there were several other special features 
which I would now mention one by one. 

Library —One of the outstanding feature of this year was 
the establishment of the J.M.A. Library. Although yet in the 
making, it has a valuable selection of books which though very 
limited, promises to be of immense academic value to its con- 
stituents. Three journals have been donated by our worthy 
members Dr. R. Heilig, Dr. G. N. Sen and Dr. G. P. Chaudhri, 
for which we are greatly indebted. 

Scientific Transactions —It has been our great concern to 
keep contact with our mofussil members and provide them 
with as much benefit as possible from the Association. Reports 
of the cases demonstrated in clinical meetings were prepared 
as far as possible and sent to our mofussil brethren to keep 
them in touch with the latest progress in the field of medicine. 
Our President Dr. R. Heilig was very keenly interested in 
this part of our duty and was ever very prompt and particular 
in preparing these reports for sending them to these members. 
We cannot fail placing on record our most grateful thanks to 
him and his Assistant Dr. Raj Narain who also served as the 
Registrar of scientific transactions. 

Rajputana Provincial Branch—Last year we made a move 
to organize a provincial branch of I.M.A. for Rajputana, 
embracing all the branches in this part of the country. This 
has received the approval of all the existing branches in the 
neighbouring States as well as that of the Headquarters of the 
Indian Medical Association. At the occasion of our last annual 
function when delegates from all these branches had assembled, 
this proposal was formally discussed and it was unanimously 
resolved to organise the Rajputana Provincial Medical Associa- 
tion with its Headquarters at Jaipur to start with. 

The preliminaries in this connection are over and we hope 
that within the next few months such a provincial institution 
will be in existence. 

We are very glad to remark that these associations have 
developed a spirit of brotherhood and fraternity among the 
members of the medical profession; delegates from 6 branches 
participated in the anniversary of our association and some 
members of our branch attended the annual function of Alwar 
Medical Association. 

Medical Association Building—The most significant and 
important feature of this year was the gift of a house for J.M.A. 
granted to us by the Government of H. H. the Maharapa 
Sahib Bahadur. Sir Mirza, our Vice-Patron, and Dr. Heilig, 
our President, deserve our everlasting and most sincere thanks 
for this. It is entirely due to the personal interest of Sir 
Mirza and the keen efforts and influence of Dr. Heilig that 
we have been honoured by this gift. This building as you 
perhaps knew costs about half lac of rupees; is now well 
progressing and will shortly be ready to come in our possess- 
sion. We have to express our everlasting gratitute to H. H. 
the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, our beloved Patron for this 
generous gift to the Medical Profession. ; 

Jaipur Medical Council—With great expectations we 
looked to the enforcement of the Jaipur Medical Act of 1943. 
In the Second Session of the State Representative Assembly 
it was announced along with the 5 years post-war plan by 
the Government that the Jaipur Medical Act would be in force 
forthwith. The Medical Council in accordance to this Act 
has now been formed and we are very glad to see that all 
its members, nominated and elected, are members of the J.M.A. 
and its President is our Vice-Patron Dr. Robinson. We are 
fully confident that this Council will take care of the medical 
profession and protect their rights and privileges. 

Vice-Patrons——We cannot help expressing our feelings on 
the absence of Sir Mirza M. Ismail from our midst. He had 
always been a source of very great encouragement and support 
and the J.M.A. was immensely benefited by his generosity. 
We are very thankful to him for all that he has done to 
us and for accepting to continue to remain a life Vice-Patron 
of the Association, 
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His successor, Sir V. T. Krishnamachari, X.c.s.1., K.C.LE., 
the present Prime Minister has very kindly consented to become 
our Vice-Patron and I am glad to say that he is very kind 
to us and is keenly interested in our welfare. 

’ Before concluding I must express my grateful thanks to 
Dr. J. F. Robinson, F.R.c.s., F.A.c.s., Director of Medical 
Services, and Vice-Patron, for his invaluable support and 
guidance at various occasions. 

Dr. Robert Heilig, our worthy President, deserves the 
gratitude not only of the Executive Council but of all of us 
or his untiring labour, most prompt and active service and 
learned guidance to the Association. In fact, it is entirely 
due to his personal influence, hard work and extraordinary 
ability and sincerity that this association has progressed to 
such an extent and now enjoys the status of one of the big 
and important branches of the Indian Medical Association. 

My thanks are also due to all the members of the Executive 
Council for their sincere co-operation in the successful adminis- 
tration of the association during the session and it is also to 
be recorded that office staff also served very loyally and deserve 
our appreciation.

Ratio of Medical Men in India as regards her population 
is 1:30000 and indoor bed capacity per thousand is 0-3 whereas 
in U.K. the former is 1:300 and the latter 5-3 and the same 
in Sweden is 5-8. And inspite of the fact that the number of 
Medical Men pro rata to the population is poor there is quite 
a good number with poor practice—the cause is clear that 
‘there is no legislation to make the public understand as 
regards the difference between a Qualified Medical Practitioner 
and a Quack. 

_ In short the Hospital equipment and staff should be pro 
rata and their prestige maintained by the Government. And 
‘the Medical Men whose qualifications are registerable in U.K. 
‘and India should only be allowed to practise in’ India. 

We are in correspondence with the’"Nowshera Cantt Board 
to start (1) First Aid (2) Nursing and (3) Hygiene Lectures 
to the sweepers and citizens. ' 

Our Scientific and Literary side is also worth mentioning. 
Major K. L. Jetley I.M.S. demonstrated on Pytriasis (skin 
disease) and Hydatid Cyst of the Lung and Liver, Lt. Col. 
R. Sen, 1.m.s. spoke on Public Health and Dr. P. R. Chhibber 
‘spoke and contributed on various subjects such as—Scorpion 
‘Sting and its Treatment, Vegetable Ghee is a poor substitute, 
Stanno Sulphazide and Chaulmoogra Oil in Skin Ulceration 
ete. in the Medical and non-Medical papers such as the Journal 
of the Indian Medical Association, Indian Journal of Ophthal- 
mology, Antiseptic, Health, Khyber Mail and Rai Ama for 
which I thank the Editors, The members of the I.M.A. have 
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been taking professional advice and assistance from Major K. L. 
Jetley, 1.m.s. which he always rendered gladly. I will request 
the authorities to kindly help us in the various proposals which 
we intend putting in, in the interest of the public in general and 
patients in particular. The Cantonment Authorities will please 
arrange to do the Periodical Medical Inspection of the students 
and the members of the I.M.A. would be willing to help the 
noble national cause. 

The Cantt. Board Authorities are especially requested 
to take immediate action on stoppage of quackery. The case 
has already been represented to the Board through a unanimous 
resolution passed by the I.M.A. Nowshera Branch. 

Storage and/or fixation of essential Drugs like Sera, 
Vaccine, Penicillin, X-Ray and other instruments etc. should 
be adopted by the Cantonment General Hospital and to be made 
available to the members of the I.M.A. as and when necessary 
in cases of emergency as per resolution passed by the I.M.A. 
Central Body and broadcasted by Air on 22nd October 1946— 
of course free to the pauper cases. There is dire necessity of , 
starting a Medical College and a separate University in this 
Province. 

The certificates issued by the members of the I.M.A. to 
their patients when they think that some extra quantity of 
sugar is necessary for them should also be accepted as authorised 
to Medical Officer working in Hospitals. 

The Association also donates for welfare work, which she 
recently did in the Behar and Bengal Relief Fund. 

The Nowshera Branch of the I.M.A. should have a Nursing 
Home of her own. '

The last Annual General Meeting was held on the 
20th October, 745. 

Obituary—Dr. S. N. Sen, the founder and the Patron of 
this Association died during the year. Many of our members 
participated in the cremation ceremony and condolence resolu- 
tions were passed in this Hall and we reiterate our sorrow 
on his death and sympathise with his son Dr. S. Sen and the 
members of the bereaved family. 

Membership—We had 107 members at the beginning of 
the year. One died. Seven were transferred and three 
resigned. Twenty-six new members joined the Association, 
bringing the total strength to 122. 

Meetings—10 General Meetings were held during the year. 
10 Executive Committee Meetings were held and one was 
adjourned for waypt of quorum. Two clinical meetings were 
also held during the year.

donated for the medicines to enable our members to carry on 
the epidemic control work free of charge for the poor in the 
city as well as in the rural areas with the help of the District 

ress Committee and Dr. D. N. Banerji. A sum of 
Rs. 550/- is in reserve with me to be utilized in the treatment 
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of the poor in future. We had been in close touch with the 
District Magistrate during the time of epidemic and meetings 
were held by the Plague and Cholera Prevention Committee 
in which we were amply represented. Our work was appre- 
ciated by the D.M. and a letter of thanks was received from 
D.M. We did not face wide spread of cholera this year. How- 
ever 3210 inoculations against cholera were performed by the 
members of our Association. 

Dr. J. L. Rohatgi was elected M.L.A. and Dr. Murari 
Rohatgi was nominated as M.L.C. We congratulate both of 
them. Dr. M. X. De’Noronha has been elected Vice-President 
for the year 1946-47 and Dr. S. N. Saxena was elected one of 
the Provincial Joint Secretaries for the year 1945-46. Our 
congratulations are due to the former and over due to the latter. 

Many of our members have volunteered to do medical 
examination of students at various Municipal Schools. This 
was done at the request of the Chairman, Municipal Board.

As per the recently published revised scales of pay of 
the Non-gazetted officers, the Government of Madras |ave 
shown invidious distinction between a Government Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon and a Local Board Sub-Assistant Surgeon. The 
scale of pay sanctioned to the former is Rs. 100—5—160—10— 
230 and to the latter Rs. 80—5—150. Thus, difference is shown 
in the starting pay, annual increments, and also maximum to 


_be reached. 


Secondly, ..M.s. or medical Graduates working as Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons in Government service are started on 
Rs. 150/-, whereas in the Local Board they are not treated

as Graduate Sub-Assistant Surgeons, but are started only on 
Rs. 80/-, as non-Graduate Sub-Assistant Surgeons. 

Therefore, this Associations earnestly requests the Govern- 
ment to remove all invidious differences between Governirent 
and Local Bodies regarding the Medical Services, and thus 
restore unity and equality in the profession. 

The following resolution was passed: 

1. While regretting to note that even the Popular 
Government has shown invidious distinction betweeen a Govern- 
ment Sub-Assistant Surgeon and a Local Board Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon regarding the scales of pay, published in their recent 
note of Revised salary scales for Non-Gazetted Officers; 

(a) this Association pending Provincialisation of medical 
services of the Local Bodies therefore resolves to request the 
Government of Madras 

(1) to sanction the same scale of pay to a Local Board 
Sub Assistant Surgeon as that of a Government Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon ; and also 

(ii) to sanction the same scale of pay to a L. M. & S. or 
Medical Graduate working as Sub-Assistant Surgeon in the 
Local Board service as that of a L.M. & S. of Medical Graduate 
working as Sub-Assistant Surgeon in the Government Service. 


Resolution passed by the General Body at its meeting held 
on 26-4-47 with Major S. T. Davis, 1.M.s., in the chair. 


“Guntur being centrally located as a link between the 
Circars and the Ceded Districts, the Guntur Medical College 
will surely be the most important and popular institution in 
Andhra Desa, and as such, this Association resoives most 
earnestly to recommend and request the Government to fully 
provide the College with modern equipment and efficient staff ; 
and also establish a 500 bed hospital at least by January, 1949 
so as to make provision and accommodation for training of 
50 students as a minimum.” 


PESHAWAR BRANCH—At a general meeting held on 
6th October, 1946, the question of unauthorised Medical Prac- 
tice as practised by quacks and charlatans in the allopathic 
system of Medicine was discussed. The consensus of opinion 
was that the summary of the deliberations should be embodied 
in the covering letter forwarding the resolution passed 
unanimously :— 

The House viewed with great concern that— 

(i) the number of unqualified Medical Practitioners prac- 
tising the Allopathic system of Medicine was on the inczease 
with the result that their number at the present moment far 
excelled the number of the qualified practitioners in the Pro- 
vince and Peshawar was no exception. 

(ii) The existence of the quacks was a twofold curse in 
as much as they cheated the ignorant public of their health, 
wealth and character and brought disgrace to the good name 
of Allopathy. 

(iii) It was time that Government shed its policy of com- 
placency and adopted measures to put a stop to criminal 
activities of unqualified practitioners. 

(iv) The Government after holding enquiry into the 
qualifications and credentials of qualified persons shall grant 
them permits to practise Allopathic system of medicine laying 
down specifically that practitioners without holding a License 
will be prosecuted in a Court of Law. 

It was resolved unanimously to apprise the Government 
of N.W.F. Province of the evils prevalent consequent on mal- 
medical practices by quacks in the Allopathic system suggesting 
the following remedies :— 


1. All qualified Medical Practitioners whether in Gov- 
ernment service or in private medical practice must be 
compulsorily registered in the Punjab Medical Council or in 
any Medical Council in India, so recognised or constituted by 
the Government of India. 

(a) No certificate from an unregistered practitioner be 
accepted in Courts and offices. 

(b) Medical practitioners should not be authorised to 
practise unless they get themselves registered. 

2. A person who wished to settle in private Medical 
Practice (whether he is qualified from an Indian University or 
from a foreign University), should apply to the Inespector 
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General of Civil Hospitals for a permit, which should be 
granted after due inquiry into the applicant’s genuine qual‘fica- 
tions, in other words no person should be allowed to practise 
in medicine in the Allopathic system without a permit from 
the Government. 

3. No person other than a licensed chemist or a Regis- 
tered Medical Practitioner be authorised to sell Medicines or 
dispense prescriptions to patient. 

Chemists should not dispense Medicines without a 
prescription. Chemists should not accept prescription from 
unregistered medical man for dispensing. 

5. All those who are neither licensed chemists nor registered 
medical practitioners at present should cease prescribing or 
dispensing Allopathic medicine. 

The above condition may be enforced in big cities of 
this province to begin with as an experiment, 

* 


It was resolved at a monthly meeting held on 26-1-47 
that all the branches in the North-West Frontier Proy!nce 
should be invited once again together to consider the forma- 
tion of a Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical Associ2sion 
in this Province.

(a) The North Vizag Medical Relief work: We are 
pleased to express our satisfaction with the medical relief work 
carried on by our branch, in the destressed area of North 
Vizag district. We all owe a deep debt of gratitude to our 
President, Dr. P. Gurumurti, without whose able guid2nce, 
initiative and enthusiasm even in his old age, it would not have 
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been a success. We also have to thank the General Secretary, 
Dr. M. V. Krishnarao for his active assistance in running these 
hospitals. 

The four centres which were started last year, should have 
been closed on 1-4-46 for want of funds. But the Collector 
of Vizag District requested the President, not to close the 
institutions on 1-4-46 and recommended to the Government. a 
subsidy of Rs. 1,500/- per mensem along with free supply of 
medicines. We therefore continued them. The President 
addressed the Government on a number of occasions. He even 
interviewed the Public Health Minister—once in July, and 
again in September. It was after considerable difficulty that 
an interim relief of Rs. 3,000/- was given, which carried hew- 
ever no promise of any further help. Under the circumstances, 
we were forced to close the institutions one at Cheepurapalli 
on 15-10-46, and the other three on 1-11-46 as the grant was 
not forthcoming. The institutions served the people well and 
truly. 

(b) New Members: The Branch has striven weli, in 
securing new members. The President took personal interest 
in the matter. The number of members by the end of July 
as reported by the General Secretary, I.M.A. was 686 and 
it is said to be the 6th of the Provincial Branches of the 
I.M.A. The records available in this branch show that 145 
new members joined the I.M.A. during the year. 

(c) (i) Health Propaganda was carried on, at the venue 
of provincial council meetings generally. Propaganda (on 
health problems) was carried on by addressing the public on 
problems of health and hygiene. The members of the local 
branch, and where there is none, the members of the profession, 
were invited to attend the meeting of the Provincial Co:ncil 
and the necessity of strengthening the I.M.A. was brought 
home to them. 

(1%) Public Meetings during the year under report were 
held at 8 different places. 

In 9 different places the President attended the meetings 
of the local doctors. 

At Rajahmundry the members of the local branch along 
with our President gave reception to Lt. Col. D. S. Raju of 
I.N.A. Our President toured Anantapur and Bellary Districts 
in addition to touring Guntur and Vizag Districts. 

(iii) Branches: The President organised a branch at 
Adoni, enlisted members but it is not known whether C. F. C. 
was remitted. 

Provincial Branch meetings: Five meetings were held 
during the year at the following places. Nidadavole—l, V‘za- 
gapatam—2, Bhimavaram—1l, Rajahmundry—l1. 

Other activities of the Council: The Provincial Council 
took active part in the starting of Guntur Medical College, 
agitated for the development of the college and hospital at 
Vizagapatam, for admitting more candidates in the Andhra 
Medical College at Vizagapatam and for organisation of the 
refresher courses for the benefit of moffusil practitioners. 

Sub-Committees: Four sub-committees were appointed 
during the year— 

(1) To study health survey and development committeee 
otherwise known as Bhore Committee report. 

(it) To study the pharmacy bill. 

(itt) The memorandum submitted by the Bezwada Com- 
pounders Association. 

(iv) And to propose amendments to the Rules of the 
Provincial Branch 


The sub-committee on Bhore Committee met thrice at 
Vizag and submitted their report to the Central Council. The 
Pharmacy Committeee also submitted its report to the central 
council. The other reports are due. 

The Council referred, the questionnaire of the Government 
of India on nutrition and balanced food of mothers and children 
to the lady doctors in the various branches and the replies 
received, were sent to the Government of India. 


The council requested the General Secretary of I.M.A. to 
take action by pressing on the Government of India, the neces- 
sity for changing the Rules under the Drug Act so as to 
enable the wholesale dealers and representatives of manufac- 
turers, to supply direct to the medical profession. The present 
rules are such that the Association of the Pharmaceuticals and 
Allied Manufacturers and Distributors Ltd., consider it imprac- 
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ticable to supply drugs, etc., direct to medical profession. The 
matter is still in correspondence. 

The Council moved the Government for proper and adequate 
supply of bed-sheets, gauge, cotton, bandage cloth etc. tc the 
nursing homes private hospitals and dispensaries and the matter 
is referred to the Surgeon General. The Council also moved 
the Government to take representatives of local branches of 
the I.M.A. on the food and Ration Committees and their reply 
is awaited. 

Hospitals and the poor: Our President addressed the 
Government on 13-7-46 on the difficulties experienced by the 
poor in getting treatment in time at dispensaries and in getting 
admission into the hospitals and to the various forms of squeeze 
and extortion which the patients are subjected to, before admis- 
sion and during their stay in the hospitals. In reply the 
Government say in their memorandum dated 2-10-46 that Dr. 
P. Gurumurti is informed that the contents of his letter cited 
above have been communicated to the superintenderts of all 
Government Medical Institutions for information and guidance. 
The Government do not consider it necessary to take any 
further action in the matter.” The council hopes that this sad 
and depressing state of affairs will be a thing of the past, 
and that the patients will be treated as “family members” as 
in English hospitals 

Action on the resolutions of the last conference: The 
resolutions of the last conference were sent to the respective 
authorities and correspondence has been carried on The 
Medical College at Guntur is started this year, and it appears 
investigations are being made for starting a medical college 
in Royalaseema. Plans and estimates were prepared for exten- 
sion of Andhra Medical College and its hospitals. We under- 
stand that the Government have purchased all the properties of 
the American hospital units and it is to be seen how these 
hospital units will be utilised. The Government regretted its 
inability to appoint representatives of I.M.A. branches as non- 
official visitors to jails. No decision appears to have been 
taken by the Government on other resolutions passed at the 
last conference. 

Now that responsible government is formed in the Pro- 
vince and that the, National Government is formed in the 
Centre, let us hope that there will be a good turn in the 
course of events. It is for us to organise and press on the 
Government to take adequate and proper steps in regard to 
the public health and medical relief in the province. 

In conclusion, the members of the Provincial Council 
thank all the branches in particular for all the help and 
co-operation given to the provincial branch in the discharge 
of its duties and our worthy President, Dr. P. Gurumurti, for 
his able guidance. 

Our special thanks are due to Dr. M. V. Krishnarao, 
Hon. Provincial Secretary for carrying on the work du:ing 
the year under difficult circumstances. Our hearty thanks are 
due to the Surgeon General with the Government of Madtas 
and to the Minister of Public Health for their co-operation.

T. Prakasam, Premier, Madras, recorded.

Resolutions passed: (a) While regretting to note the un- 
helpful and obstructive attitude taken by the Syndicate of the 
Andhra University and Vice-Chancellor, towards the Guntur 
Medical College schemes, the Provincial Council of Andhra 
Provincial Branch of I.M.A., in view of the medical educa- 
tion needs of Andhras, strongly urges on the Government and 
University that under no circumstances should the Guntur 
Medical College schemes be dropped, delayed in progress or 
starved; and that the University authorities should take more 
helpful and realistic view of things, in view of post-war 
difficulties in organising Technical Colleges. 
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(b) This Council urges on the Government to provide 
adequate funds for equipments and buildings to bring it up 
to adequate standards to satisfy the Universities and Indian 
Medical Council and to expedite the execution of the scheme. 

(c) This Council urges on the Government to sc!ect com- 
petent Andhra Medical Graduates and encourage them to 
qualify themselves for teaching posts in Andhra and Cuatur 
Medical Colleges, if necessary by deputing some of them to 
foreign studies. 

(d) The Provincial Council is in favour of more economical 
estimates for public buildings in future, the Counci! strongly 
feels that long neglected pending schemes like the Ardhra 
Medical College and K. G. Hospital, Vizagapatam expansion 
and improvement schemes, should not be suspended cr delayed 
in execution pending any contemplated review and revision of 
new schemes.

Resolutions: (1)This Association notes with regret, the 
marked disparity in the revised scale of pay of the L. F. 
Municipal and Govt. Sub-Asstt. Surgeons inspite of the quali- 
fication, the type of work and living condition remaining the 
same, for all categories. It is unfortunate that the present 
revised scale of pay for the L. F. and Municipal Doctors fall 
far short of the scale of pay that existed prior to 1933 revision 
(which was 75-5-175—200 Selection Grade, as against the 
suggested revision which is 80-5-150 whereas the suggested 


revision for Govt. Sub-Asstt. Surgeons is 100-5-230). Inspite 
of the fact that the living index has risen upto 210 points, 
the Govt. seems to have shown a partiality in the scale of pay 
only in favour of the Govt. hands and have been unfair to the 
Municipal and L. F. hands. 

The Association requests the Govt. to order sanction of 
the Bonus to the Local Board and Municipal Employees as 
was recently done in the case of Govt. servants. 

The Association sincerely hopes that the Government will 
remove the disparity at an early date and thus ensure a uniform 
standard of pay both for the Government Local Fund and 
Municipal Doctors, as existed before the 1933 revision. 

Resolved to appoint a committee of five with powers to 
co-opt, to devise ways and means of improving the finances 
of the Association. The following were unanimously recom- 
mended to form the Committee :— 

(1) Dr. T. S. Shetty. (2) Dr. Muthia. (3) Dr. Sundare- 
san. (4) Dr. A. Jabbar. (5) Dr. S. Janakiraman. 

The Secretary was authorised to communicate the copies 
of the resolution 1 to the Surgeon General, Secretary to the 
Minister for Education and Public Health, District Medical 
Officer, Ramnad, Special Officer, Ramnad Dt. Board and to 
the sister medical association in the province. 

After the resolutions were passed, the President had 
urgently to go to Ramnad, and the Vice-President Dr. T. S. 
Shetty took the chair. 

Dr. V. Ramakrishnan spoke elaborately on Some aspects 
of Diabetes which was followed by a discussion. 

It was announced that Dr. S. V. Joseph, Civil Asstt. 
Surgeon Divaganga had invited the Association to have its 
next monthly meeting at Divaganga.

mn PROVINCIAL BRANCH—Ist Annual Report 
47): 

History—Indian Medical Association’s Central Council 
has, many years ago, divided Bombay Province into three 
divisions wviz., (1) Bombay and around, (d#) Gujarat and 
Kathiawar and (iii) Maharastra & Karnatak, with a right to 
have a separate Provincial Branch for each of the divisions. 
Maharastra & Karnatak formed their Provincial Branch 
many years ago and held their Annual Conferences. Gujarat 
and Kathiawar started their Provincial Branch three years ago. 
Maharastra & Karnatak Branch has over 20 local Branches 
under their jurisdiction. The Gujarat & Kathiawar has in 
their area 14 Local Branches, 
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In the early part of 1945 it was thought that time had 
arrived when the Bombay Provincial Branch should be formed. 
Members of Bombay Branch and of the Bombay West 
Suburban Branch of the I.M.A. were consulted informally and 
the subject was discussed. The Bombay Branch at its meeting 
held in April 1945 passed a resolution on the necessity of starting 

a Branch and authorised their Hon. Secretary to move 
in the matter and to approach the Bombay West Suburban 
Branch With a favourable response from the sister Branch 
a joint meeting of the Managing Committee of both branches 
was held and broad bases on which a Provincial Branch could 
be formed, were laid down which were subsequently accepted 
by the General Body of each Branch. 

At a joint meeting of both the Branches held on 
21-10-45 under the Chairmanship of Dr. N. A. Purandzre at 
the G. S. Medical College Lecture Hall the Bombay Provincial 
Branch was formed and its first Provincial Council was appointed. 
The C.C. gave this recognition at its meeting held at Amritsar 
on the 23rd December 1945. 

Constituent Branches—The Provincial Branch started with 
two constituent Branches, one more has been added to it during 
the course of this year. They are the following :— 

(1) Bombay Branch. (i?) Bombay West Suburban Branch. 
(iii) Ghatkoper Branch and has a total membership of about 350. 

Meetings—The Provincial Council met nine times for six 
ordinary meetings and two urgent meetings during the course 
of this year. 

Rules & Regulations—The Secretaries prepared a draft of 
rules and regulations which has been approved by the Provincial 
Council and will be placed before the 1st Annual Meeting for 
its approval and acceptance. 

Reorganisation of Rural Development Boards—The Govern- 
ment of Bombay announced in the Local Press on the 3lst May 
1946 their intention of reorganising the Rural Development 
Boards in the Districts with a view to take up on them people 
acquainted with the rural population and their problem. 

This branch approached the Government and not the 
minister in charge with a representation that if the Government 
took up on the Board the representatives of the I.M.A. District 
Branches, they will be very useful persons on the Board, as the 
medical men were more intimately connected with the rural 
population and had better opportunities of the study of their 
problems. Besides they had an advantage of the views of the 
members of their organisation. Unfortunately, the Government 
rejected our assistance offered with all the sincerity and 
usefulness. 

Health Survey & Development Committee—The Bombay 
Committee appointed by the C.C. of the I.M.A. submitted their 
views to the C.C. on the report of the Health Survey and 
Development Committee of the Government of India. 


The Bombay Provincial Branch requested the Government 
of Bombay to ask. 

(1) The Bombay Provincial Branch for its views in the 
matter, before the Government submitted their views either to 
the Health Minister Conference or to the Central Government. 

(2) To appoint a Committee with representatives of their 
Provincial Branch on it to prepare a comprehensive health 
plan for the Province of Bombay. 

The Government of Bombay was not in the mood to 
countenance either of the above suggestions. 

The three Provincial branches of the I.M.A. appointed 
a joint Comittee for the purpose and we hope that the Committee 
will soon take up the work. 

Drug Control Order—During the year under report the 
medical practitioners were exempted by the Government from 
Drug Control Order 1940. Thanks to the efforts of the repre- 
sentatives of the I.M.A. on the Central Advisory Committee for 
Drug Control Order one of whom was a member of this 
Branch. 

Pharmacy Bill—The Government of India sent to the 
I.M.A. the Pharmacy Bill for circulation and opinion. The 
I.M.A. appointed a special committee to study the bill and 
submit its recommendations. On the Committee was a big 
number of members from Bombay. This Committee held its 
meeting in Bombay and drew out its recommendations. These 
were subsequently submitted to the Government of Bombay. 
The Bill is not yet introduced in the Assembly. 
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Bombay Sales Tax Act, 1946—The Government of Bombay 
introduced “The Bombay Sales Tax Act 1946”, during the 
course of the year under report and made it applicable to the 
medical profession. The Bombay Provincial Branch raised a 
protest against this and against the officials interpretation of 
the sanctions of the Act classifying doctors as dealers. A 
representation was made to the Government and a deputation 
waited on the Sale Tax Commissioner but to no avail. The 
Minister in charge and members of the medical profession in the 
Bombay Legislative Assembly were approached at the time 
when amendments to the said Act were to be moved in the 
Assembly. The Finance Minister referred the matter to the 
Government Legal Remembrancer whe opined that medical 
profession could not be classified as Dealers. We are thankful 
to Dr. Alboum De’Souza who took up this question on our 
behalf with Finance Minister in the Assembly. The following 
was the Government reply on our representation in the matter: 
—“Doctors by virtue of their dispensing medicine, against be 
said to carry on the “Business” of selling or supplying goods 
and consequently to be “Dealers” within the meaning of 
Section 2(c) of the Bombay Sales Tax Act 1946”. 

The Bombay Provincial Branch has approached the 
Government and the Special Committee appointed by the Govt. 
of Bombay to get exempted from the Sales Tax a certain 
number of drugs, dressings etc. which are essential and of 
very common use. The Bombay Provincial Council advised 
the members of the Medical Profession and specially the 
members of the I.M.A. that in view of the noble tradition of 
the profession, they should not recover from their patients the 
Sales Tax paid by them on the purchases of drugs, dressings 
etc. 

Indian Nursing Council Bill—Another important bill 
referred to the Bombay Provincial Branch by the Government 
of Bombay was the Indian Nursing Council Bill to be introduced 
in the Central Legislative Assembly. A special Sub-committee 
was appointed and on the report of that sub-committee, the 
Provincial Council submitted its recommendations on the said 
Bill both to the Government of Bombay and to the Central 
Government. 

Doctor Volunteers—The Government of Bombay appealed 
to the Bombay Provincial and its Constituent Branches for 
doctor volunteers for work in the emergency Hospitals the 
Government was comtempating to start in the famine affected 
areas in the Province. The response from the members of 
the Branches was spontaneous and encouraging. Fortunately 
the crises was tided over by the Government, and there arose no 
necessity to start such hospital. 

Telephone Charges—On request from many members of 
the Branch to move in the matter of increase in the rate of 
the telephone charges and withdrawal of concession to the 
members of the medical profession, an approach was made to 
the management of the Department. Ultimately it was decided 
not to take any action in the matter. 

Coordination of the three Provincial Branches—The 
existence of three Provincial Branches in the Province of 
Bombay, each working independently of the other has not 
been found very convenient for efficiently dealing with various 
problems affecting the Province as a whole and in pressing 
the Government for recognition of the I.M.A. in the Province 
and securing representation on various Government and the 
Committees. This Branch drew the attention of the other 
Provincial Branches to these difficulties. On getting an 
appreciative response to our move a special committee is now 
appointed to study the problem and make its recommendations. 

Association Matter—(i) Opinion was tendered on the 
amendments of the rules and regulations of the I.M.A. and 
various other matters pertaining to the I.M.A. 

(ii) Putting up candidates for Election—A circular was 
issued by the Head Office asking the opinion of the Branches 
whether the I.M.A. and its branches should put up candidates 
for various kinds of elections or support candidates who may 
be members of the I.M.A. at such elections. The Bombay 
Provincial Branch tendered the following opinions :— 

The Bombay Provincial Branch of the I.M.A. is of the 
opinion that it is beyond the scope of the objects of the I.M.A. 
as laid down in its constitution for any of its branches whether 
Provincial or Local either to put up candidates or to take 
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sides officially of any candidates for any election other than 
these for offices of the I.M.A. and its Branches. It will be 
detrimental to the interest of the Association as it will adversely 
affect cooperation between the members and will serve as a 
set back to the growth of the Association. 


This proved to be a correct guide as it was found that a 
big majority of the Branches submitted similar views. 

(iit) Publication of a journal by a Branch—Opinion of 
this Branch was asked by the Head Office whether it was 
advisable for any Branch to conduct a journal or a Bulletin 
of its own, when the I.M.A. is running its own journal. This 
Branch endorsed the opinion of the working Committee of the 
I.M.A. 


(iv) Working Committee—As the Branch took active part 
in the affairs of the I.M.A. one of our members was invariably 
nominated by the President of the I.M.A., on the Working 
Committee. According to the new rules in force from January 
1947, this Branches has a right to elect one member on the 
Working Committee. The Bombay Provincial Council at 
one of its meetings elected Dr. Chamanlal Mehta to the 
Working Committee of the I.M.A. for the year 1947. In future 
this election will be done at the time of the Annual General 
Meeting. 

(v) Efforts were made to start new Branches within the 
area of jurisdiction of this Provincial Branch. As already 
referred to a Branch has been formed at Ghatkoper. 


(vi) Members of the Bombay~ Branch responded to the 
appeal of the Hon. Gen. Secretary, 1.M.A. for fund for Noakhali 
and Bihar medical relief and for the Research fund of the 
I.M.A. and for doctor Volunteers. 


(vii) It attended to inquires and letters seeking guidance 
from some of the Branches of the I.M.A., within the Bombay 
Province and also to individual members of the Medical 
Profession. 


(viii) As a result of the enthusiasm imposed by the 
Bombay Provincial Branch members from Bombay attended 
the 23rd All India Medical Conference held at Madura during 
X’mas 1946. 


(ix) Invitation to 24th All-India Medical Conference— 
The Bombay Provincial Branch extended an invitation to the 
I.M.A. to hold its 24th Session of the All-India Medical 
Conference in Bombay. The I.M.A. has accepted our invitation 
and the 24th All India Medical Conference will be held in 
Bombay during the X’mas 1947.

The first Annual General Meeting of the Bombay Provin- 
cial Branch I.M.A. was held 2-3-47 immediately after the 
proceedings of the Bombay Branch Annual Meeting were over 
at the Mongini Restaurant, Churchgate Street, Bombay 1. 

53 Members were present. 


Dr. N. A. Purandare was in the Chair. 


The notice of the meeting was read by the Hon. Provincial 
Secretary. 


The 1st Annual Report of the Bombay Provincial Branch 
for 1945-46 was adopted. 


As full information could not be received from the Bombay 
Branch about the number of members on their roll and the 
amount due to the Bombay Provincial Branch, the accounts 
could not be made up. The Hony. Provincial Secretary 


‘promised to submit the statement of income and expenditure 


for 1945-46 at the time of the election meeting. The House 
gave the permission. 

The draft of rules and regulations for the Bombay Provin- 
cial Branch as submitted to the house was adopted. 

(4) Dr. B. B. Yodh inquired why “no. iii” was retained 
in Clause 3. The Secretary informed the House it was a 
typist’s mistake and that it would be deleted. 


(ii) Dr. B. B. Yodh said that there should be no scope 
for direct members in the constitution and moved an amend- 
ment that the refereence to direct members in Clause 4 be 
deleted. Dr. B. R. Nayen seconded the proposition. 
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Dr. Chamanlal Mehta explained that as long as there were 
areas like Bandra and Kurla under the Bombay Provincial 
Branch’s jurisdiction and which had no Local Branches and 
could not go under existing Local Branches, the clause about 
the direct members was necessary. Dr. C. S. Thakkar 
explained the implication of this Clause in details. It was 
agreed that a defination of a direct member will be included 
as a clause 4a. 


Dr. B. B. Yodh withdrew his amendment. 


(iii) Dr. B. B. Yodh suggested that in clause 6 B. Replace 
“1 to 20” for “first 20”. This was accepted by Dr. Chamanlal 
Mehta. 

The original draft with alterations as suggested by 
Dr. Yodh in clauses 4 and 6 B was put to vote and carried 
unanimously. 

Dr. Purandare delivered his speech in which he described 
the various activities the Bombay Provincial Branch took up 
during the year under report and how much work the Branch 
did for the members of the profession. 


We exhorted the members present to increase the 
membership and to take active part in the affairs of the 
Association. It was upto them to keep the office busy. He 
thanked the Hon. Secretaries and the members of the Managing 
Committee for their cooperation and help in the work of the 
Bombay Provincial Branch. Aiter India has attained complete 
independence, Indian Medical Association will have to work on 
the same lines as B.M.A. does in its own country. 


Dr. Chamanlal Mehta informed the House that in order 
to have better study of the problems and take united actions 
on them by the three Provincial Branches of the I.M.A. in 
Bombay Province, an approach was made by the Bombay 
Provincial Branch to the other two Provincial Branches to 
form a Coordination Committee. The basic principle is 
accepted by the Maharashtra-Karnatak and Gujarat-Kathiawar 
Provincial Branches. Details about the working will soon 
be settled. 


BIHAR PROVINCIAL BRANCH—Resolutions passed at 
the Bid id Provincial Medical Conference held at Dhanbad 
on 5- 


This house records its deep sense of sorrow at the sad 
and tragic death of Prof. Abdul Bari, the President of the 
Bihar Provincial Congress Committee, the popular leader and 
a friend of the poor especially at the most critical time of the 
country when his services were urgently necessary. This house 
sends its heartfelt condolence to the bereaved family. This 
Conference places on record the sad and untimely and sudden 
death of Dr. V. N. Vyas, Lucknow, Dr. A. T. Sinha, Patna, 
Dr. N. C. Sinha, Muzaffarpur and Dr. Abdur Rahim, Bhagalpur. 


Resolved that a copy of this resolution be sent to their 
es. 


1. Resolved that proper authorities should be requested to 
depute five medical men from Bihar selected by a committee 
of medical men in which Indian Medical Association should 
be adequately represented for instruction in Industrial Concerns 
particularly in America to familarize themselves in diseases 
peculiar to such industries which already exist in Bihar and 
are likely to spring up in Bihar in future. Study in the 
following are suggested—diseases and accidents in machine 
manufactures—including automobiles—for manufactures of 
chemicals and metal alloys, for manufacture of fertilizers 
chemicals, for accidents peculiar to work in inanufacture of 
electric goods (dynamos and voltage plants) for manufacture 
of synthetics and plastics, and for diseases and accidents 
peculiar to work in mines of mica and coal. 


2. This Conference resolves that the Government be 
moved to adopt im toto standards for labourers dwellings with 
additional compound walls as suggested in the Bhore Com- 
mittee Report for each labourer’s dwelling and other amenities 
which may be conducive to the health of the labourer. 


3. This Conference recognizes that the services of ancillary 
bodies like Nurses, Sanitary Inspectors, Midwives etc. and 
voluntary social workers are necessary components of health 
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organisation and require every encouragement to perform their 
work satisfactorily. 

4. This Conference resolves that it is detrimental to the 
interests of medical education and injustice to the Licentiates 
in trying to discontinue the condensed M.B.B.S. course intro- 
duced on the recommendation of the Indian Medical Council 
by the University and requests the authorities concerned to 
maintain status quo for the benefit of both the medical practi- 
tioners and the public. 

It further resolved that they should be granted facilities 
such as stipends, scholarships, study leave, etc., according to 
circumstances. 

5. This Conference urges the authorities that in order to 
help the Legislature in matters relating to public health and 
other medical problems the members of the medical profession 
should also have a say: With this object in view, one seat 
should be alloted to the Bihar Branch of the Indian Medical 
Association in the same way as certain other Associations are 
represented on the Bihar Legislature. } 

6. Resolved that in the interests of Public Health pfoper 
authorities be approached for affording facilities for free 
laboratory examinations to the public for infectious and 
communicable diseases at Government and Bodies 
Laboratories. 

7. This Conference resolves that in view of dearth of 
trained compounders Government be requested to expedite the 
Pharmacy Act and training of Pharmacists. Meanwhile, the 
existing training centres for compounders should increase the 
number of seats for training as also authorise bonatide Private 
Dispensaries managed by Registered Medical Practitioners to 
train such candidates as before for the diploma or certificate 
examination of the Government. 

8. This Conference congratulates the Government of 
Bihar for appointing the Bihar Health Development Committee 
and requests the Government to publish the recommendations 
for consideration of the Bihar Branch of the Indian Medical 
Association at an early date. To expedite matters an advance 
copy may kindly be supplied to Bihar Branch of the Indian 
Medical Association. 

9. This Conference congratulates Madras Government for 
appointing a member of the Provincial Services as Surgeon- 
General and requests the Government of Bihar to follow this 
progressive policy. 
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10. This Conference thanks the Government of Bihar for 
accepting the principle of elected President for the Bihar and 
Orissa Council of Medical Registration. It further con- 
gratulates Dr. R. Saran, the first non-official President (elected). 

11. Resolved that proper authorities be approached for 

extending adequate Medical and Public Health arrangements 
to combat and prevent diseases in all Labour Areas (Kodarma 
etc., particularly mica mines). 
_ 12. This Conference resolves that for the proper preven- 
tive and curative medical help of tuberculosis new sanatoria 
and well equipped special hospitals should be started in suit- 
able areas, the present arrangement being wholly inadequate. 


13. This Conference requests the Government of Bihar 
to fix up certain standards for Atta (wheat etc.) as in other 
provinces, U.P., Punjab and North Western Frontier Province, 
in respect of percentages of gluten. 

14. In order to stimulate research on various subjects ot 
medical and public health interests, Government may be 
requested to appoint whole time research workers in the Medical 
and Public Health Departments with adequate remuneration. 


15. Resolved that Local Government be requested to include 
at least one member in Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Advisory Committee, Dhanbad Local Board, Dhanbad Hospital 
Committee and Jharia Mines Board of Health irom the Jharia 
Branch of the Indian Medica! Association. 

16. Resolved that minimum salary of the whole time 
Medical Othcers in the Mines should be Rs. 250|- p.m. with 
other iacilities as meted out to other officials of the colonies and 
the part time salary should be Rs. 100 to 250|- minimum. 

17. Resolved that the present system of inspection of 
Colliery Dispensaries by non-medical men such as Sanitary 
Inspectors should be immediately stopped and be replaced by 
qualified medical men.

ject, although the matter was extremely ‘important for the 
future of the province. 


The Working Committee considered these answers in 
detail and most of them agree with the views of this Com- 
mittee as expressed in the Circular No. U.P. 28/46-47 dated 
January 8, 1447, item No. (wv), the Provincial Working Com- 
mittee reiterates its views as expressed in the Circular mentioned 
and directed the representative of this provincial branch on 
the committee to press these views in the committee for final 
adoption. in addition to these views the committee agrees 
with the suggestion made by Dr. Daya Nidhan of Azemgarh 
regarding tne appointments of Police Surgeons in various 
places and our representative should press this point also in 
the committee for adoption. ‘ 


Consideration of the replies received from the branches on 
the question of requisition of services of the Medical Practi- 
tioners during Epidemics—The Provincial Working Com- 
mittee again ieel very disappointed that on this important ques- 
tion also only 5 branches have responded to this othce Cir- 
cular No. U.P. 21/46-47 dated Dec. 29, 1946 although the 
matter is very important as far as the independent Medical 
Proiession is concerned. Aiter going through’ these answers 
from 5 branches, the Provincial Working Committee reiterates 
its opinion as expressed in this office Circular No. U.P. 18/46-47 
dated Dec. 24, 1946 item No. (1). The Provincial Working 
Committee again wants to make it clear that it is opposed to 
the differences in payment on the principle of graduates and 
Licentiates and the Provincial Secretary has already made this 
point clear again to the Government in his reply to the G.O. 
No. 1287/X1V-345-44 dated Lucknow October 12, 1946 on this 
subject. The Committee hopes that the Government will alter 
their decision on this question in difierence to the unanimous 


‘request of this Association. 


Government Reply to the Memorandum submitted by this 
Association on various reforms in Medical and Public Health 
Departments—This Memorandum has already been circulated 
to all our branches in this office Circular No. U.P. 5/46-47 
dated Nov. 4, 1946. 


The Government has now replied to the various questions 
raised by this Association in the Memorandum. The reply 
was considered by the Committee. One or two points were 
not clear and the Secretary was asked to write again to the 
Government on these points. 


The reply was noted. 


Government reply to Resolutions passed at Saharanpur 
Conference——The reply was noted. 

Headquarter Letter No. 280/13/46-47 dated January 18, 
1947. 

This concerned the collection of the history of various 
medical institutions and medical associations in the country. 

The Working Committee considered the question and 
was in favour of its adoption. The Secretary was asked to 
inform the Head Office accordingly. 


Capt. S. K. Chowdhuri’s letter on bogus Remedies on 
various Epidemic Diseases——Capt. Chowdhuri had drawn atten- 
tion to various quack remedies being advertised whenever any 
epidemic spreads. The Working Committee was of opinion 
that the local branches should counteract such false advertise- 
ments by issuing propaganda leaflets at the times of the 
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epidemic explaining to the public what they should do to meet 
the epidemics. 

Capt. S. K. Chowdhuri’s letter on mass cataract operations. 
—Capt. Chowdhuri had drawn attention to the Blind Relief 
Camps that are organised without proper scientific control 
before and after the operations. 

The Working Committee considered the letter and was 
of opinion that these camps are not proper and are unscientific 
and they should be stopped, unless proper precautions and after- 
care can be guaranteed. 


Letter from Honorary General Secretary of I.M.A. on the 
question of Indigenous systems of Medicine.—This letter was 
read by the Secretary and discussed. The Committee was of 
opinion that the Headquarters of the I.M.A. should lead 
evidence before the Committee appointed by the Government 
of India on this subject and that this Provincial Branch was 
in favour of a solution on the lines suggested by the Provincial 
Secretary in his note on the subject, a copy of which has 
been sent by him to the General Secretary already. 


Application of Office Clerk—The Secretary read out the 
application of the clerk for leave on the plea of illness. The 
Secretary explained that he had thoroughly examined the clerk 
on the 16th February and had failed to find any appreciable 
disease and that latterly his work has been unsatisfactory. The 
Committee decided that no further ieave for sickness should 
be granted and that he must rejoin his work at once, other- 
wise the leave will be without pay and that the Secretary 
should inform him accordingly in writing. 


Workmen’s State Insurance Bill—The Secretary read out 
the letters on this subject received from the Headquarter and, 
the opinion given by the 1.M.A. on the bill. The Committee 
agreed with the opinion given, but decided to point out the 
Head Office that this office received this very late to give any 
Provincial Branch opinion on the subject. 


Resolutions passed at the last Provincial Medical Con- 
ference held at Musaffarnagar—The Secretary informed that. 
the Resolutions had already been circulated to all Local 
Branches under this Provincial Office vide Provincial Office 
Circular No. U.P. 25/46-47 dated January 2, 1947. Copies of 
Resolutions had also been submitted to the various Govern- 
ment Departments for their consideration. 

The action taken by the Secretary was approved. 


The President entertained the members to a nice tea. 


’ Circular No. U.P. 35/46-47 of the U.P. Provincial Branch, 
dated March 18, 1947 issued to the Secretaries of all Local 
Branches under the Provincial Office on the Subject ‘Vacancy 
in U.P. Medical Council’. 

Dear Sir, 


The following Notification fo the U.P. Medical Council 
is circulated herewith for the information of the branches and 
their members. 

No. 1395/C-34.—Notice is hereby given to the electorate 
specified in clause (g), sub-section (1) of section 4 of the 
United Provinces Medical Act, as amended by the United 
Provinces Medical (Amendment) Act V of 1922 and IV of 
1931, that a vacancy will occur in the Medical Council on July 
9, 1947, due to the expiry of the term of office of Rao Saheb 
Dr. Chaudhri Nardeo Singh Verma, w.m.p. (eligible for 
re-election). They are required to elect a member of the 
Council not later than July 9, 1947. 


Candidates for election should be nominated by means of 
nomination papers, which will be supplied to electors on applica- 
tion to the Registrar of the Medical Council at his office in 
Lucknow. 

Nomination papers duly subscribed by two electors as 
proposer and seconder should be returned to the Registrar of 
the Medical Council (the Returning Officer) on or before 12 
noon. on April 23, 1947, shall be rejected. The Returning 
Officer who is the Registrar of the Council, will, under the 
rules for subsequent elections, scrutinise and examine the 
nomination papers of all candidates which have been received 
by him as aforesaid at the office of the Registrar, United Pro- 
vinces Medical Council, Lucknow, at 12 noon on April 23, 1947, 
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In the event of more than one candidate being nominated 
to fill the vacancy, voting papers will be issued to all the 
registered electors concerned not later than June 18, 1947. Any 
elector who does not receive his voting paper by that date 
should apply for it to the Returning Officer. All voting papers 
duly filled in must reach the returning officer at the office of the 
Registrar, United Provinces Medical Council at Lucknow, not 
later than 11 a.m. on July 9, 1947, on which date and time 
they will be examined by him and the result of the election 
declared.

Fifth meeting for the year 1946-47 of the Working Com- 
mittee of the U.P. Provincial Branch Council held on 25-3-47 
at 5 p.m. at the residence of Dr. H. Hukku, Lucknow, with 
Dr. H. Hukku, President, in the chair: 

Pa The President entertained the members present to a very 
e tea. 

Proceedings of the last meeting of the Working Com- 
mittee, held on 18-2-47 at Lucknow were confirmed. 

To consider the situation in Pilibhit Branch—The Sec- 
retary read out the letters of the Secretary of the Pilibhit 
Branch. The Committee after due consideration come to the 
conclusion that the four Doctors who were brought into the 
meeting without having been members before, were not entitled 
to vote and the Provincial Secretary was asked to inform the 
Secretary of Pilibhit Branch accordingly. 


The Provincial Working Committee is of opinion that to 
avoid such situation as arose at Pilibhit, every branch—big 
or small must have a written set of Rules, and the Work- 
ing Committee requests all branches under this Provincial 
Office to form their Branch Rules as soon as possible, if they 
have not got them already and to send copies to this office 
for record. Every branch is further requested to inform this 
office by June 30, 1947, regarding the action taken by them. 
Some model Rules will be supplied to the branches by this 
Provincial Office on request, which can be adapted to local 
needs. 

Consideration of the U.P. Homoeopathic Medicine Bill, 
1947-—The Provincial Secretary informed the Committee that 
the U.P. Homeceopathic Bill had been presented to U.P. Legis- 
lative Assembly and published in the U.P. Government 
Gazette for Saturday March 8, 1947 Part vi. for opinion to 
be sent before April 1, 1947. The Secretary read out the 
important clauses. The Bill was thoroughly discussed and the 
Secretary was asked to forward the following criticism to the 
Government on the Bill for their consideration. 


1. That Homoeopathy is not recognised anywhere in the 
world officially—not even in Germany, where it originated and 
in England or U.S.A. where it is said to have flourished. 
There is a well known Homoeopathic Hospital in London, 
where every Doctor employed is M.B., B.S., to begin with and 
later leaves Homoeopathy as a post graduate study and then 
is employed by the Hospital. Thus it will be seen that a 
proper scientific grounding is given to Doctors before they 
become Homoeopaths. In U.S.A. also there are regular 5 
years’ Courses in some of the Universities, which must be 
passed before any one is allowed to practise Homeopathy. 


2. The Homoeopaths as they exist in India to-day. are 
not found anywhere in the world. Of hundreds of Homoeo- 
paths practising Homoeopathy in Lucknow (for example) 
to-day, there are only two Doctors who are regularly qualified. 

3. 95 per cent of present day Homoeopaths have had no 
basic scientific education at all. To recognise them officially 
by the state as full pledged doctors will be nothing short of 
criminal. 

4. In clause 3 of the Bill equal rights and privileges have 
been claimed with Registered Practitioners of scientific medi- 
cine (the word “Allopath” is wrongly used and is a misnomer 
and should not be officially used). This privilege cannot be 
granted by the state, as Homeopathy has only Therapeutics 
and Materia Medica but no Surgery, Gynecology and Mid- 
wifery or Ophthalmology. They do not have any Pathology 
in the modern sense, nor has Homeopathy developed any 
public health or preventive side, and therefore, at least, they 
can only be allowed to treat medical cases and not dabble in 
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surgery, post mortems, medicolegal work or public health and 
control of epidemics. This should be specifically laid down 
in this clause. 


5. It has often been claimed that Homoeopathy is tem- 
peramentally or climatically better suited to India than the 
Scientific Medicine. This cannot be proved on any facts and 
is a misrepresentation, as Homoeopathy was born in Germany 
and developed there and in England and U.S.A. and therefore, 
it has also been developed in the same climates as the modern 
Scientific Medicines. Besides the medicines used by Homoeo- 
paths are practically the same as those used by followers of 
Scientific Medicine, only they are used in different doses and 
methods. There is no original work of Indian Homceopaths 
and they have only copied the formule developed in Germany, 
England or U.S.A. Besides, the Modern Scientific Medicine 
has been used in climates much worse than India and used 
successfully. Therefore, the claim of superiority on the basis 
of temperament or climate cannot be sustained by known facts. 


6. The Bill should be postponed for the present and 
enquiries should be instituted by the Government regarding 
the training and privileges of Homceopaths in other advanced 
countries like Germany,‘ France, U.K., U.S.A. and U.S.S.R., 
and then the Bill should be modified in the light of such 
information. 


7. In any case, a minimum period of 5 years training 
should be laid down by law for future Homoeopaths and they 
should be required to possess a minimum training in elementary 
sciences before admission and must have proper. training in 
Basic Medical sciences also during the course of their training. 
The Homoeopathic Colleges should be properly equipped with 
laboratories and training facilities and facilities for dissection 
of Human bodies. 


8. As for the present Homoeopaths, everyone who has 
been practising for last 4 years should not be registered. 
Certain additional criteria must be laid down by law before 
the State officially entrusts the lives of human beings to their 
—_- These criteria should include the following points among 
others :-— 


(a) That he has undergone a proper course of training 
at some properly run Homoeopathic College and not obtained 
a =— merely by correspondence or has no qualification 
at all. 

(b) That he does not practise Homceopathy merely as 
a hobby but practises it as profession. There are innumerable 
lawyers, office clerks, school masters, shopkeepers, etc., who 
practise Homceopathy merely as a hobby by purchasing a 
compendium box or as a side show to their main profession. 
Such people must not be registered as Homoeopaths even if 
they have practised it more than 4 years. 


9. No Homoeopath who is not a registered Homoeopath 
(after the Bill has been passed and enforced) should be allowed 
to use the word “Doctor” as a prefix before his name. 


10. The Homeeopath degrees must not simulate the 
degrees of Scientific Medicines in any way. They should be 
quite separate and distinct, so that the public may be able to 
distinguish between the two. 


11. That practice of Homoeopathy must be confined to 
their own Pharmacopoeia and Homoeopaths must not use drugs 
of modern scientific medicine, particularly the poisons, in whose 
use they are not trained. A schedule of such poisons is 
already available and this must be revised from time to time 
and kept up-to-date, nor should Homoeopaths use modern 
injections, or allowed to operate or give anesthesia, as th® 
are not trained in those lines. 


12. In the opinion of this Association the best thing 
would be to run common Medical Colleges by the Government 
and to teach Homoeopathic Therapeutics and Materia Medica 
either as an alternative to the Scientific Medicine and Materia 
Medica or as a post graduate course. Medical Colleges are 
expensive institutions to equip and to run and if separate 
Homoeopathic Colleges are established and properly equipped 
by the Government, then the cost may be prohibitive; and may 
be impossible to Tun at all if they are left to private efforts, 
such private institutions as are run at present are not at all 
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satisfactory and cannot be called Medical Colleges by any 
stretching of the word. 

Consideration of the U.P. Government Notification regard- 
ing the appointment of a Committee to enquire into Ayurvedic 
and Unani Medical Systems—The Secretary read out the 
Government Notification No. 918/V-1345-46 dated March 6, 
1947 on the above subject as published in the U.P. Govern- 
ment Gazette of Saturday, March 8, 1947, Part VIII. 


The Committee after discussion came to the following 
conclusion :— 

1. That Government of India has appointed a similar 
committee and that the local Government should wait for the 
report of the Government of India Committee before appointing 
its own Committee. 

2. That if the Provincial Committee is allowed to work 
in spite of the above suggestions then the following points 
should be satisfactorily dealt. 


(a) Ayurvedic and Hikmat medicines should be stand- 
ardised and a proper Pharmacopoeia made of such drugs. 


(b) A Herbarium of Ayurvedic and Hikmat drugs must 
be established at an early date. 


(c). Minimum Basic education must be laid down by 
modern standards. 
(d) A minimum course of 5 years should be gone through. 


(e) Ayurvedic and Hikmat Colleges should be properly 
equipped with Laboratories in Basic Sciences. 


(f) Ayurvedists and Hakims must not use the _various 
poisons and injections of the Modern Scientific medicine in 
which they are not trained, nor allowed to give anesthesia. 


(g) Ayurvedists and Hakims used the word Vaidya or 
Hakim as prefix and not the word “Doctor”. 


(h) The best solution would be to have common Medical 
Colleges with Ayurvedic and Hikmat as alternative subjects 
or as post graduate subjects. This will ensure proper training 
in other subjects, as also proper Research in Ayurvedic and 
Hikmat drugs in the well equipped Pharmacological Labora- 
tories available there. Separate well equipped institutions will 

very expensive to equip and to maintain and are beyond 
the scope of private charity except only in exceptional cases, 
if modern high standards of training are to be maintained. In 
this connection, the Provincial Secretary was asked to for- 
ward a copy of his modified note on the subject to the Govern- 
ment and to the Committee for their serious consideration. 


Central Circulars— 
A. No. 4/46-47 dated February 19, 1947. 


1. Item rt Dr. S. C. Sen’s Amendments.—This Provincial 
Branch has already considered Dr. Sen’s amendments (vide 
Hg. Circular No. C-16/45-46 dated 31-5-46). The attention of 
the Head Office and of the Branches is drawn to this Provin- 
cial Branch Circular No. U.P. 52/45-46 dated 1-7-46 item 
No. (vii) 4 on pages 2 and 3, of the Circular to this Pro- 
vincial Office letter No. 948/98/45-46 dated 1-7-46, addressed 
to Headquarters. 


2. Item 2 Dr. P. K. Guha’s amendments—This Pro- 
vincial Branch has already considered Dr. Guha’s amendments 
(vide H.Q. Circular No. C-22/45-46 dated 23-9-46). The 
attention of the Head Office and of the Branches is drawn to 
this Provincial Branch Circular No. U.P. 7/46-47 dated 6-11-46, 
item No. (viii) on page 2 of the circular and to this Pro- 
vincial letter to the H.Q. No. .120/98/46-47 dated 12-11-46. 


3. Item 3 Dr. P.A.S. Raghavan’s Resolution—This Pro- 
vincial Branch is strongly opposed to this resolution. This 
will lead to the dismemberment of the Branches as at least 
a good many members having once paid the central subscrip- 
tion and being assurued of their copies of the journal may 
not care to separately pay the local Branches subscriptions. 
This is the experience of the All India Licentiates’ Associa- 
tion, where this system prevails and has resulted in practical 
disappearance of at least a great many of their local branches 
excepting probably on paper. 

4. Item 4 on Indigenous systems of Medicine —This 
Provincial Branch has every sympathy for these, but intensive 
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research is required to be carried out on modern lines to get 
the best out of them and to form one Indian Pharmacopoeia. 
In this connection, the Provincial Secretary is required to draw 
the attention of the Headquarters to Provincial Secretary’s 
note on the subject and our opinion on U.P. Committee on the 
subject, copies of both of which may be submitted to Head- 
quarters also for their information. 


B. No. 5/46-47 dated February 19, 9147——The attention 
of local Branches is drawn to this Circular and particularly to 
Items 1, 2, 3, 5, 6 and 7. In future the instructions contained 
in these paras must be strictly adhered to by all local branches. 


In connection with para 2 (increase of C.F.C.)-. please 
note that the increase will apply with effect from next 
Financial year of the Indian Medical Association, i.c., from 
October 1, 1947. 


The C.F.C. for U.P. Branch will be Rs. 7/- per member 
per year payable in advance every year in October. 


The Working Committee has carefully reconsidered the 
Provincial Surcharge of Re. 1/- per year per member payable 
in advance along with the rest of the C.F.C., and has come to 
the conclusion that for efficient discharge of the duties of this 
office, this surcharge must be maintained, as every thing has 
gone up in price and expenses have increased great deal. 


In addition, clerks are now not available on the pay which 
was originally laid down in 1944, necessitating increase in the 
scale of his pay as explained below under item 

The Provincial Secretary will issue a special Circular on 
the subject later in the year. 


Headquarters letter No. 422/15/46-47 dated 24-2-47——The 
Provincial Secretary read out the letter. The Working Com- 
mittee disagreed with the interpretation of the Honorary Joint 
Secretary of the Headquarters regarding the substitute dele- 
gates to the Central Working Committee and asked the 
Provncial Secretary to write accordingly to the Headquarters. 


Resolutions of Hyderabad Deccan Provincial Branch and 
of Andhra Provincial Branch noted. This Provincial Branch 
has already taken necessary steps in the subjects referred to 
in these Resolutions. 


Next (XIII) U.P. Provincial Medical Conference-—The 
Provincial Secretary read the invitation of the Basti Branch 
and decided to accept the same. The Provincial Secretary was 
asked to inform the Basti Branch accordingly, so as to pro- 
= with the necessary arrangements. The dates will be fixed 
ater. 


Ballia & Jhansi Branch complaints—These complaints 
from both branches referred to Requisition of Services of 
Independent Practitioners by the District Magistrates under 
the Epidemic Diseases Act and the irregularities committed by 
authorities in this connection. 


The Branches are asked by Provincial Working Committee 
to fully co-operate in the matter as the condition of Plague 
epidemic is not at all satisfactory and the Provincial Secretary 
was asked to refer to the Government the difficulties of the 
Practitioners. 


The question of Office Clerk—The Provincial Secretary 
explained to the Committee the difficulty with the office clerk 
since December 1946 and how he completely left in February 
1947, so that without a clerk for 3 months, arrears have col- 
lected and office work is very unsatisfactory, to which difficulty 
was added the Secretary’s recent serious illness for over 
month. The main difficulty in the way of obtaining a proper 
clerk is pay, as the living has gone up and it is not at all 
possible to secure a decent clerk on the present scale of pay 
offered by the Association. And the work of Association is 
now so much that a part time clerk cannot cope with it. 


After good deal of consideration, it was decided to raise 
the scale of pay of the clerk to Rs. 60-5-90 E.B.5-120 with 
D.A. 20 per cent of pay at the discretion of the Working 
Committee. The Provincial Secretary was also authorised to 
~. - initial higher salary in case a really capable man was 
available. 


New Branch—tThe Secretary informed the Committee that 
a new branch had been opened at Pauri in Garhwal under this 
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Provincial Office. and that all preliminary formalities had been 
completed. 
The Committee noted with pleasure and welcomed Garhwal 
friends to the fold of the Indian Medical Association.

Proceedings of the last Meeting of the Working Com- 
mittee held on Tuesday, March 25, 1947 at Lucknow.— 
Confirmed 


To consider the appointment of a new clerk and to 
regularise the payment to the old clerk—The Secretary ex- 
plained that the last clerk left without notice and after he 
had received the cheque for the previous month, but without 
signing the stamped receipt. The committee after considera- 
tion approved the action of the Provincial Secretary and passed 
the payment made by him. It was also suggested that the 
Secretary should try to obtain the signature of the clerk through 
his present employers, if possible, and also to inform the 
employer of his behaviour in leaving the job without notice. 


Government Notification No. 4-211/XV/(PH) dated April 
14, 1947 published in U.P. Gazette dated April 19, 1947.Part 
VIII, page 318—The Provincial Secretary asked permission 
to submit a note on the health conditions of Lucknow to the 
Committee, as the Health of Lucknow depended a gdod deal 
on its future planning and Development and Lucknow being 
the Capital of the Province was not a local question, but~a 
Provincial one. 

After discussion the Committee approved the suggestion 
of the Provincial Secretary. 


Amendments to U.P. Medical Council Act—The Secretary 
placed before the Committee the letter of the U.P. Government 
asking for suggestions of this Association for the Amendment 
of the U.P. Medical Council Act. 


The Secretary placed suggested amendments before the 
Committee, which after discussion and suitable amendments 
were adopted and the Provincial Secretary was asked to for- 
ward them to the Government for necessary action. The 
Secretary informed the Committee that even though the matter 
had been circulated to all Branches in U.P. not a single Branch 
had sent any suggestion on the subject. 


Amendments to the Dangerous Drugs Form.—The Sec- 
retary informed the Committee that after some correspondence, 
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the U.P. Government had agreed to consider our suggestion 
on the matter, and had asked this Provincial Office to send 
the suggested amendments. The matter had been circulated to 
All Branches in U.P. for their opinion but only three 
Branches had replied. The Working Committee considered the 
matter and after discussion, it was decided that the Provincial 
Secretary should send the following suggested amendments to 
the Local Government for their consideration and adoption :— 


1. That the first part of the form should show how much 
of a particular drug has been received and when it has been 
received and the Total of the drug. 


2. The disposal side should only show Total daily use 
of the particular drug and the balance. 


The patient’s signature is not possible in many cases, nor 
is it possible for a busy practitioner to enter all details for 
each individual treated. Besides, these details are not neces- 
sary as the original prescriptions are required to be preserved 
under the Rules for a certain period. 


Finally the independent profession has not given the Gov- 
ernment any cause for such suspicion as is shown by the 
introduction of this new Form by the Excise Commissioner 
without consulting this Association. 1I.G.C.H. can represent 
Government Medical Officers but he cannot be said to repre- 
sent the Independent Profession by any stretch of imagination. 
This Association further hopes that in future no orders affecting 
the meedical profession will be issued without first consulting 
this Association. 

Government Letter No. 65/XVI-345-1944 dated 18-4-47 on 
the question of Requisition of Services of Private Medical 
Practitioners during Epidemics—The Secretary read out the 
reply of the U.P. Government on this question in reply to two 
letters addressed by this Association. The Committee con- 
sidered the letter and after discussion decided to represent the 
following further points for the consideration of the Govern- 
ment arising from the reply of the Government. The numbers 
of paragraphs are the same as in the Government letter :— 


1. Para 4. This Association would again represent to 
the Government to raise a Reserve of Epidemic Officers in each 
District, as it would be simpler to call the Reserve Officers 
to duty, rather than requisition services without laying down 
any principles for the purpose. 


2. Item zr. Compensation in order to be of any use will 
have to be commensurate with the standard of living of the 
deceased and responsibilities he had towards his family at the 
time of death, and in this way Government will have to pay 
much nmiore than the amount Government will have to pay 
as Premium on an Insurance Policy particularly if the rates 
are specially settled by the Government with an Insurance Com- 
pany and the relations of the deceased may also get more 
money, than the Government may be willing to pay as 
compensation. Therefore, the Committee hopes that the 
Government will reconsider this matter. 


3. Item 2. The question of transport is a very difficult 
problem. If the Government is not in a position to provide 
the transport, how can the practitioner provide the same. 
Besides, in these days of dearness and scarcity, it is impossible 
to obtain any conveyance for Rs. 4|-, the daily conveyance allow- 
ance sanctioned by the Government. The best solution is that 
Government can hire a suitable conveyance through local 
authorities and pay the rent and provide the practitioner with 
a free conveyance and not pay any conveyance allowance. 


4. Item 3. This Association represents again to the 
Government the question of lodging. If a practitioner comes 
from the place, where he is posted for duty, the question of 
lodging does not arise, but if he does not, then Government 
should consider providing the practitioner some sort of suit- 
able lodging in Dak Bungalow, local school or other suitable 
building or even a Tent. One of these various facilities is 
usually available to the permanent public health and medical 
staff. Medical Department in fact provides free residence to 
its staff. 

For the purpose of obtaining a servant and purchasing 
articles of food the local authorities can go a long way in 
helping the practitioner and Government can help by issuing

the necessary instructions to the local authorities and to local 
Government Officers. The Government knows, this Associa- 
tion hopes, that there is good deal of difference between 
permanent and temporary staff and therefore, extra Govern- 
ment help is required so that the Requisition of Services may 
be helped. This Association is not asking for the provision 
of luxuries, but bare necessities of life. ; 


5. Certain difficulties have been placed by various Branches 
before this Committee in the actual working of these Regula- 
tions for Requisition of Services of Medical Practitioners 
during last six months. These are:— 


(a) Due to certain interpretation of the Government 
Regulations, only inter class fare has been allowed to these 
Requisitioned Officers and to Officers of the Temporary 
Epidemic Cadre. This is not proper particularly in these days 
of difficulties in Railway travel, which is not unknown to the 
Government. They should be allowed II Class Railway fare. 


(b) Government Regulations provide that when Ser- 
vices of Practitioners are requisitioned, the President of Local 
Branch of the Indian Medical Association will be consulted. 
This has not been done and the only safeguard, which the 
Practitioners had, has been ignored in practice. The Associa- 
tion hopes that the Government will issue the necessary 
instructions in the matter, so that this is not allowed in future. 


(c) There has been a complaint that in certain stations 
only Licentiates were requisitioned by the local authorities 
without consulting the President of the local Branch of the 
Indian Medical Association and no graduates have been 
requisitioned. This is very unfair; probablv this has happened 
as the Licentiates will be cheaner to the Government, because 
of the difference made by the Government in payments to both 
classes in spite of the protest of this Association. This matter 
should also be reconsidered. 


(d) Payments. This Association is definitely against any 
differences in pavment between the Graduates and the Licen- 
tiates, whatever justification Government may or may not have 
in keeping these differences in permanent services, but there is 
no justification for creating these differences so far as the 
Private Medical Practitioners are concerned. This is an 
ordinary experience that many a senior Licentiate earns much 
more in practice than a junior Graduate or vice versa, that 
is the practice does not depend on the fact of being a Graduate 
or Licertiate. Therefore, this Association recommends uniform 
payment to both classes of practitioners. Again, the payments 
fixed by the Government are too low in davs of high expenses. 
This Asscciation strongly recommends to the Government the 
scale as originally recommended by this Association last year, 
which was as follows :— 


A. In their own Town .. Rs. 20]- per day. 
B. Outside their own town Rs. 30|- , » 


The Association hopes that the Government will consider 
these points favourably. 


Delay in Provincial O ffice—Provincial Secretary explained 
why for last six months the Provincial Office had not been 
working properly or efficiently. 


The Working Committee was satisfied with the explanation 
and asked the Secretary to explain this to the Branches for 
their information. 


Lucknow Medical College Enquiry—The Working Com- 
mittee has learnt of this enquiry and on the Enquiry Committee, 
the Indian Medical Association, U.P. Branch is represented 
by its President, Dr. H. Hukku. The Committee requests all 
Branches and members to inform either the President or the 
Secretary of any genuine grievances they may have against 
the working of the Lucknow Medical College and the 
details of the proofs available be sent at a very early date. 


The Government letters re. Representatives of this Associa- 
tion on St. Johns Ambulance Association, U.P. Centre and 
U.P. Branch of the Indian Red Cross Society—The Secretary 
read out the two letters received from the Director of Public 
Health, U.P., regarding the representation of the Indian Medical 
Association on these two bodies. The Government has taken 
the same point of view in both cases, that several members 
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of the Indian Medical Association are members of the Com- 
mittees of these bodies and therefore further representation 
was not necessary. 


The Working Committee discussed the Government replies 
and felt disappointed over it. That several members of the 
Committees are members of the Indian Medical Association is 
happy coincidence, no doubt; but this does not in any way 
confer any representation on this Association. Those members 
are there in other capacities and are not bound to follow the 
mandates of this Association or propose any suggestion made 
by this Association. The Association hopes that the Govern- 
ment will reconsider the matter and accord direct representa- 
tion to this Assocjation on the two bodies. j 


Headquarters letter No. 571/18/46-17 dated 17-4-47 on the 
subject of Indigenous Systems of Medicine. 


The Secretary read out the Headquarters letter on the 
subject, which mentioned that a Lucknow Zonal Committee 
had been appointed by the Central Working Committee on the 
question of Indigenous Systems of Medicine, but names had 
not been supplied to this office, in spite of his enquiry up to 


‘then (16-5-47). 


The Committee decided to file the letter and to wait for 
further details from the Head Office. 


The Secretary, in this connection, also drew attention to 
U.P. Government (Medical Department) Notification No. 
918/V-1345-46 dated March 6, 1947 appointing a Committee 
to enquire and report on matters relating to the training and 
practice of Ayurvedic and Unani Medical Systems. The 
Secretary suggested that a note be submitted by this Associa- 
tion to the Secretary of the U.P. Government Committee as 
also to the Government of India Committee on the lines pro- 
posed by the Secretary. After discussion it was agreed to. 


Letter of Mrs. Shanti Rai M.A., of Bareilly.—The Secretary 
read out the letter of Mrs. Shanti Rai M.A., of Bareilly regard- 
ing the research in Medical Sciences in India and post graduate 
qualifications. The Committee on the whole agreed with Mrs. 


* Rai and asked the Secretary to write to the Inter-University 


Board and to Universities in U.P. with Medical Faculties on 
the subject. 


To consider the recent decision of the Indian Army Autho- 
rities regarding the demobilization of the Licentiate Section of 
the I.A.M.C.—The Secretary explained to the Committee the 
G.H.Q. Adjutant General’s Branch, Medical Directorate, New 
Delhi No. 6806/25/D.M.S.I. (A.G. Co. ord-1) dated 9-4-47 
and the differentiation made between the British and Indian 
Cadres of the I.M.D. who had been given commissions in the 
I.A.M.C. during the last War in Reverting them to I.M.D. 
or for the grant of Pensions or gratuity as the case may be. 
The Secretary also explained the letter he had addressed on 
the subject to the D.M.S. in India, to His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief in India and to Hon’ble the Defence 
Member, Government of India. A copy had been supplied to 
our Headquarters also and he had also issued a statement on 
the subject to the United Press of India. After discussion, the 
action of the Secretary was approved. 


The Question of Realization of Punitive Tax from Doctors. 
—The Secretary read out the Resolutions passed by our 
Allahabad and Benares Branches on this question. The 
Secretary explained that after the recent communal riots at 
Allahabad and Benares, the Government had imposed fines and 
punitive taxes on various areas of the two cities affected by 
riots. The Government servants and some other classes, who 
had not taken part in the riots were exempted but not the 
Doctors. 


The Committee discussed and directed the Secretary to 
write to the Government on the subject, as the Doctors were 
the most non-communal and cosmopolitan band of workers. 
They worked in the worst of riots, irrespective of the risks 
involved and irrespective of any class or community affected. 
Such a class of persons should be exempted from any fines or 
Punitive Taxes that the Government or any local authority 
inflicted on parties concerned. This Association hopes that the 
Government will issue the necessary exemption order at a very 
early date. 
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On the other hand, this Association requests the Govern- 
ment that as Doctors have to go out on humanitarian work 
even in the worst of riots and at all times of night and day, 
they should be issued with licenses for defensive weapons 
liberally, as great risk to their lives is involved and recently 
cases have occurred where even doctors have been victims of 
communal frenzy. 

This Association expresses its thanks to Hon’ble the Home 
Minister, U.P. for issuing orders to all District Magistrates 
regarding the issue of passes to Doctors whenever curfew is 
imposed. 

Government Reply on Resolution No. 18 passed at Muza- 
ffarnagar Conference-—The Secretary read out the Government 
reply, explaining how the Government intends to appoint a 
Local Self-Government Board in the near future with wide 
powers, thus doing away with the necessity of accepting the 
suggestions made by this Association in this resolution. The 
reply was noted. 

The Secretary was asked to write to the Government that 


this Association be accorded suitable representation on the 


proposed local Self-Government Board. 


Bombay Telephone Directory—The Secretary read out 
the Headquarters No. 656/16/46-47 dated May 7, 1947 regard- 
ing the deletion of Classified Lists of Doctors, Hospitals and 
Nurses from the Bombay Telephone Directory and suggesting 
heavy charges for a separate classified list. This Provincial 
Branch is in complete agreement with the Bombay Branch 
and records its protest against such retrograde step suggested 
by the Bombay Telephone Department. This Provincial Branch 
hopes that the Indian Medical Association Headquarters would 
take steps so that this order is rescinded at an early date. 

Retirement of I.G.C.H., U.P—The Secretary informed the 
Committee that the I.G.C.H. of U.P., had retired. The Com- 
mittee decided to suggest to the U.P., Government that on 
the retirement of Colonel Briggs the following reforms be 
carried out as soon as possible :— 


1. That the posts of the I.G.C.H. and the D.P.H. be. 


combined under the name of Director of Health Services U.P. 
This reform has been strongly recommended by the Bhore 
Committee and has already been accepted by the Conference 
of Health Ministers as also by the U.P. Cabinet Committee 
and, therefore, this is a suitable occasion for carrying out 
this much necessary reform in U.P. 
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2. That in future instead of the Headquarters Officer of 
the Department being nominated to the Medical Council of 
India, a leading non-official Medical Practitioner shoulud be 
nominated as its nominee by the Government to that Council, 
as was done by the Congress Ministries all over India in 
1937-39 and a practice which was given up later by the 
Section 93 Governments. The opportunity should now be 
utilized to re-introduce the wholesome practice of 1937-39. 


Drug Control Order 1945.—In this connection the’ following 
letter has been received from the U.P. Government, Civil 
Supplies (B) Department :— 


“This Government have rescinded the Drug Control Order 
1945 save and in so far as it relates to ‘Cinchona and all 
Quinine Salts’ vide U.P. Official Gazette Extraordinary dated 
March 1, 1947. . Instructions regarding control of Cinchona 
and Quinine salts will issue in due course from the Govern- 
ment in Public Health Department. Further correspondence 
about these drugs should therefore be addressed to that 
Department.” 


This is circulated to all Branches in U.P. for the informa- 
tion of the. members. 


Increase of C.F.C.—The Secretary explained the increase 
in C.F.C. with effect from October 1, 1947. The Committee 
directed the Secretary to circulate the information to all U.P.

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WEST GODAVARY DT. BRANCH-.-The fourth Annual 
Conference of this Association was held on 26-2-47 in the 
premises of Osler Hospital, Podur, Dr. Venkataratnam, 
M.B.B.S., presiding. ‘Thirty-five delegates attended the con- 
ference. After coffee at 8 a.m. the distinguished visitors 
and delegates were taken round the wards of the hospital 
by the doctors-in-charge, who demonstrated some interest- 
ing cases. 

At 10 A.M. the Fourth Anniversary of Osler Hospital was 
celebrated under the presidentship of Lt.-Col. M. V. 
Ramanamurty, F.R.C.S.(E), Professor of Surgery, Andhra 
Medical College, Vizagapatam. Dr. R. N. Raju welcomed 
the delegates and expressed pleasure for the gracious pre- 
sence on the cccasion of the four academicians, Dr. P. 
Kutumbiah, 2.A., M.D., M.R.c.P. (Lond.), Principal, Stanley 
Medical College, Madras, Dr. B. ‘Tirumalarao, F.R.C.S.(E), 
D.L.O. (Lond.) and Lt.-Col. M. V. Ramanamurty of the 
Andhra Medical College, and Dr. B. Venkatraju, M.B.B.S., 
lately Professor of Surgery, Miraj Medical Centre. Dr. P. 
Ramarao read the fourth anniversary report of Osler Hos- 
pital which showed progress of work of the hospital in 
all spheres during the year. Lt.-Col. Ramanamurty, speak- 
ing about the problems of health planning of the nation, 
with particular reference to medical relief in the villages, 
suggested that the young medical graduates with courage 
and some amount of enterprising spirit, should form into 
groups and render up-to-date medical relief in the rural 
areas, each member of the group specialising in one branch 
of medicine. This type of initiative from the younger 
section of the profession will not only work as an interim 
measure for successfully expanding the scope of medical 
relief on modern scientific methods obtained at present in 
urban centres only to rural areas, but wil’ go a long way 
to remove the overlapping of skill, and the resultant pro- 
fessional anarchy and jealousy. Thus the public and the 
profession wiil stand considerably to gain. 


At 11 A.M. the Scientific Session commenced with 
Dr. B. Tirumalarao in the chair. Dr. Rao gave an interest- 
ing lecture on The Clinical Significance of Headache. Next 
Dr. B. Venkatraju spoke on y do Hernias Recur giving 
his experiences on hundred cases operated by him at the 
Miraj Medical Centre. The subjects evoked active discus- 
sions from the members. 


Lunch over at 1 p.M. the annual. business meeting of 
the West Godavary District Branch of Indian Medical Asso- 
ciation was held with Dr. V. Venkataratnam in the chair. 
Dr. R. N. Raju, Honorary General Secretary, submitted 
the annual report and the balance sheet. The report 
inter-alia stated that there were four ordinary meet- 
ings in the year at four places in the district, and one in- 
formal meeting to welcome Lt.-Col. D. S. Raju, M.R.C.P. 
(Lond) of the I. N. A. The strength of the branch was 
76. Scientific sections formed an important feature at each 
meeting, to which learned members and visitors contributed. 
Three members from this branch availed themselves of the 
refresher course conducted by the Vizagapatam branch of 
Indian Medical Association last June. The organisers of 
this unprecedented scheme, and the learned clinical staff 
of the Andhra Medical College, deserve the warmest con- 
gratulations and the deepest gratitude from the Profession. 
It was hoped that the courses would be run every summer 
for the benefit of the general practitioners. An exclusive 
recurring contribution at the rate of Re. 1/- per member, 
was made to the Andhra Provintial branch as a sympathetic 
appreciation of their financial difficulties. ‘The branch forin- 
ed the reception committee for the XIII Andhra Medical 
Conference, Ellore. Six delegates represented the branch 
at the All India Medical Conference, Madura, and one of 
them Dr. R. N. Raju, read a case report on dermoid urinary 
bladder in the scientific session. The branch organised 
receptions to Capt. P. B. Mukherji, President, The Indian 
Medical Association, at Ellore and Nidadavole stations.

The following resolutions were passed without division. 

1. Resolved to increase the membership fee of the 
branch to Rs. 9/-, in view of the recent enhancement of 
the central fund contribution. 

2. This Association urges on the Government of Madras 
to expedite the establishinent of the Guntur Medical College 
and requests the Syndicate of the Andhra University to 
co-operate with the Government for making the college a 
reality and for its speedy growth. 

At 2 P.M., the Scientific Session was renewed. Lt.-Col. 
M. V. Ramanamurty read a paper on the treatment of 
‘Osteomyelitis’ which was very much appreciated by the 
members. Dr. P. Kutumbiah,'next spoke on rheumatism. 
The learned author deprecating the statements made in 
foreign text books that rheumatic heart disease is not found 
in the Indians, claimed that rheumatism is as much a na- 
tional health problem in our country as in the other known 
countries. He appealed to the members of the profession, 
of whom the bulk is comprised of the general practitioners 
to keep a watchful eye on tliis crippling disease and keep 
records of cases in special regard to their history, life and 
familial tendencies. Dr. P. Ramarao demonstrated a case 
of tension pneumothorax and Dr. S. S. Hussain, a case of 
osteoclastoma of the lower end of the radius. 

After tea at 4 P.M. the open session of the annual con- 
ference of the association was held with Dr. V. Venkata- 
ratuam in the chair. Dr. P. Kutumbiah inaugurated the 
conference. Taking history of medicine as the theme of 
his address, he narrated the evolution of the practice and 
science of medicine from the primitive to the modern 
times. While accepting that the medical science received 
impacts from Physics and Chemistry in the past, he fore- 
saw the vital role biology would play in its further growth. 
He saw no historical meaning in trying to revive the so- 
called systems of medicine. Each one of them particularly 
the Hindu medicine gave their respective contributions. 
The birth of the modern scientific medicine was marked 
by the disappearance of philosophy and religion from the 
field of medicine, and the flood of light thrown by the basic 
sciences such as Physics, Chemistry and Biology on the 
structure and function of the human organism. The in- 
digenous systems of medicine which declined by the march 
of histery are not sufficient to cope up with the great pro- 
blems of positive health, preventive and curative medicine, 
which are common to all the nations of the world. 

On behalf of Osler Hospital, which played for the host 
for the day, Dr. P. Ramarao, thanked the delegates and 
the distinguished visitors for their kind attendance and for 
successfully conducting the conference.

IV ANNIVERSARY REPORT OF OSLER Hosrirat 


President: Lt.-Col. Dr. M. V. Ramanamurty, M.B., 
F.R.C.S. (Edin.), Professor of Surgery, Andhra Medical 
College and First Surgeon, King George Hospital, Vizaga- 
patam. 

Mr. President, Revered Teachers and fellow members of 
the Profession, 

We have great pleasure in presenting to you, the IVth 
anniversary report of our hospital. It is seldom that we 
could obtain such a galaxy of distinguished academicians, 
as we are having to-day. Our III anniversary was cele- 
brated in August 1945 under the Presidentship of Dr. P. 
Gurumurty, our veteran leader of the Indian Medical Asso- 
ciation. It is our genuine hope that by presenting before 
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occasions like this, periodic reports of our work, we will be 
infinitely benefited in the light of the criticisms offered 
on our achievements and set-backs. 


Review of the work from August 1945 to December 
1945 :—The statistics are being indicated as follows. These 
were previously being given for the period of one year 
from August to August, because of the establishment of 
the hospital, and our practice to celebrate the anniver- 
saries in this month. Due to certain inconveniences we 
had to alter the time to the beginning of each year. We 
give the figures therefore the period August 1945—August 
1946 and the period August 1946 to December 1946, com- 
paring them with the figures of the previous year.

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All medical cases were treated; anti-rabic treatment was 
being given. Penicillin therapy was instituted. Kahn’s 
reaction was instituted. For the year August 1945--August 
1946 there was a slight drop in he number of operations, 
although the quality of surgical work maintained as good. 
It may be that the cyclone of October 1945 which werked 
adversely on the normal life of the people, prevented them 
from seeking medical treatment. In the second half of 
1946, the quantity of work rose te normal proportions. 


Imporlant Operations conducted during the period :—

Thoracic Operations—Tension traumatic pneumothorax; 
empyema aspiration; injury chest wall leading to pyo- 
pneumothorax. 


Past and Future:—By now we have coimpleted four 
and half years of our work. This year marks a new era in 
the history of our hospital, because we have started con- 
structing a new hospital adjoining our village road with 
a capacity to nurse 32 patients. We hope to complete the 
construction by the end of 1948. 


Accommodation and Staff :—We have at present accom- 
modation to nurse 20 in-patients. Our staff consists of two 
doctors, one nurse, four ward assistants and two totis. 


Our Needs :—Linen which is so necessary for the up- 
keep of the institution is very badly in want. Ever since 
the standard cloth depots were closed, we had not been 
able to procure linen for our hospital. We have been 
endeavouring for the last 9 months without success, to 
get the necessary quantity from the authorities concerned. 
It is most disconcerting that we were not able to replenish 
the worn-out linen for the last two years. In regard to 
kerosene, we were sanctioned by a special permit, 4 gallons 
per mensem subject to the varying cuts. This quantity is 
far too low considering the demand for lighting, sterilisa- 
tion, etc. We have not heard anything from the autho- 
rities on our applications for the enhancement of the quan- 
tity of kerosene and for a special permit for white paper 
sent about one month back. Sugar, the essential feod of 
the sick people next to glucose, is again another commodity 
to be made available to our hospital. We suggested to the 
Taluk Food Committee to allocate 9 maunds of sugar per 
mensem and keep with the village food committee so that 
it could be sold to the patients on the production of ticket 
signed by the doctors. It may cause amusement to you 
if you know that our hospital has been granted 4 visses of 
sugar,per mensem. We do not know how the authorities 
expected the sick people of a hospital with an average of 
75 out-patients attendance and 16 in-patients, to thrive on 
this paltry amount of sugar. 


The Health of the People, vis-a-vis Modern Scientific 
Medicine in Village in Particular—The chief incentive to 
our establishing this hospital was our profound realisation 
of the need for scientific medicine in the villages. We 
have experienced during the past 414 years as many mem- 
bers of the profession would have experienced, many obs- 
tacles in our mission. The main obstacles in making science 
reach the hearts of the people and be of practical utility 
to them are their present low economic and educational 
standards. If these standards are raised, the path is con- 
siderably cleared. Every man and woman by the time of 
finishing his or her primary education must be made to 


~ view life in the scientific perspective and must be made 


“Science Conscious’. ‘They must have elementary know- 
ledge of the structure and function of the human body, the 
composition and vale of common food stuffs and of health 
and disease. This positive approach to the education of 
the mind of the common man and woman will spontan- 
eously eradicate from them the many superstitious and 
age-old customs which are proving great retarding factors. 
The existence among the people of loyalties to the multiple 
so called systems of medicine and the deplorable want of 
courage in the leadership of the profession and the nation, 
in defining clearly their attitude in this respect, will 
seriously undermine any comprehensive planning for the 
health of the nation. The indivisible and unitary approach 
through the modern scientific medicine must be adopted 
without regard for the false and narrow national prides. 
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The slogan of ‘go back to villages’ by the national 
leadership will be effectively taken up by the young medi- 
cal graduates leaving the portals of the University if all 
the indispensable requirements (including electricity and 
transport facilities) to practise scientific medicine are made 
available to them by the state. Laboratory facilities for 
all the serological, bacteriological, bio-chemical and patho- 
logical investigations must be offered them free and at con- 
venient access. Special sera which are excessively costly, 
like the anti-tetanic, anti-gas gangrene, anti-diphtheritic, 
anti-venom, etc., must be supplied to them from the state 
institutes free or at the rate at which they are supplied to 
the state-managed hospitals. Every facility must be offered 
them to practise efficient and up-to-date surgery on the 
spot. Then only will they be able to show to the people 
what great good modern science could hold out to them. 
Facilities must be given them for periodic refresher course 
to keep in contact with the recent advances in the theory 
and practice of medicine. If these wants are not rectified 
there are no bright prospects cf young medical graduates 
going to the villages and even if they go, their practice 
falls far behind the best scientific methods and becomes 
empirical and necessarily inefficient. 

Quackery has become a great menace. Even the few 
opportunities for people to seek qualified medical aid, are 
robbed away by the quacks, whom the villages are swarm- 
ing with, and untold havoc is being done to the health of 
the people by them. The state must take effective mea- 
sures to punish people other than the qualified if they 
administer drug by mouth or injection or do operations. 

It must be the policy of any progressive state to nation- 
alise the health services and make each member of the 
profession responsible for contributing to both the preven- 
tive and curative side. 

The principle of private practice, that is allowing mem- 
bers of the profession to practise and thrive on the ill- 
health of the people without responsibility to contribute 
towards the preventive side will conduce to the profession 
becoming a vested interest. 


Conclusion—We have reviewed the work of the hospital 
from August 1945 to December 1946. We have indicated 
some, if not all, the obstacles we are facing in practising 
scientific medicine in the villages. We earnestly invite 
helpful suggestions and criticisms from the distinguished 
professors who have been good enough to embellish our 
occasion and the members of the profession.

From the Annual Report for 1945-46 as presented by 
the Secretary :

A sum of Rupees four hundred and eighty (Rs. 480 /-) 
was paid to the Provincial office of the Indian Medical 
Association as our share of the contribution. 

During the year the Executive Committee met 5 times 
and ten general meetings of the Association were held on 
last Sunday of every month besides the Annual Meeting 
which was held on Sunday, October 21, 1946. No General 
Meeting could be held in December because of the All- 
India Medical Conference at Amritsar.

The last Provincial Medical Conference at Saharanpur 
was attended by 7 delegates of this Branch and ithe last 
All-India Medical Conference at Amritsar was attended 
by 5 delegates. I hope this year’s Conferences at Muzaffar- 
nagar and Madura will also be attended by our delegates 
in large numbers, particularly, I would request members 
to take greater interest in the Scientific Sections of the 
Conferences by writing papers and reading them there. 


Last year I referred to the then threatened Lucknow 
University Amendment Bill. I am glad to state that as a 
result of the agitation set up by us and mainly through 
the efforts of the I. M. A. that Bill was given up by the 
section 93 regime. This was one “of the few good acts of 
that hated reign of 6% years and what is more—the Gov- 
ernment acknowledged in their press note announcing the 
withdrawal of the Bill, the opposition by the Indian Medi- 
cal Association. That’ certainly should be counted as a 
feather to our cap. 

The Bhore Committee: Report has been published dur- 
ing the year and is a document of great importance. This 
report will affect the future of the medical profession in 
India for several years to come. I am giad to state here 
that the report has accepted in principle many of the 
recommendations made by us. We have already submitted 
our views to the Government on the report and we hope 
that the recommendations will soon be put into effect, 
thus inaugurating a uew era of Health in the Province 
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leading to better economic conditions and health of the 
nation. 

The main activity has been that this year we have 
concentrated on acquiring a piece of land for our building. 
I am glad to state that we had good deal of suppert from 
the Improvement Trust and its Chairman Raja Ram Kumar 
Sahib Bargava who recommended a plot in a very central 
place and at a nominal rent. I am also glad to record 
here the help and sympathy that we have received in the 
matter from our popular Minister of Health—Mrs. Vijaya 
Lakshmi Pandit. Due to some reasons, the land is not 
yet finaily obtained but we hope that with the kind help 
of the Minister, the obstacles will be overcome at an early 
date and we soon will have a place to build our own build- 
ing. I must also record here the help that I have received 
in this matter from Dr. B. N. Vyas our veteran member, 
Dr. H. Hukku, Dr. M. Abdul Hameed and Dr. B. B. 
Bhatia. 

The matter still pending is one of representation of 
this Association on the Board of Management of King 
George’s and Associated Hospitals. The matter was re- 
ferred again to the Government, as soon as Popular Gov- 
ernment took office and I hope it will soon be decided in 
our favour. 


The Accounts have this year been audited by Messrs. 
Mohan & Co., a firm of Registered Accountants and Audi- 
tors and have been found correct and properly kept and 
bear their certificate and signature to that effect. 

Finally I am grateful to our President Dr. H. Hukku 
for his constant advice, guidance and the keen interest 
taken by him in all matters connected with the Associa- 
tion and to other office-bearers of the Association.

Dr. A. Umapathi Mudaliar, m.B.B.s., spoke on Inguinal 
Hernia and dealt chiefly with the Oblique Inguinal Hernia 
and its operation technique. Dr. J. Jagannadham, M.B.B.s., 
spoke of a case of Myeloid Leukaemia and deelt with dif- 
ferential diagnosis of liver and spleen enlargement. Dr. 
M. Ch. Ramalingeswararao, M.B.B.S., spoke about cases of 
poisoning by jakurette when taken by mouth.

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BENGAL PROVINCIAL BRANCH—Annual Report for 
the year ending 30th September, 1946, as presented by 
the Jt. Hony. Secretaries : 

At the close of the eleventh official year of the Bengal 
Provincial Branch of the Indian Medical Association, we 
have pleasure in presenting this repert on behalf of the 
Provincial Council for the year ending 30th September, 
1946. 

Obituary—The Association has to record, during the 
year, its deep sense of sorrow at the sad demise of the 
following members and offers its sincere condolence to the 
members of the bereaved families :—

9. Dr. Sachindra Nath Mitra (Joyanagar-Lakshmikantapur).

Provincial Council Meetings—During the year, four 
special and eight ordinary meetings of the Council were 
held. ‘The meetings were well attended and the average 
attendance was 20. 


The Annual General Meeting was held on Sunday, the 
8th November, 1945 at Asansol. The names of office-bearers 
for the year under review, were elected on th: recommen- 
dations of the branches. 

Menibership—At the beginning of the year there were 
1,537 members on the register while at the close there were 
1,964, there Leing a net increase of 427 members. 


A propaganda drive was launched in the latter half of 
the session and it is encouraging to place on record that 
twenty-two new branches were formed during the year in 
different parts of the Province and branches at Bankura, 
Burdwan and Faridpur were re-organised. With the active 
co-operation of the members, we expect the membership 
strength will exceed 3,000 at the close of the next year. 


Provincial Medical Confercuce—The seventh Bengal Pro- 
vincial Medical Conference, presided over by Dr. K. K. 
Sen Gupta, M.A., B.Sc., M.B., D.T.M., was held on 17th and 
18th November, 1945, at Asansol, under the auspices of 
the Asansol Branch of the Indian Medical Association. 


The Conference was a great success and was attended 
by a large number of delegates from different parts of 
Bengal. 

A visit to the colliery area and the hospital at Sanctoria 
was arranged, and in the evening of the 18th, the delegates 
were entertained to a sumptuous dinner by members of 
the Sitarampur Branch. We express our high apprecia- 
tion of the endeavours of Dr. B. B. Gupta, Chairman of 
the Reception Committee and Dr. P. Mukherji, the Orga- 
nising Secretary and other co-workers of Asansol for the 
success of the Conference. 


Sub-committees—To facilitate the working of the Asso- 
ciation, the following Standing Comunittees were formed 
during the year :— 

1. Ethical and Medico-Political Committee.—The Com- 
mittee made a reference to the Government pointing out 
certain irregularities in the matter of some appointments 
in the Medical Cotlege of Bengal and the School of Tropi- 
cal Medicine. ‘The Government accepted the suggestions 
made by the Association regarding the composition of the 
Selection Committee and the necessity of adequate adver- 
tisement in the press and assured to give effect to them 
in all future appomtments. The apparent injustice done 
in one case was also corrected as the result of a represeu- 
tation made by the Association. 

The Committee also took up the cause of House Staff 
in teaching medical institutions, in the matters of provi- 
sion for proper quarters and adequate allowances. 
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2. Drugs and Medicaments Committee —The Committee 
considered the Pharmacy Bill in detail and submitted its 
recommendations in the form of a memorandum to the 
Government of India through the Central Council. 


It also submitted a memorandum to the Government 
of Bengal on the inadequate supply of Quinine to regis- 
tered medical practitioners and faulty distribution of this 
essential drug in th? province. The Government was also 
moved to make available on a liberal scale and at prices 
which the ordinary man can pay, penicillin, oxygen, carbon 
dioxide and n’trous oxide cylinders. 

Dr. S. N. Bogchi of Mukundia, Faridpur, was con- 
victed and senteiced to pay a fine of Rs. 200/- or undergo 
3 months R. 1. in default by the S. D. O., Goalundo, Raj- 
bari, for alleged contravention of clause 12 of the Drug 
Control Order. A representation was made to the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal that the doctor was dispensing medi- 
cines to his own patients in loose quantities under his own 
prescriptions and therefore in accordance with letter No. 
475 D.M. {30)/44, dated 27th June, 1944, from the Govern- 
ment of India to the Association, was not required to take 
out any retail license and that as a medical practitioner 
his normal requirement of drugs could not be identical with 
his personal requirements and certainly implied his pro- 
fessional requirements. A reference was made by the 
Government of India to the Provincial Government and 
the latter issved the following note to the Public Prose- 
cutor, Faridpur :— 

“If the report of the Indian Medical Association is 
correct, there is no justification for prosecution of the 
doctor. I am enclcsing herewith copies of letters Nos. 
475-C.S. (D) (46) /44, dated 4-2-44 and 47 D.M.(46) 44, dated 
27-6-44 from the Government of India on the same subject 
which will support this. view.” 

Dr. Bagchi was acquitted by the learned Sessions Judge, 
Faridpur. 

3. Medical Education and Hospital Committee.—A me- 
morandum dealing with some very important aspects of 
medical education was prepared based on Bhore Committee 
Report. 


4. Health Planning Comimittee.—The Bhore Committee’s 
report was considered by this Committee which submitted 
a report thereon to the Central Oflice of this Association. 

5. Organisation Committee (Propaganda activities).— 
The Committee tock up the propaganda activities in the 
latter half of the session and was successful in enrolling 
a large number of new members. As a result of propa- 
ganda activities, nearly 500 new members were enrolled 
during the year. 

The Committee suggested publication of a special 
Builetin for propaganda purposes for circulation amongst 
the registered medical practitioners of the province. 

The Committee had to spend about Rs. 600/- for the 
propaganda drive. The Central Council was good enough 
to sanction Rs. 500/- towards the expenses involved as 
Propaganda Grant. As propagand1 activities have to be 
continued during the year 1946-47, a fresh appiication is 
being made to the Central Council for a further liberal 
grant. 

6. Rules Revision Comz:nittee.—This Committee took 
pains in going through the existing rules and have pro- 
posed a new set of Rules especially in the light of the 
rules framed by the Central Body. 


7. Bengal Medical Relief Committee.—This Committee 
was re-constituted in September, 1946, with the Provincial 
Secretaries as Conveners. 


8. A building of the I. M. A. in Bengal.—A_ special 
Committee has been appointed by the Bengal Provincial 
Council to devise ways and means for having a building 
of the Bengal Provincial Branch of the I. M. A. for its 
office and other scientific, sccial and medical relief acti- 
vities. Due to disturbances and other reasons, the Come 
mittee cou!d not come to final decision yet. 

Other Activities—Doctors’ Benevolent Fund.—Attempts 
were made during the vear to raise funds for rendering 
help to the doctors in distress. A small nucleus of a fund 
has been started and we most fervently appeal to all our 
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members for voluntary contributions to this fund so that 
necessary relief can be extended to our brethren in distress. 


We also sought to contact docters affected during the 
last disturbances and an approach was made te tiie Gov- 
ernment of Bengal for formation of a committee with the 
Hon’ble Minister in Charge of L. S. G. Department as 
Chairman, representatives of the I. M. A., Director of Public 
Health and the Surgeon General Bengal, to consider ways 
and means for rehabilitation and relief of affected medical 
men. Unfortunately the Provincial Government could not 
agree to this suggestion. 


The Association urged upon the Government to take 
immediate steps to ensure adequate supply of good milk, 
particularly to nursing mothers and babies, irrespective of 
their economic status and extended its co-operation to the 
Government in all curative and preventive measures to 
combat widely prevalent malnutrition and epidemic diseases 
in the country. 


Car Dise and Identity Cards.—Authorised car discs and 
identity cards were issued by the Association with the appro- 
val of the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, to members 
of the medical profession for use during curfew hours and 
were really helpful both to the medical practitioners and 
their patients. 


Financial Position—It is very disappointing that a sui 
of Rs. 4,483/12/- is outstanding as Central Fund Contribu- 
tion from different branches. The Provincial Council 
expects that all branches will kindly clear their dues by the 
end of March, 1947. 


Conclusion—Before we close this report, we express our 
sincere gratitude for the great assistance which we received 
from the individual members and office-bearers particularly 
the Conveners of the various Committees of the Associa- 
tion who took a lively interest in the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation. ‘The activities of the Association were partially 
hampered for the country-wide tronbles and it is only hoped 
that with the return of normal times, the Association will 
be able to fulfil its obligations to the members in a measure 
it is desired. It may not be out cf place to request, in 
this connection, each and every member of the I. M. A. to 
recruit at least one new member during the year 1946-47, 
so that this Association may be deemed as a more repre- 
sentative body of the medical profession of this province. 


NELLORE BRANCH—Annual meeting for the year 1945- 
46 held on 16-2-47 at Headquarters Hospital, Nellore, under 
the presidentship of Janab Md. Ismail, M.B.B.S., D.T.M. : 

The meeting was opened with tea party. There was 
prayer, music and variety entertainment by the members 
of the Association. ‘The Joint Secretaries read the annual 
report. The President in his opening remarks deplored 
the lack of interest by the medical profession and requested 
all the doctors in the district to become members and run 
the Association successfully. Dr. Lakshmi read a paper 
on Hysteria with very good illustrative case reports. There 
were interesting case demonstrations from Headquarters 
Hospital by Dr. B. V. R. Kutumba Rao, Asstt. District 
Medical Officer.

Annual report for 1945-46 as presented by the Joint Sec- 
cretaries on 16-2-47: 

The annual meeting should have been held in October, 
1946. That was postponed to this day on account of various 
unavoidable circumstances. We have great pleasure to place 
before you this report for 1945-46: 


During the year under review we held six ordinary 
clinical meetings. The attendance at all the meetings was 
fairly satisfactory. We discussed’ the subjects (1) Treatment 
of Venereal Diseases in General, (2) N-ray appearances in 
respiratory diseases with demonstrations, (3) Nutrition, 
(4) Diseaes of the Conjunctiva, (5) Treatment of Malaria. 
(6) Diseases of the Liver. . 

The present strength of our membership is 45. Although 
there were many qualified allopathic doctors, cur member- 
ship has not improved. To give a few examples of the 
strength of membership in other districts, the East Godavari 
Branch is having abont 150 and the Guntur Branch is hav- 
ing more than 80.
